Subject:  Percentage  Rent  for  Treasure  Island  Housing  Project  Sublease  for  September  2012 


Enclosed  is  our  payment  of  Percentage  Rent  in  the  amount  of  $290,175  for  the  September  period,  calculated  per  the 
sublease  agreement.  This  figure  is  based  on  the  accompanying  attachments.  You  should  note  that  these  expenses 
reflect  a suspension  of  reserve  funding  as  outiined  in  the  sublease  requirements  but  continue  to  include  accrued  funds 
to  pay  Possessory  Interest  charges  of  the  property.  In  addition,  the  amount  disbursed  has  been  reduced  by  $9,378, 
recouping  1/36^'’ of  prior  year  audit  adjustments  outlined  in  the  2010  Audit  (with  an  additional  $13.32  deduction  in  final 
repayment  month). 


Calculation  of  Funds  Available  for  Distribution 


TIDA  receives  95%  revenues  remaining  after  adjusting  gross  revenues  by  operating  expenses,  current  accretion  due 
and  the  repayment  of  ledger  balances  based  on  sublease  specifications.  Funds  expended  for  replacement  reserve 
eligible  items  are  expensed  in  the  period  expenses  are  recognized.  To  the  degree  that  these  costs  are  reimbursed  from 
the  replacement  reserve  account,  percentage  rent  will  be  adjusted  in  the  period  that  the  reserve  draw  is  approved. 


For  the  month  of  September  2012,  Actual  Total  Revenues  were  slightly  above  (9%)  budgeted  Total  Revenues.  Overall 
expenses  were  about  19.2%  above  budgeted,  most  significantly  impacted  by  marketing  and  replacement  expenditures. 
The  result  was  that  Funds  Available  for  Distribution  were  $315,319,  about  6.1%  below  budgeted  amounts. 


Calculation  of  Percentage  Rent 


Based  on  operations,  a total  of  $315,319  in  adjusted  Gross  Revenues  after  costs  of  operations  are  available  for 
distribution  for  the  September  2012  period.  These  revenues  are  distributed  as  follows:

While  Common  Service  Charges 
per  annum  have  been  historically  fixed  at  $30,204.50  per  month/  $362,454  per 
year  based  upon  a portfolio  of  632  units,  this  expense  was  reduced  by  $1,903.78 
per  month  to  $28,300.72  per  month/  $339,608.64  per  year  with  the  return  of  the 
54  “borrowed”  units  to  Treasure  Island  Homeless  Development  Initiative  in  2007. 

Please  note  that  the  Maintenance-Common  Area  Charges  are  not  projected  to 
be  reduced  as  the  Yerba  Buena  Island  apartments  are  vacated  since  the  units 
will  remain  part  of  the  Villages’  portfolio.

Following  a request  from  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  (TIDA),  the  RHB 
performed  and  has  completed  walk  through  surveys  of  the  areas  noted  below  using 
properly  calibrated  Ludlum  Model  19  microR  meters.  No  radiation  contamination  wipe 
samples  were  collected.  There  were  no  locations  in  the  areas  surveyed  that  indicated 
any  radiological  concerns  or  any  reading  above  background.

The  surveys  of  the  six  areas  indicated  that  background  radiation  levels  were 
approximately  (6-9)  micro  rem  per  hour,  and  the  radiation  levels  measured  in  the  six 
locations  visited  were  noted  to  be  approximately  (6-9)  micro  rem  per  hour  or 
background  radiation  levels. 

All  backyards  were  surveyed  with  the  assistance  of  Mr  George  Hristov  of  the  Treasure 
Island  Villages  office.  These  areas  were  in  or  near  the  former  USS  Pandemonium  Site 
(NW).  All  results  were  at  background  levels.

Final  Update:  Boil  Water  Order  Rescinded  for  Treasure  Island; 

Water  Safe  to  Drink 


SAN  FRANCISCO,  CA  - The  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission 
(SFPUC)  and  the  California  Department  of  Public  Health  (CDPH)  have 
rescinded  the  Boil  Water  Order  Notice  for  Treasure  Island.  THE  WATER  IS 
CONFIRMED  SAFE  TO  DRINK  AND  RESIDENTS  CAN  STOP 
PURIFYING  IT  AS  OF  9:30  PM,  SUNDAY,  OCTOBER  28,  2012. 

Laboratory  testing,  which  is  routine  after  a water  main  break  that  results  in  a 
loss  of  water  pressure  for  an  extended  period  of  time,  shows  that  tap  water  on 
Treasure  Island  is  safe.  SFPUC  and  TIDA  are  currently  going  block  by  block  to 
inform  residents  that  the  water  is  now  safe  to  drink.  Throughout  this  situation, 
Yerba  Buena  Island  has  been  unaffected;  residents  can  continue  to  drink  the 
water  on  Yerba  Buena  Island. 

The  SFPUC  issued  the  previous  “Water  Purification  Advisory”  or  boil  order 
notice  on  Saturday  morning  as  a precaution  in  the  event  that  contaminated  water 
may  have  entered  the  drinking  water  pipes  through  a main  break. 

What  should  residents  now  do? 

Purifying  your  tap  water,  or  the  use  of  bottled  water,  is  no  longer  needed. 

It  is  important  that  you  flush  your  household  plumbing  and  appliances.  Flush 
cold  water  pipes  by  running  a faucet  until  the  water  feels  cold,  one  minute  or 
more.  Flush  hot  water  faucets  by  opening  all  faucets  and  running  for  at  least  5 
minutes  (for  a typical  household  40-gallon  hot  water  tank).  Refrigerator  water 
dispensers  should  be  flushed  by  at  least  one  quart  of  water,  and  automatic  ice 
dispensers  should  be  emptied  and  new  ice  discarded  for  at  least  24  hours.  After 
taking  these  precautions,  you  can  resume  normal  use  of  your  tap  water. 

On  10/26/2012,  a major  water  pipe  break  on  Treasure  Island  interrupted  service 
to  the  entire  Island.  The  SFPCU  restored  water  pressure  at  7AM,  Saturday 
morning  (10/27/12)  but  service  was  limited  to  non-potable  use  only-  such  as 
toilet  flushing,  showering,  and  clothes  washing.  Residents  were  informed  in 
English,  Spanish,  Chinese  and  Russian  languages  through  two  rounds  of  door- 
to-door  leafleting,  Island-wide  PA  announcements,  SFPD  neighborhood  PA 
announcements,  multiple  e-mail  list  serves,  phone  calls,  multiple  City  agency 
Facebook  and  Twitter  accounts  and  the  mainstream  media.

Following  the  water  main  break  that  occurred  Friday  evening,  October  27"^,  the 
San  Francisco  Water  Department  is  returning  to  the  Island  tonight  to  complete 
the  permanent  repair  of  the  water  main. 

During  this  work,  all  water  supply  to  Treasure  island!  will  be  interrupted. 
The  work  has  been  scheduled  to  reduce  impacts  to  residents  and 
businesses.  Some  customers  may  still  have  water  pressure  during  this 
period,  but  please  avoid  non-essential  water  use,  in  order  to  prevent  a 
widespread  outage. 

Work  will  begin  this  evening  at  12AM  (12:00AM  Wednesday,  October  31) 
with  an  expected  duration  of  4 hours.  Completion  should  occur  by  4AM, 
Wednesday,  October  31. 

All  work  will  occur  near  the  Entrance  Station  and  is  not  expected  to  be  heard  in 
the  residential  area. 

Air  or  sediment  may  get  trapped  in  your  pipe  as  a result  of  this  work.  Upon 
restoration  of  service,  we  recommend  that  you  slowly  turn  on  the  cold  water  to 
your  bathtub  faucet  and  let  the  water  run  for  several  minutes.  This  should  allow 
any  trapped  air  or  sediment  in  the  pipe  to  escape.

Failure  to  follow  this  advisory  could  result  in  stomach  or  intestinal  illness. 

***IMPORTANT**** 

The  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  (SFPUC)  and  the  California 
Department  of  Public  Health  (CDPH)  advise  you  to  purify  your  tap  water  before 
use  in  Treasure  Island  only.  Yerba  Buena  Island  is  unaffected. 


What  is  the  problem  with  mv  water? 

Your  drinking  water  may  pose  a health  risk  if  consumed  without  further  treatment.  Consuming 
regular  tap  water  at  this  time  may  cause  stomach,  intestinal,  or  other  illness.  On  10/26/2012  a 
major  water  pipe  break  in  Treasure  Island  has  interrupted  service  to  the  entire  Island.  Water 
provided  to  these  areas  may  not  be  safe  for  drinking  during  and  after  the  immediate  repair 
period. 

This  is  a precautionary  step  while  we  finish  repairs  and  test  the  water.  Once  the  water  is  safe 
to  drink  on  Treasure  Island,  we  will  inform  residents.  At  this  time,  we  estimate  that  the  water 
will  be  ok  to  drink  by  Monday  morning. 

What  should  I do? 

DO  NOT  DRINK  THE  WATER  WITHOUT  BOILING  IT  FIRST.  Anyone  in  an  area  listed 
above  should  purify  or  boil  their  water  before  use.  Purified  or  boiled  water  should  be  used 
for:  drinking,  making  ice,  washing  dishes,  brushing  teeth  and  preparing  food.  People  with 
severely  compromised  immune  systems,  infants  and  some  elderly  may  be  at  higher  risk.  If  this 
is  you,  or  someone  you  care  for,  seek  advice  about  drinking  water  from  your  doctor. 

Bring  all  water  to  a boil,  let  it  boil  for  one  (1)  minute,  and  let  it  cool  before  using;  or  use  bottled 
water.  Boiled  or  bottled  water  should  be  used  for  drinking  and  food  preparation  until  further 
notice.  Boiling  kills  bacteria  and  other  organisms  in  the  water.  This  is  the  preferred  method  to 
ensure  that  the  water  is  safe  to  drink. 

The  preferred  method  to  purify  water  is  to  boil  it.  An  alternative  method  of  disinfection  for 
residents  that  are  not  able  to  boil  their  water  is  to  use  fresh,  unscented,  liquid  household 
bleach.  To  do  so,  add  8 drops  (or  1/8  teaspoon)  of  bleach  per  gallon  of  clear  water  or  16 
drops  (or  1/4  teaspoon)  per  gallon  of  cloudy  water,  mix  thoroughly,  and  allow  it  to  stand  for  30

minutes  before  using.  A chlorine-like  taste  and  odor  will  result  from  this  disinfection  procedure 
and  is  an  indication  that  adequate  disinfection  has  taken  place. 


• Potable  water  is  available  at  the  following  locations:  Avenue  D between  9*^  and  12*^, 
adjacent  to  Fire  Station  48.  Please  bring  a clean  water  container  (5  gallons  maximum 
capacity). 


What  does  this  mean? 

A “Water  Purification  Advisory”  is  most  often  put  in  place  as  a precaution.  It  does  not  mean 
that  the  tap  water  is  definitely  contaminated  and  not  safe  for  drinking.  But,  because  the  water 
might  be  unsafe,  it  must  be  purified,  as  described  in  this  notice,  to  make  it  safe  to  drink. 

Contaminated  water  may  have  entered  the  drinking  water  pipes  through  a main  break. 
Contaminated  water  may  contain  disease-causing  organisms.  These  organisms  include 
bacteria,  viruses,  and  parasites  that  can  cause  symptoms  such  as  nausea,  cramps,  diarrhea, 
and  associated  headaches. 


How  and  when  will  the  problem  be  fixed?

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Treasure  Island  sites  safe,  state  says  - SFGate 
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Treasure  Island  sites  sate,  state  says

State  health  officials  have  declared  day  care  and  youth  centers,  ball  fields,  some  residential  baclgrards  and  other  sites  on  Treasure 
Island  safe  from  radiation  in  response  to  fears  about  the  area's  nuclear  past. 

The  state  surveyed  the  24  locations  in  response  to  public  concern  about  exposure  to  radioactivity  at  the  former  Treasure  Island  Naval 
Station. 

Health  department  technicians  found  negligible  levels  of  radiation  posing  no  health  threat  at  those  locations,  according  to  reports 
produced  in  response  to  a Bay  Citizen  public  records  request. 

But  that  doesn't  mean  the  former  base  is  reacfy  for  a 20,000-resident  community  approved  this  year  by  the  San  Francisco  Board  of 
Supervisors. 

The  Navy  is  cleaning  up  areas  scheduled  for  construction  and  acknowledged  this  month  that  extensive  work  remains,  including 
additional  radiation  surveys  of  locations  such  as  the  former  site  of  the  USS  Pandemonium,  a mock-up  ship  used  to  train  sailors  to 
decontaminate  ships  hit  with  nuclear  fallout. 

That  site  is  surrounded  by  former  barracks  now  used  as  low-income  housing. 

Additionally,  the  Navy  has  yet  to  respond  to  reports  that  the  military  has  not  fuUy  vetted  Treasure  Island  for  possible  nuclear  waste. 

On  Oct.  4,  state  health  officials  told  the  Navy  that  it  had  not  adequately  explored  the  possibility  that  during  its  years  as  a military  base. 
Treasure  Island  might  have  been  dusted  with  radioactive  ash,  soaked  with  radioactive  sewage  and  contaminated  with 
radioactive  garbage. 

The  Navy  plans  to  answer  the  health  officials'  critique  by  mid-December,  said  Melanie  Ault,  coordinator  of  the  Navy's  base- 
closure  program. 

Of  all  the  public  areas  sun^eyed  recently,  only  one  showed  elevated  radiation  levels.  Most  of  a baseball  infield  at  Avenue  H and  Ninth 
Street  had  readings  "slightly  less  than  twice  backgroimd,"  wrote  John  Fassell,  chief  of  radioactive  material  inspection  for  the  state 
Health  Department,  in  a report  dated  Oct.  5.  The  totals,  however,  do  not  pose  a health  threat,  Fassell  wrote. 

Closer  to  approval 

At  a recent  City  HaU  hearing,  the  city's  environmental  engineer  assigned  to  monitor  cleanup  of  the  former  Navy  base  suggested 
Treasure  Island  is  getting  closer  to  being  ready  for  redevelopment. 

"No  health  and  safety  concerns  were  identified  by  the  California  Department  of  Public  Health,"  Amy  Brownell,  environmental  engineer 
with  the  Department  of  Public  Health,  said  at  an  Oct.  15  hearing  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  Rules  Committee. 

But  Kathryn  Lundgren,  co-foimder  of  the  grassroots  Treasure  Island  Health  Networlq  said  the  state  Health  Department  surveys  did 
not  go  far  enough. 

''They've  never  been  in  my  baclq^ard,"  said  Lundgren,  who  lives  on  Bayside  Drive.  "Their  scope  needs  to  be  larger."  The  recent  surveys 
did  include  some  baclq^ards  on  nearby  Gateview  Avenue. 

What  was  tested 

The  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  and  the  Navy  requested  the  scans,  foUowing  concerns  heightened  by  the  revelation  in  . 
August  that  radioactive  contamination  at  the  Treasure  Island  Naval  Station  is  more  widespread  than  previously  disclosed. 

Areas  tested  included  the  Boys  and  Girls  Club,  Kendrex  Winery,  Treasure  Island  Child  Care  Center  and  the  Great  Lawn.  Most  readings 
came  in  at  baclcground  radiation  levels,  the  state  said. 

In  an  Oct.  5 letter  to  residents  of  the  island,  BrowneU  said  the  surveys  included  seven  of  nine  locations  that  the  Navy  recently  identified 
as  having  "the  potential  to  be  'radiologicaUy  impacted.' " 

At  the  Rules  Committee  hearing.  Supervisor  David  Campos  called  for  additional  testing.  "Why  not  test  the  neighborhoods?"  he  said.  "If 
I lived  there,  it  is  something  that  I would  like  to  see  my  government  do."

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Brownell  responded  that  testing  areas  not  identified  as  possibly  contaminated  can  stir  public  concern,  causing  "more  fear  and  anxiety." 

James  Sullivan,  the  Navy's  environmental  coordinator,  said  the  Health  Department  surveys  would  not  be  the  last.  "This  doesn't  mean 
that  the  Navy  and  regulatory  agencies  won't  do  formal  detailed  inspections  of  the  same  areas,"  he  said.

Recent  U.S.  Navy  explanations  for  widespread 
readings  of  radioactivity  on  the  former  Treasure 
Island  Naval  Station  don’t  adequately  explore 
the  possibility  that  the  base  might  have  been 
dusted  for  years  with  radioactive  ash,  soaked 
with  radioactive  sewage  and  contaminated  by 
radioactive  garbage,  California  health 
regulators  said  today. 

The  response  addressed  an  Aug.  6 draft  report 
by  the  Navy,  which  was  aimed  at  assuaging 
concerns  about  the  base’s  history  of  radioactive 
material.  It  detailed  possible  sources,  including 
devices  used  to  train  sailors  for  nuclear  war.  It  also  described  ship  repair  operations  that  occurred 
during  an  era  when  vessels  frequently  returned  to  the  San  Francisco  Bay  from  Pacific  atomic  tests. 
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The  Navy’s  report  is  part  of  the  process  of  turning  the  miiitary  iand  over  to  the  city  of  San 
Francisco,  w/hich  has  approved  constmction  of  8,000  homes  there. 

The  August  draft  inciuded  the  Navy’s  acknowiedgementthat  the  base’s  radiation  history  was  more 
widespread  than  previousiy  reported.  But  the  Navy  aiso  sought  to  assure  state  and  city  officiais  that 
a radioactive  cleanup  was  weii  in  hand,  and  that  the  base  shouid  be  ready  for  preiiminary 
development  some  time  in  2013. 

However,  the  California  Department  of  Public  Health,  which  raised  concerns  in  2010  about  possible 
deficiencies  in  the  Navy’s  radioactive  cleanup,  suggested  today  in  its  response  to  that  draft  that  the 
military  agency  might  have  significant  work  to  do  to  earn  a clean  bill  of  health. 

Among  examples  cited  by  health  department  officials; 

“ The  Navy  has  yet  to  explain  the  significance  of  a 1 965  report  that  described  how  “radioactive 
and  poisonous  wastes  had  been  buried  west  of  the  abandoned  landing  strip  in  a future 
construction  area." 

“ The  Navy  hasn’t  released  complete  information  about  1 ,500  soil  samples  taken  on  the  island, 
leaving  uncertainty  about  whether  or  not  some  areas  still  contain  radioactive  material  that  exceed 
state  health  regulations. 

• The  Navy  hasn’t  fully  explored  whether  radioactive  material  might  have  been  spread  over  the 
years  by  wind,  seepage  and  water  flow. 

» The  Navy  hasn’t  sufficiently  documented  tests  for  radiation  around  old  sewage  lines,  at 
abandoned  garbage  dumps  and  along  the  path  of  smoke  that  could  have  blown  across  the  island 
from  an  old  Navy  garbage  incinerator. 

Aaron  Peskin,  a former  San  Francisco  supervisor  and  co-plaintiff  in  a lawsuit  alleging  that 
environmental  review  of  the  proposed  development  has  fallen  short,  said  the  Navy’s  failures 
demand  an  outside  inquiry. 

“It’s  time  for  our  elected  leaders  to  call  for  an  independent,  third-party,  scientific  review  that  is  not 
run  by  the  U.S.  Navy,  whose  credibility  has  been  in  question  for  decades,”  said  Peskin,  after 
reviewing  the  state  health  department  comments. 

A Navy  spokesman  declined  comment,  saying  cleanup  officials  hadn’t  yet  reviewed  the  health 
department  responses. 

The  responses  are  the  latest  salvo  in  a war  of  words  between  state  health  regulators  and  the  Navy 
that  heightened  over  the  past  year  when  regulators  warned  in  a series  of  internal  memos  that 
Treasure  Island  might  not  be  cleared  for  development. 

Problems  began  not  long  after  the  Navy  released  an  earlier  2006  report  about  the  history  of 
radioactive  material  on  the  island.  It  suggested  that,  unlike  highly  contaminated  former  bases  such 
as  the  Hunter’s  Point  Naval  Shipyard,  the  Treasure  Island  Naval  Shipyard  was  relatively  clean. 

Soon  afterward,  cleanup  workers  began  finding  dozens  of  encrusted  disks  of  radium-226  buried  in 
the  soil  in  unexpected  places.  They  dug  trenches  to  check  for  further  radioactivity,  and  found 
readings  down  as  deep  as  the  water  level  of  the  San  Francisco  Bay. 

In  2010,  health  department  workers  declared  the  historical  study  deeply  flawed,  and  later  urged  the 
Navy  to  halt  its  cleanup,  in  part  because  hundreds  of  container-loads  of  waste  had  been 
transported  throughout  the  island  without  the  proper  care  required  for  transport  and  storage  of 
radioactive  material. 

Since  then,  health  officials  have  pressed  for  more  accurate  information  about  the  Navy’s 
radioactive  legacy  and  past  cleanup  efforts,  which  they  say  is  essential  to  pinpointing  not  just 
locations,  but  the  breadth  and  scope  of  the  remaining  work. 

The  Navy  announced  earlier  this  year  it  would  produce  the  new  study  of  the  island’s  history  - and  a 
revised  cleanup  plan. 

The  resulting  efforts,  including  the  draft  report,  are  wanting,  according  to  today’s  response,  signed 
by  Larry  Morgan,  California’s  senior  health  physicist.

Water  officials  said  it  was  an  1 8-inch  iron  pipe  that  ruptured,  likely  part  of  the  original 
infrastructure  fi'om  the  1930s. 


San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  said  it  has  plenty  of  extra  six,  eight  and  12-inch  pipes,  but  the  one 
they  need  is  1 8 inches  — and  until  it  gets  here,  they  can't  guarantee  the  water  is  safe  to  drink. 

“We're  actually  in  the  process  of  flushing  out  the  system,  so  we  can  get  good  fresh  water  into  it 
and  then  sampling  to  make  sure  there's  no  bacterial  contamination,”  said  Steven  Ritchie  of  the 
SFPUC. 

So,  for  rest  of  the  weekend,  the  only  drinkable  water  coming  into  Treasure  Island  will  be 
delivered  by  truck. 

For  Sebastian  Larrea  that  means  carrying  an  extra  supply  back  to  his  house,  but  he's  taking  it  all 
in  stride. 

“A  couple  of  electrical  outages,  the  water  now,  so  it's  been  quite  an  adventure,”  Larrea  said. 

He's  among  many  using  whatever  containers  they  have  to  get  free,  clean  water  from  two  tanker 
trucks  set  up  on  Treasure  Island. 

Behind  the  counter  at  the  Island  Market  and  Deli,  Abdul  Saleh  was  just  steps  away  from  the 
water  main  break  Friday  night. 

“I  thought  it  was  a flood,  but  I knew  it  wasn't  raining,”  Saleh  said. 

For  the  Treasure  Island  Bar  and  Grill,  that  means  only  offering  canned  soda. 

Despite  some  well-placed  signs,  manager  Elaine  Chu  said  they're  feeling  an  impact. 

“Definitely  noticed  it's  been  slower,”  she  said.  “Usually  on  the  weekend  we're  pretty  busy.” 

Water  officials  said  it  will  probably  be  Monday  before  tliey  can  assure  everyone  the  water  is  safe 
to  cook  with  or  drink. 

Yerba  Buena  Island  was  not  affected  by  the  main  break.  Tap  water  on  that  island  is  safe  to  drink.

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Water  main  break  dries  up  Treasure  Isiand

Treasure  Island  residents  are  roughing  it  this  weekend  after  a water  main  break  left  them  without  water  service  for  13  hours  and  will 
require  them  to  boil  what  comes  firom  their  faucets. 

The  lone  pipe  supplying  the  island  with  water  ruptured  about  6 p.m.  Friday  near  the  entrance  gate,  causing  the  water  system  to  lose 
pressure.  That  left  the  2,500  people  who  live  on  the  former  Navy  base  unable  to  flush  their  toilets,  take  showers  or  get  a drink  of  water, 
and  it  rendered  fire  hydrants  on  the  island  unusable. 

Water  tanker  trucks  are  being  used  to  supply  drinking  water  to  the  island.  The  city  has  set  up  a pair  of  emergency  distribution  centers, 
one  near  the  fire  station  on  Avenue  D between  Ninth  and  12th  streets  and  the  other  at  the  comer  of  Gateview  Avenue  and 
Mason  Court. 

Residents  are  asked  to  bring  clean  containers  and  take  no  more  than  5 gallons.  On  Saturday  afternoon,  crews  were  setting  up  a 
machine  at  the  Avenue  D site  that  paclcages  i-gaUon  bags  of  water  for  people  to  pick  up. 

Crews  from  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  temporarily  patched  the  leak,  and  restored  service  to  the  island's  residents, 
about  7:30  a.m.,  said  David  Briggs,  the  water  system  manager. 

But  because  of  the  chance  that  contaminated  water  from  sewers  or  the  bay  may  have  entered  the  system,  the  PUC  must  flush  the  pipes, 
then  test  water  for  biological  contamination.  State  water  officials  are  helping  to  speed  the  process,  Briggs  said,  but  under  the  best 
circumstances,  the  water  is  not  likely  to  be  certified  as  safe  to  drink  imtil  Sunday  night. 

"Our  first  priority  was  getting  water  back  to  the  hydrants,  and  so  people  could  flush  their  toilets,"  he  said.  "Now  we're  trying  to  get  it 
potable  again." 

Not  for  consumption 

I City  officials  said  it's  safe  to  use  water  flowing  from  the  faucets  to  shower,  flush  toilets  and  wash  clothes.  But  it  shouldn't  be  consumed, 

; or  used  to  wash  dishes,  unless  it's  been  boiled  or  treated  with  eight  drops  of  chlorine  per  gallon  of  clear  water  or  16  drops  per  gallon  of 
j cloudy  water,  and  then  allowed  to  stand  for  30  minutes.  Yerba  Buena  Island  is  imaffected  by  the  water  problems. 

The  new  problem  is  an  inconvenience  but  no  surprise,  said  people  on  the  island.  A number  of  residents  hauling  water  home  described 
j it  as  the  latest  in  a long  string  of  outages  - mostly  in  electrical  service  - and  other  service  problems  that  can  make  life  on  Treasmre 
I Island  a bit  like  living  in  the  Third  World. 

"There  have  been  37  outages  in  11  months,"  said  Jeff  Kline,  who  has  lived  on  the  island  for  13  years.  "They  haven't  spent  one  cent 
improving  the  infrastructure  out  here  - not  one  penny.  It's  no  surprise  everything  is  breaking  down." 

'Little  bit  inconvenient' 

Nestor  Acosta,  a Galileo  High  School  senior,  returned  home  from  football  practice  Friday  night  ready  to  take  a shower  and  relax.  But 
he  couldn't  shower,  flush  the  toilet  or  wash  his  clothes  until  Saturday  morning.  At  about  noon,  he  was  lugging  about  a gallon  and  a half 
of  water  home  for  himself  and  his  mother. 

I "It's  a little  bit  inconvenient  because  you  have  to  walk  back  and  forth  to  get  water,"  he  said.  "But  it  will  be  OK." 

I At  the  recently  opened  Island  Cove  Market,  not  far  from  the  residential  neighborhood,  owner  Abdo  Nasser  said  sales  of  bottled  water 
' were  way  up  on  Saturday  morning.  A pyramid  of  water  bottles  greeted  shoppers  entering  the  store. 

'YVe  haven't  sold  out  yet,"  he  said,  "but  there  have  been  a lot  of  people  buying  water."

® The  health  issues  of  Yield  and  Trelease  Mfller- Jones  and  their  two 

Tweet  daughters  are  typical  ones  on  Treasure  Island.  Yield  had  mild 

asthma  as  a child  that  she  said  she  "grew  out  of,"  but  then  it  "came 
back  to  life"  when  she  moved  to  Treasure  Island  in  2007.  It's  hard 
for  her  to  breathe  at  times,  especially  at  night.  Every  evening,  she 
Shane  uses  a nebulizer  — a breathing  device  that  she’s  never  needed 

before.  On  Vicki's  back  is  a leathery,  three-inch  diameter  rash  that 
won't  go  away. 

Vicki's  partner,  Trelease,  has  painfully  raw  and  dry  feet  — a problem  that  is 
shared  by  at  least  ten  neighbors,  particularly  those  who  wear  sandals.  Vicki  and 
Trelease's  two  daughters,  seven-year-old  Brianna  and  nine-year-old  Taylor, 
have  been  sent  home  from  school  with  stomach  troubles.  Brianna  has  itchy 
rashes  on  her  back,  arms,  and  legs,  as  well  as  dry,  bald  spots  in  her  scalp  where 
her  braids  have  literally  fallen  out.  Many  of  the  neighbors'  children  have  the 
same  rashes  and  bald  spots. 

The  Miller-Jones  family  used  to  live  in  Oakland,  near  Lake  Merritt,  and  they 
are  contemplating  moving  back,  but  their  community  is  on  Treasure  Island. 
"There’s  a part  of  me  that  hates  that  we  moved  here,"  Vicki  said.  "I  feel  like  our 
lives  were  better  in  Oakland.  Our  health  was  better  — that's  for  sure."  Trelease 
said,  "It's  beautiful  here,  but  it's  deadly";  she  added  that  she  would  "rather  be 
dodging  bullets  in  Oakland." 

According  to  residents,  health  problems  abound  on  Treasure  Island. 
Nonetheless,  officials  from  the  Navy  and  the  City  of  San  Francisco  continue  to 
assure  residents  that  they're  safe.  Health  officials  have  conducted  radiation 
surface  scans  and  have  told  Treasure  Island's  2,000  residents  that  all 
dangerous  areas  are  fenced  off.  Residents,  they  say,  have  nothing  to  worry 
about  so  long  as  they  observe  the  prohibition  against  digging  on  the  island. 

These  assurances  follow  an  Express  investigative  story  in  early  September  that 
revealed  reports  of  high  cancer  rates  among  past  Treasure  Island  residents  and 
insider  accounts  of  very  dangerous  radioactive  material  having  been  handled 
unsafely  by  the  Navy  and  its  contractors  (see  "Treasure  Island:  A Radioactive 
Me,"  9/5). 
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The  assurances  from  public  officials  also  belie  the  reality  on  Treasure  Island  in 
which  potential  risks  are  plentiful,  residents  feel  compelled  to  initiate  their 
own  grassroots  health  studies,  and  the  city  and  island  businesses  have 
incentives  not  to  make  investments  in  shoddy  infrastructure  that  coidd  present 
additional  public  health  hazards. 

On  September  n,  radiation  expert  Robert  Burns  was  summoned  by  the 
Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  to  mollify  the  San  Francisco  Board  of 
Supervisors'  concerns.  "If  you're  talking  likelihood  of  a public  health  risk,  I 
would  say  probably  less  than  5 percent,"  Burns  said  to  audible  gasps  from 
Treasure  Island  residents  attending  the  meeting.  He  was  presumably  referring 
only  to  radiation-related  cancer  risks  in  inhabited  areas  of  the  island,  not  to 
risks  in  fenced  off,  highly  radioactive  areas  where  past  residents  lived.  (Many 
of  these  past  residents  attribute  their  cancers  to  radiation  exposure.)  Moreover, 
as  a radiation  expert,  Bums  could  not  speak  to  the  added  risks  posed  by  at  least 
24  non-radioactive  contaminants  of  concern  in  the  air,  soil,  and  groundwater. 
These  include  asbestos,  lead,  PCB,  arsenic,  and  dioxin.  Bums'  probability 
estimate  might  have  been  higher  if  he  had  accounted  for  both  radioactive  and 
non-radioactive  chemicals. 

Officials  have  similarly  tried  to  play  down  the  possibilify  that  the  public  was 
harmed  as  a result  of  botched  cleanup  practices.  Amy  Brownell,  an 
environmental  engineer  with  the  San  Francisco  Department  of  Public  Health, 
said  at  an  October  15  hearing  at  San  Francisco  City  Hall  that  Shaw 
Environmental,  a Navy  contractor  that  conducts  most  of  the  remediation  on 
the  island,  had  received  only  one  notice  of  violation  from  the  California 
Department  of  Public  Health  (CDPH).  In  truth,  the  "one"  violation  that  Shaw 
received  referenced  prior  violations  and  detailed  a litany  of  serious,  distinct, 
and  repeated  radiation  safety  violations  over  at  least  a three  year  period.  CDPH 
was  unable  to  directly  monitor  Shaw's  work  before  2010  — when  the  most 
dangerous  radioactive  cleanup  work  was  happening  — but  a CDPH 
spokesperson  confirmed  by  email  that  CDPH  found  evidence  of  violations  in 
Shaw  records  dating  back  to  2009. 

The  text  of  a June  2011  email  from  CDPH  that  accompanied  Shaw's  "one" 
violation  reads:  "CDPH  found  numerous  instances  where  Shaw  failed  to 
conduct  and/or  document  radiation/eontamination  surveys. ...  It  is  apparent 
from  these  and  previous  violations  that  there  is  a lack  of  radiological  oversight, 
practical  hands-on  experience  with  environmental  radiological  projects  and 
methods,  basic  radiation  technology  experience,  and/or  a failure  to  include  the 
Radiation  Safety  Officer  in  production  management  decisions  that  affect  the 
radiological  protection  program  at  the  Treasure  Island  project."  The  email 
further  noted  that  Shaw's  failure  to  properly  calibrate  and  conduct 
performance  tests  on  survey  meters  was  "so  serious  that  [Shaw]  must  correct  it 
immediately." 

Residents  who  know  that  radiation  is  not  the  only  concern  on  an  island  full  of 
dilapidated  infrastructure  and  former  Cold  War-era  laboratories  have 
requested  more  information  on  the  potential  health  effects  of  non-radioactive 
chemical  contaminants.  However,  the  issue  has  not  been  on  the  agendas  at 
recent  public  meetings  and  hearings. 

At  the  same  time,  the  oversight  process  on  Treasure  Island  is  muddled  and 
reflects  the  interim  state  of  affairs  as  the  Navy  prepares  to  transfer  the  island's 
buildings  to  the  City  of  San  Francisco.  Many  of  these  buildings  will  ultimately 
be  torn  down  if  a multimillion-doUar  development  project  goes  forward  as 
planned.  The  Navy  and  its  contractors  are  responsible  for  the  initial 
remediation  projects.  Once  the  Navy's  remediation  is  certified  by  either  the 
California  Department  of  Toxic  Substances  Control  (DTSC)  or  CDPH,  the 
building  can  be  leased  to  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority,  which 
currently  is  subleasing  to  almost  one  hundred  commercial  businesses.  This 
cash-strapped  city  agency  requires  businesses  to  accept  the  buildings  "as  is," 
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which  creates  mcentives  for  the  businesses  not  to  clean  up  lingering 
contamination. 

The  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  pays  the  San  Francisco  Public 
Utilities  Commission  about  $5  million  per  year  to  maintain  electricity,  water, 
natural  gas,  and  waste  management  systems  on  the  island.  It  does  not  assume 
responsibility  for  capital  investments  in  substandard  pipes  and  sewer  systems 
— or  for  the  potential  health  risks  associated  with  them.  The  same  is  true  of  the 
electric  system;  island  residents  have  suffered  at  least  35  power  outages  in  the 
past  ten  months. 

Many  residents  are  especially  concerned  about  the  water,  which  is  tested  at 
other  sources  but  is  not  currently  tested  as  it  comes  out  of  residents'  faucets. 
Resident  LaShawndra  Breston  saved  ajar  with  a sample  of  brown  water  that 
came  out  of  her  sink  faucet  while  she  was  washing  spinach  last  month. 

Resident  Seanda  Conley's  bathtub  faucet  emitted  reddish-brown  water  less 
than  two  years  ago;  she  also  has  pictures  of  green  water  that  came  out  of  the 
same  feucet  this  month. 

Last  weekend,  after  a water-main  break  on  the  island,  emergency  notices  were 
distributed  to  residents  warning  that  "consuming  regular  tap  water  at  this  time 
may  cause  stomach,  intestinal,  or  other  illness."  Residents  were  told  to  boil 
their  water  and  were  provided  with  portable  toilets. 

It's  impossible  to  know  without  a scientific  study  if  the  health  problems  on  the 
island  are  connected  to  contamination.  Even  if  there  is  a correlation,  causation 
may  be  difficult  to  prove.  Some  residents,  including  formerly  addicted  and 
homeless  individuals,  came  to  Treasure  Island  with  already  compromised 
immune  systems  and  may  be  predisposed  to  certain  illnesses.  Moreover,  a 
large  number  of  people  are  needed  to  definitively  establish  a disease  cluster  — 
something  that's  been  a challenge  even  in  famous  environmental  cases  such  as 
Erin  Brockovich's  successftil  fight  against  PGSdE. 

Given  all  the  uncertainty,  residents  have  felt  compelled  to  conduct  their  own 
research.  They  recently  formed  the  Treasure  Island  Health  Network,  which  is 
being  advised  by  environmental  health  experts  in  the  Bay  Area.  The  network 
has  a website  fTIHN20i2.orgl  and  is  about  to  launch  an  online  petition  on 
Change.org  calling  for  health  officials  to  open  a clinic  on  the  island  and  to 
conduct  a scientific  study  of  health  issues  among  past  and  present  residents. 
The  network  has  also  begun  distributing  an  anonymous  survey  that  seeks  to 
identify  illness  trends.  Meanwhile,  past  residents  firom  the  1970s  are  tracking 
down  their  high  school  classmates  to  determine  exactly  what  percentage  have 
developed  cancer  — a challenging  task  that  may  take  months  or  years. 

At  a September  28  meeting  of  the  Treasure  Island  Health  Network,  eight  of 
fifteen  attendees  reported  that  they  suffered  from  dry,  blotchy  rashes  (which 
may  be  caused  by  shower  water),  and  twelve  of  fifteen  suffered  from  asthma 
and  other  breathing  problems.  Gastrointestinal  issues  also  seem  common,  and 
at  least  three  residents  in  adjacent  apartment  complexes  recently  had  gall 
bladder  removal  surgeries.  Dozens  of  residents  interviewed  by  the  Express 
indicate  that  they  never  had  rashes  or  serious  breathing  troubles  before 
moving  to  Treasure  Island. 

Residents  also  continue  to  struggle  to  get  definitive  answers  about  their 
families'  short-  and  long-term  safety.  On  October  15,  residents  staged  a 
demonstration  outside  San  Francisco  City  Hall  shortly  before  a hearing  to 
discuss  only  radiation-related  hazards  (not  hazards  posed  by  non-radioactive 
chemicals).  More  than  a dozen  demonstrators  wore  hand-stenciled  neon  yellow 
shirts  with  slogans  like  "No  Glow"  and  "Contamination  Destination."  Drivers 
passing  by  honked  their  horns  in  support  as  island  children  chanted,  "Heck  no! 
We  won't  glow!"  and  waved  signs  saying,  "Give  us  a clinic  and  a disease 
registry,"  and  "Am  I the  5%  imcertainty?" 
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A sign  carried  by  ten-year-old  Iqhanae  Singleton  asked,  ''Where  is  the  treasure 
on  our  island?"

Treasure  Island  residents  worried  about  the  cleanup  of  a former 
Naval  base  can  now  call  a new  hotline  set  up  by  the  California 
Department  of  Toxic  Substances  Control. 

The  Bay  Citizen  reported  in  August  that  radioactive  contamination 
was  more  widespread  than  previously  disclosed  on  the  former 
Naval  base  where  San  Francisco  plans  to  build  a 20,000-capacity 
high-rise  community.  The  news  alarmed  current  residents,  who 
demanded  answers  from  authorities.  Health  officials  recently 
declared  the  island  safe  from  radiation,  but  the  cleanup  is  ongoing. 

After  hearing  reports  of  contractors  and  crews  at  the  cleanup  site  leaving  trucks  uncovered  as  they 
drive  through  the  island,  inadequate  dust  control  measures  and  other  problems,  the  agency  decided  to 
set  up  a hotline.  Residents  can  call  866-284-0721  to  expedite  investigations  into  possible  safety 
issues.

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Island  residents  in  tfie  dark  over  oytages

Residents  of  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  islands  may  have  miUion-doUar  views,  but  they're  tired  of  paying  an  unexpected  price  for  them 
- living  in  the  dark  for  several  hours  a week. 

Since  the  start  of  the  year,  power  on  the  islands  has  gone  out  an  average  of  once  a week  for  four  hours  at  a time,  according  to  reports 
filed  with  the  city's  Public  Utilities  Commission. 

San  Francisco  power  officials,  who  run  the  electricity  grid  for  the  islands,  say  they  are  working  as  fast  as  they  can  to  perform 
inspections  and  make  repairs  on  the  aging  system  that  the  city  inherited  firom  the  Navy.  But  the  problem  won't  be  solved  for  good, 
commission  officials  say,  imtil  after  the  island  is  formally  turned  over  to  the  city  and  developed  - something  that  isn't  expected  to 
happen  for  several  years. 

"It's  gotten  so  bad  that  people  are  actually  yelling  about  it,"  said  Mark  Cormors,  a neighborhood  watch  organizer  and  longtime 
community  leader  who  got  so  fed  up  he  filed  a Sunshine  Act  request  with  the  city  to  turn  over  8o  reports  and  citizen  complaints  about 
the  outages  dating  to  2009.

"Before  this  year,  you  would  live  through  it  and  then  forget  about  it,"  Cormors  said.  "Now,  it  is  absolutely  horrible.  If  the  system  keeps 
breaking  down,  what  happens  when  it  breaks  down  and  doesn't  come  back  up?" 

The  city  utilities  commission,  not  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Co.,  is  in  charge  of  delivering  electricity  to  the  islands.  But  crumbling  power 
lines  attacked  by  salt  air  and  flocks  of  seagulls  make  the  job  a challenge,  officials  say. 

The  2,400  people  living  and  working  in  the  middle  of  San  Francisco  Bay  have  endured  a record  42  outages  this  year  - 27  times  on 
Treasure  Island  and  15  times  on  Yerba  Buena.  Commission  officials  say  they  are  doing  the  best  they  can  to  shore  up  the  ^stem, 
bringing  in  inspectors,  power-washing  the  droppings  and  salt  grime  off  wires  and  pruning  trees  that  routinely  ensnare  electrical  lines. 

"We  have  done  a lot  of  activities  this  year  to  tiy  to  increase  reliability,"  said  Charles  Sheehan,  spokesman  for  the  commission. 
WiBnemaker's  woes 

Businesses  have  been  forced  to  buy  generators  and  take  other  steps  to  prevent  damage.  Jim  Mirowski,  owner  of  Treasure  Island  Wines, 
says  he  has  lost  power  during  all  phases  of  winemaking,  firom  crushing  to  bottiing,  costing  him  thousands  of  dollars  in  lost  production 
and  cleanup  costs. 

He  makes  192,000  bottles  a year  on  the  island  and  was  one  of  the  first  business  tenants  there  in  2006.  Until  recently,  he  said,  outages 
were  only  sporadic. 

"Now,  they  have  been  happening  two  or  three  times  a week,"  Mirowski  said.  "We're  a winery  - a lot  of  it  happened  during  the  peak  of 
our  production.  It's  a huge  issue." 

He  added,  "The  reality  is  they  have  100  commercial  leases  out  there.  We're  big  fans  of  the  place.  It's  a wonderful  place.  (But)  we  need 
to  know  if  this  is  the  new  reality,  so  we  can  make  a decision  whether  I want  to  continue  to  do  business  out  here. 

"It's  not  like  the  community  is  a bunch  of  whiners,"  Mirowsld  said.  "We  just  want  the  city  to  work  with  us.  Let's  figure  this  out."

The  largest  power  customer  on  the  islands  is  the  Treasure  Island  Job  Corps  Center,  a federally  funded  entity  that  runs  computer, 
culinary  and  construction  job-training  programs  for  600  students  living  on  the  former  naval  base,  along  with  200  staffers. 

Jennifer  Cha,  director  of  the  center,  said  outages  are  so  common  that  the  staff  has  developed  a protocol,  complete  with  alternative 
lesson  plans  and  backup  meal  service. 

"We  get  the  $10  million  view  - we  don't  want  to  complain  too  much,"  Cha  said.  "We  are  definitely  hopeful  with  the  development  of  the 
island,  we  will  see  a more  highly  functioning  service.  In  the  meantime,  however,  we  do  oiu  jobs." 

Connors  said  power  reliability  has  been  an  issue  since  he  moved  to  Treasure  Island  six  years  ago.  "But  this  year,  it  has  gotten 
absolutely  horrible,"  ha  said.  "We  have  gotten  so  used  to  it,  we  don't  even  blinlc  an  eye  anymore." 
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After  three  outages  in  rapid  succession,  he  said,  his  $390  television  set  "fried."  Novr  he  is  v^aiting  to  see  if  it  can  be  fixed.  If  not,  he 
plans  to  file  a complaint  with  the  city  attorney's  office  and  seek  reimbursement. 

His  utility  bill  is  included  in  his  rent,  he  said,  making  the  outages  even  more  frustrating.  "We  have  missed  so  much  time,  we  are  not 
getting  the  value  for  our  rent,"  Connors  said. 

He  said  that  although  blackouts  are  an  annoyance  to  him,  they  could  be  a life-or-death  situation  for  someone  else  with  a 
medical  condition. 

"It's  not  just  an  inconvenience,"  Connors  said.  "It  really  does  put  us  at  risk."

Main  Water  Break  Stresses  Already  beleaguered

On  Friday,  October  26  sometime  between  5 and  6 pm  a 
loud  gurgle  could  be  heard  in  apartments  across  Former 
Naval  Station  Treasure  island.  Over  the  next  few  hours  - 
we  would  learn  that  there  was  a major  water  main 
break  at  the  front  of  the  Island  that  affected  Treasure 
Island,  but  not  Yerba  Buena  Island. 

Housing  providers  and  other  community  organizations 
were  notified  of  the  cause  at  about  7:15  pm.  The  John 
Stewart  Company  notified  their  residents  via  email  blast 
at  about  9 pm.  Updates  were  to  follow  and  at  2:05  AM, 

Saturday  October  27  AlertSF  (AlertSF.org)  sent  a notice 
to  their  list.  AlertSF  is  a free  service  of  the  city  that  will 
email  or  text  you  when  an  emergency  Is  occurring  in  an  area  pre-defined  by  the  subscriber. 

At  around  6:30  AM  on  the  27th  SF  NERT  (Neighborhood  Emergency  Response  Team)  requested  that 
NERT  trained  volunteers  call  in  to  assist  with  the  problem,  and  3:46  am  subscribers  were  notified  of  the 
"Boil  Order"  that  was  coming  out  from  PUC. 

At  4:40  TIDA  sent  out  an  update  along  with  a water  boil  order  in  English,  Spanish  and  Chinese  which 
was  also  circulated  by  the  John  Stewart  Company.  That  morning  flyers  were  dropped  on  all  households 
doorsteps.

Electrical  Service  on  Treasure  Island

As  the  operator  of  the  Navy’s  electrical  system  on  Treasure  Island  on  behalf  of  the  island’s  official  caretaker,  TIDA,  theSFPUC  understands 
and  shares  your  frustration  with  the  spike  in  outages  in  2012.  That’s  why  the  SFPUC  has  emergency  crews  that  are  on-call,  ready  to  respond 
to  any  power  outage  24  hours  a day,  7 days  a week,  365  days  a year.  Our  crews  mobilize  rapidly  to  make  repairs  and  turn  power  back  on  for 
any  outage. 


As  many  of  you  know,  the  Navy  installed  Treasure  Island’s  existing  electricity  infrastructure  60-80  years  ago.  The  typical  useful  life  of 
electrical  infrastructure  is  about  30-40  years.  Most  of  the  recent  outages  can  be  attributed  to  the  age  of  the  system.  Other  outages  have 
been  caused  by  animal  interference  and  malfunctioning  transformers,  insulators  and  connectors. 


While  we  cannot  control  the  causes  of  some  of  the  outages,  and  are  not  the  owners  of  the  aging  infrastructure,  we  are  working  to  proactively 
address  the  spike  in  outages  with  new  methods  to  test  and  target  malfunctioning  equipment.  Our  crews  have  recently  acquired  new  infrared 
survey  equipment  to  detect  hard-to-see  “Hot-Spots"  along  the  electrical  infrastructure,  indicating  equipment  malfunction. 


We’re  increasing  our  efforts  to  improve/optimize  system  reliability.  We  are  “Hot-Washing”  electrical  insulators  to  reduce  grime  buildup  and 
lessen  the  chance  of  equipment  malfunction.  We’re  also  increasing  patrolling  and  visual  inspections  of  the  overhead  lines.  Transformer 
testing  continues  to  pinpoint  malfunctioning  equipment.  Finally,  we’re  continuing  to  trim  trees  to  prevent  limbs  from  interfering  with  the 
overheard  lines. 


If  there  is  a utility  issue  that  poses  an  immediate  threat  to  life  and  safety,  call  911.  For  downed  utility  poles  or  power  lines,  call  911.  If  you 
smell  natural  gas  or  detect  a leak,  call  911.  For  electricity  outages,  residents  are  encouraged  to  initially  contact  their  respective  Housing 
Provider.  For  water  breaks  and  street  sewer  overflow,  call  the  SFPUC’s  Utility  Emergency  number  at  (415)  550-4956. 

Thank  you  for  your  continued  patience  as  we  work  to  maintain  the  system  and  proactively  target  problems  to  increase  reliability.  We  are 
working  hard  every  day  to  increase  your  service  reliability.

At  one  point  on  Saturday  the  outdoor  emergency  system  was  activated  and  an  announcement 
regarding  boiling  water  was  broadcast,  and  later  that  morning  portapotties  were  placed 
throughout  the  Island.  Additional  updates  were  sent  out,  and  information  was  available  from 
311  throughout  the  event. 

Additionally,  the  SFPUC  sent  three  water  trucks  and  one  water-bagging  device  to  the  island  to 
ensure  residents  had  access  to  drinking  water  at  all  times.  Potable  water  was  available  at 
Avenue  D and  12th  Street  and  the  corner  of  Gateview  Avenue  and  Mason  Court.  The  SFPUC 
also  set  up  a water-bagging  operation  at  Ave.  D/llth  for  residents  that  could  not  bring  their 
own  containers. 

Volunteers  from  NERT,  Good  Neighbors,  the  Salvation  Army,  etc.  were  on  deck  to  help  distribute 
water  and  information  to  folks  who  visited  one  of  the  two  water  pick-  up  sights  on  the  island. 
JSCo  employees  helped  distribute  flyers  to  all  households  on  the  Island,  and  a variety  of  City 
agencies,  including  PUC,  etc.  were  on  hand  to  manage  the  situation. 

On  Saturday,  Flarlan  Kelly,  General  Manager  of  SFPUC  and  City  Administrator  Naomi  Kelly 
visited  the  Island  to  scope  out  the  problem. 

The  reason  I am  reporting  the  various  notifications,  etc  is  to  underscore  the  amount  of  work 
and  communication  that  must  go  on  in  such  an  event.  The  few  items  I do  mention  are 
significant,  but  are  only  a very  small  part  of  the  picture  that  requires  coordination  and  vetting 
along  the  chain  of  command  and  communication.  All  said,  everyone  involved  did  a wonderful 
job  to  bring  the  Island  back  online  as  quickly  and  safely  as  possible. 

There  is  much  to  be  learned  from  this  latest  incident  that  has  disrupted  our  daily  lives  on 
Treasure  Island.

• As  always,  be  prepared.  In  an  emergency  we  all  need  to  have  at  least  72  hours 
worth  of  food,  water,  etc  on  hand. 

• Communications  will  be  delayed.  It  takes  time  to  round  up  those  who  will  do  the 
communications  piece,  and  information  must  be  verified  before  distributing.  This 
can  cause  a general  raise  in  anxiety. 

• TI/YBI  is  one  very  small  part  of  San  Francisco.  In  the  event  of  a major  region  wide  • 
event  such  as  an  earthquake  there  will  be  more  delays  in  communications  and 
assistance. 

As  of  9:30  pm,  Sunday,  October  28th  water  was  confirmed  safe  to  drink  and  residents  were  told 
they  no  longer  needed  to  purify  it,  though  specific  recommendations  on  flushing  the  pipes  and 
faucets  were  distributed  to  all  residents  on  the  Island.

LOAD  TRANSFER  NEARING  COMPLETION  - WE’RE  IN  THE  HOME  STRETCHI  The  Self-Anchored  Suspension  Span  is  now  officially  a 
suspension  bridge.  The  entire  weight  of  the  bridge’s  steei  box  girder  road-decks  has  been  shifted  to  the  SAS  main  cabie.  Load  transfer,  the 
time-and  iabor-intensive  process  of  transferring  the  weight  of  the  SAS  roadways  from  the  falsework  to  the  single  main  cable,  is  aimost 
finished.  Crews  will  spend  the  next  few  weeks  aligning  the  SAS  with  the  Skyway.  The  operation  is  slated  for  completion  in  November. 
Continue  to  foiiow  the  progress  at  BayBridgeinfo.org/proJects/sas. 

CONSTRUCTION  UPDATES—  Crews  continue  to  make  rapid  progress  on  the  new  East  Span.  Workers  have  completed  eastbound 
post-tensioning  attheYerba  Buena  Island  Transition  Structure,  and  will  now  focus  on  removing  the  surrounding  falsework  that  was  built  to 
support  the  structure  during  construction. 

Foundation  work  and  piie  driving  is  wrapping  up  on  the  Oakland  Touchdown  and  crews  have  begun  the  construction  of  temporary  falsework 
in  anticipation  of  concrete  pours  to  compietethe  eastbound  deck.  For  more  information  and  construction  updates,  head  to 
BayBridgeinfo.org.

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What  is  “Suspicious?^'  (or.  When  to  Call  the  Police)

At  a recent  Community  Watch  meeting  the  subject  of  “what 
exactiy  is  suspicious  behavior)  came  up.  The  article  below  has 
been  widely  reproduced  on  the  internet  and  is  offered  as  some 
thoughts  on  the  subject 


Help  the  Police  Help  You!  No  police  department  can  function 
effectively  without  the  concerned  assistance  of  responsible 
citizens.  Police  are  depending  upon  you  to  call  and  report 
whenever  you  observe  suspicious  persons  or  actions. 

Some  people  fail  to  call  police  simply  because  they  are  not 
aware  of  what  seemingly  innocent  activities  might  be  suspicious. 
Others  may  notice  suspicious  activity  and  be  hesitant  to  call  for 
fear  of  seeming  to  be  a “nosy  neighbor"  or  a “crank.”  Still  others 
take  it  for  granted  that  someone  else  has  already  called. 

Call  the  police  immediately  about  all  suspicious  activity— and  do 
it  yourself.  Don’t  worry  about  “bothering”  them,  because  this  is 
the  police  department’s  purpose.  Don’t  worry  about  being 
embarrassed  if  your  suspicions  prove  unfounded.  Think  instead 
about  what  could  happen  if  you  don’t  act. 


REPORTS  CAN  BE  MADE  ANY  TIME  BY 
DIALING  9-1-1. 

Note:  When  calling  911  on  a cellular  phone  near  a highway, 
the  call  is  connected  to  The  California  Highway  Patrol  (CHP) 
dispatch  center.

So,  What  Is  "Suspicious?" 

Basically,  anything  that  seems  even  slightly  “out  of  place”  for  the 
area  or  during  the  time  of  day  in  which  it  occurs  could  mean  criminal 
activity. 

9 A stranger  entering  your  neighbor’s  house  when  it  is 
unoccupied  may  be  a burglar. 

e A scream  heard  anywhere  may  mean  robbery  or  rape. 

8 Cffers  of  merchandise  at  ridiculously  low  prices  could 
mean  stolen  property. 

8 Anyone  removing  accessories,  license  plates  or  gaso- 
line from  a car  should  be  reported. 

9 Anyone  peering  into  parked  cars  may  be  looking  for 
valuables  left  displayed  in  the  car. 

8 Persons  entering  or  leaving  a business  place  after 
hours  could  be  burglars.

Describing  a Suspicious  Incident  to  Police 


The  following  information  is  the  most  helpful  when  reporting  an 
incident; 

8 Who  did  I observe? 

• What  specifically  did  I see? 

• Where  did  I observe  the  suspicious  behavior? 

• When  did  I observe  the  suspicious  behavior? 

• Why  do  I think  the  behavior  is  suspicious?

• The  sound  of  breaking  glass  or  other  explosive 
noises  could  mean  an  accident,  housebreaking  or 
vandalizing. 

• Persons  loitering  around  schools,  parks,  secluded 
areas  or  in  the  neighborhood  could  be  sex 
offenders. 

• Persons  around  the  neighborhood  who  do  not  live 
there  could  be  burglars 

Not  every  stranger  who 
comes  into  your 
neighborhood  is  a criminal  by 
any  means.  There  are 
perfectly  legitimate 
door-to-door  sales,  repair,  and 
service  people  moving  around 
our  neighborhoods  all  the 
time.  But  criminals  do  take 
advantage  of  this  by 
assuming  the  guise  of  the 
legitimate  business 
representatives.  Read  on  for 
examples  of  behavior  that 
can  initially  appear  normal  but  that  take  on  another  character 
on  closer  observation. 


Any  vehicle  moving  slowly  and  without  lights,  or  following 
a course  that  appears  aimless  or  repetitive  is  suspicious 
in  any  location,  but  particularly  so  in  areas  of  schools, 
parks  and  playgrounds.  Occupants  may  be  “casing"  for 
places  to  rob  or  burglarize,  or  could  possibly  be  a drug 
pusher  or  sex  offender. 

Parked  occupied  vehicles  containing  one  or  more  persons 
are  especially  significant  if  observed  at  an  unusual  hour. 
They  could  be  possible  lookouts  for  a burglary  in  progress. 
Vehicles  being  loaded  with  valuables  are  suspicious  if 
parked  in  front  of  a closed  business  or  untended  resi- 
dence-even if  the  vehicle  is  a legitimate  looking  commer- 
cial unit.  More  and  more  professional  thieves  are  taking 
the  time  and  trouble  to  “customize"  their  vehicles  with 
special  signs  in  order  to  move  more  freely  without  suspi- 
cion. 

Apparent  business  transactions  conducted  from  a vehicle, 
especially  around  schools  or  parks  and  if  juveniles  are 
involved,  could  mean  possible  drug  sales. 

Persons  being  forced  into  vehicles-especially  if  Juveniles 
or  females— may  mean  a possible  kidnapping. 

The  abandoned  vehicle  parked  on  your  block  may  be  a 
stolen  car.

When  Normal  Behavior  Can  Become  Suspicious  Behavior  unusual  Activities  Worth  Reporting 


Someone  is  going  door-to-door  in  your  neighborhood. 
Watch  for  a while.  If  after  a few  houses  are  visited,  one 
or  more  of  the  persons  tries  a door  to  see  if  it  is  locked 
or  goes  into  a back  or  side  yard,  it  could  be  a burglar. 
Such  action  is  even  more  suspicious  if  one  person 
remains  in  front  when  this  occurs  or  if  there  is  a car 
following  a few  houses  away. 

Someone  waiting  in  front  of  a house  or  business  be- 
comes suspicious  if  the  owners  are  absent,  or  -if  it  is  a 
business-  the  business  is  closed.  This  might  be  a 
lookout  for  a burglary  in  progress  inside. 

Anyone  forcing  entrance  to  or  tampering  with  a 
residence,  business  or  vehicle  is  suspicious  anytime, 
anywhere. 

A person  running,  especially  if  carrying  something  of 
value,  could  be  leaving  the  scene  of  a crime. 

Carrying  property  could  be  suspicious  too,  if  it’s  at  an 
unusual  hour  or  in  an  unusual  place,  and  if  the 
property  is  not  wrapped  as  if  Just  purchased. 

A person  exhibiting  unusual  mental  or  physical 
symptoms  may  be  injured,  under  the  influence  of 
drugs  or  otherwise  needing  medical  or  psychiatric  as- 
sistance. 

Much  human  traffic  to  and  from  a certain  residence  is 
not  suspicious  unless  it  occurs  on  a daily  or  very 
regular  basis,  especiaily  during  late  or  unusual  hours. 

It  could  possibly  be  the  scene  of  vice  activities  or 
a “fence”  operation. 


Continuous  "repair"  operations  at  a non-business  location 
could  mean  stolen  property  being  stripped,  repainted  and 
otherwise  altered. 

Open  or  broken  doors  or  windows  at  a closed  business  or 
residence  whose  owners  are  absent  could  mean  a 
burglary  in  progress  or  already  completed. 

Unusual  noises  such  as  gunshots,  screaming,  sounds  of 
fighting,  or  a dog  barking  excessively  - anything  that 
suggests  foul  play,  danger,  or  illegal  activity. 

Unusually  strong  chemical  odors  in  a residential  area  or 
near  a storage  building  may  indicate  an-  illegal  drug 
operation. 

Someone  parking  a vehicle  on  one  street  and  walking  to 
another  street  could  indicate  a burglar  or  thief  attempting 
to  hid  their  escape  vehicle.

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In  Summary 

Call  9-1-1  immediately  if  you  observe  possible  criminal  activity 

While  some,  if  not  all,  of  the  suspicious  situations  described 
above  could  have  innocent  explanations,  the  San  Francisco 
Police  Department  wouid  rather  investigate  a situation  that 
could  suggest  criminal  activity  than  be  calied  when  it's  too  late. 
Your  involvement  could  save  a life,  prevent  an  injury,  or  stop  a 
crime. 

To  improve  your  own  safety,  remember  these  basics: 

• Cail  the  SF  Safe  (415-553-1984)for  a free  home 
security  check,  and  implement  the  suggested 
improvements. 

• Mark  your  property  with  your  driver's  iicense 
number. 

• Participate  in  the  Treasure  island  Community 
Watch  group.

The  SF  Public  Utilities  Commission  "Greasecycie"  residentiai 
cooking  oil  recycling  program  has  come  to  TI/YBI. 

There  is  now  a Greasecycie  bin  located  inside  the  door  of  Island 
Cove  Market  which  residents  can  utiiize  to  property  dispose  of 
their  accumulated  used  grease  and  cooking  oil.  Disposing  of 
cooking  oil  this  way  will  prevent  residents  from  inadvertently 
damaging  in-unit  pipes  and  piumbing  by  dumping  it  down  the 
drain,  along  with  helping  produce  sustainable  bio-fuel  for  the 
City. 

Beiow  are  links  to  the  Greasecycie  website,  as  weil  as  handy  tips 
on  how  to  properly  capture  and  bottle  oil  and  grease  for  deposit 
at  the  Greasecycie  bin.  The  important  things  to  remember  are 
that  the  oil  should  be  drained  of  all  food  particles  and  poured 
into  non-breakable  containers  with  tight  fitting  lids,  such  as  plas- 
tic milk,  juice,  or  soda  containers  before  being  deposited  in  the 
bin.

How  long  have  you  lived  on  TI/YBI?  2 Vi  Years 

Where  did  you  live  before  coming  to  the  Islands  The 
Outer  Sunset  in  San  Francisco 


What  made  you  choose  the  Islands  to  be  your  new  home?  I've  always 
wanted  to  live  somewhere  unique  and  be  able  to  "escape"  from  the  city 
when  I come  home.  After  meeting  my  housemates,  it  was  a match  made 
in  heaven  and  I couldn't  have  been  happier  with  the  view  in  my  room. 

What  do  you  like  about  living  here?  Mostly,  my  roommates.  The  view, 
relatively  inexpensive  living  cost  and  short  commute  to  downtown  are 
also  huge  advantages.  The  two  restaurants  are  also  fantastic.  Clipper 
Cove  is  a hidden  gem,  we  FINALLY  have  a real  grocery  store,  the  Tl  Flea 
Market  is  great  and  Bliss  Dance  is  an  amazing  symbol  for  the  island. 

What  do  you  wish  were  different  I also  think  we  need  a walking/Jogging/ 
bike  path  that  goes  around  the  entire  island  and  have  the  Muni  108 
travel  down  Avenue  of  the  Palms  to  head  back  to  the  city  rather  than 
circling  back  through  the  Rugby  Fields  redundantly.  Also,  I wish  more 
delivery  restaurants  would  come  to  the  island. 

What  do  you  think  the  Island  needs  in  order  to  make  it  a better  place  to 
live?  More  frequent  night  and  weekend  Muni  108  service,  access  to 
Zipcar  and/or  CityCarShare  and/or  Hertz  on  Demand  (basically  any  Car 
Share  program).  The  Muni  108  should  continue  from  the  Transbay 
Terminal  to  Embarcadero  station  for  easier  access  to  BART.  Also,  the 
borderline  harassment  most  residents'  receive  from  John  Stewart 
company  employees  is  out  of  hand.  One  employee  in  particular  has 
created  a terrible  reputation  for  working  against  residents  rather  than 
with  them.  Dealing  with  lease  negotiations  would  be  much  more  pleasant 
if  not  for  this  individual.' 

What  is  your  hope  for  the  future?  My  hope  is  that  the  redevelopment 
plans  for  the  island  are  everything  they've  been  built  up  to  be,  that  the 
current  residents'aren't  cheated  or  taken  advantage  of  duringthe 
process,  and  the  islands  retain  their  character  and  charm,  albeit  with  a 
greater  population  and  amenities.  I mentioned  this  already,  but  more 
Muni  108  service  on  the  nights  and  weekends  is  critical,  there  are  a lot 
of  people  on  the  bus  at  9pm  during  the  weekday  and  waiting  for  40 
minutes  in  the  cold  at  the  Transbay  Terminal  is  not  going  to  attract 
people  to  the  island.

Looking  at  the  calls  for  service  for  October, 
Burglary  (12),  Noise  (16),  Petty  Theft  (7)  where 
the  most  often  reported  complaints.  In 
addition,  there  were  three  (3)  reported  strong 
arm  burglary  incidents  on  the  Island.

A witness  indicated  they  the  suspects  were  “neighborhood  boys”  but  that  she  did  not 
know  their  name.  The  area  was  canvassed  by  the  police,  but  no  one  came  forward  with 
more  information. 

Measuring  Crime— Not  all  crime  related  numbers  are  equal.  Police  Reports  and 
Calls  for  Service  Reports  are  different  in  nature  and  don’t  tell  the  whole  picture 
about  crime  in  an  area,  but  when  reported  in  the  same  ways  consistently  they  can 
show  trends  and  indicate  the  general  level  of  disruption  caused  by  actual  crimes. 

Not  all  crimes  are  reported  and  not  all  calls  for  service  end  up  with  a police  report. 

So  when  people  speak  about  crime  it’s  important  to  know  what  type  of  report  they 
are  actually  talking  about.  When  we  talk  about  crimes  in  the  community. watch 
meetings  we  usually  refer  to  the  calls  for  service.  At  the  TIDA  Board  meeting  the 
number  of  police  reports  generated  is  the  number  they  talk  about. 

Using  the  chart  to  the  right,  (this  chart  uses  hypothetical  numbers):  Let  the  100 
boxes  represent  100  criminal  or  city  code  violations  that  occur  in  a month.  For  the 
sake  of  argument,  let’s  say  that  60  are  called  in  to  dispatch,  ieaving  40  that  are 
not.  The  40  still  occurred;  we  just  don’t  have  a record  of  them. 

Now,  of  the  60  called  in,  let’s  say,  again  for  the  sake  of  argument,  that  10  are  dupli- 
cates, 20  are  unverifiable  (ex:  suspect  on  at  arrival,  etc)  and  another  10  may  have 
occurred  but  no  police  report  is  generated.  So  now  we  have  60  calls  for  service  and 
20  that  show  up  on  the  police  report.  That’s  a big  difference!  But  both  numbers  are 
valid,  when  taken  in  context.

The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  recently  amended  Chapter  17 
of  the  Environment  Code,  extending  the  plastic  checkout  bag  ban 
to  include  all  retail  establishments  (stores)  and  adding  a charge  on 
allowed  checkout  bags  (compostable  bags,  recycled  paper  bags,  or 
reusable  bags).  Shoppers  can  avoid  the  charge  by.bringing  their 
own  bag. 

How  can  I learn  more  about  the  ordinance?  SF  Environment  has 
kicked  off  its  checkout  bag  ordinance  consumer  education  campaign  with  multilingual  events 
throughout  the  city.  At  these  events,  residents  can  ask  questions,  receive  free  reusable  bags,  and 
pledge  to  use  their  own  bag.  Seven  thousand  free  reusable  bags  will  be  handed  out.

BACKGROUND 

On  November  12,  2008,  the  Authority  Board  approved  Resolution  08-69-1 1/12  approving  the 
Treasure  Island  and  Yerba  Buena  Island  Temporary  Public  Art  Policy  (the  “Policy”).  The  Policy 
created  an  application,  review,  approval  and  Use  Permitting  process  for  proposals  received  by 
Project  Office  staff  for  the  installation  and  display  of  temporary  public  art  on  the  Islands. 

In  January  2011  artist  Marco  Cochrane  submitted  a proposal  to  Project  Office  staff  for  the 
temporary  installation  of  his  sculpture  titled  “Bliss  Dance”  (heretofore  referred  to  as  “the 
Work”).  Constructed  of  steel  rods  and  tubing  covered  with  stainless  steel  mesh,  and  with  a six 
anchor  base  constructed  of  steel  I-beams,  the  Work  stands  approximately  40  feet  tall,  with  a 
diameter  width  at  the  base  of  25  feet.  It  can  be  lit  from  both  inside  and  outside  by  1 ,000  LED 
lights  installed  throughout  the  piece  which  are  controlled  remotely  by  a computer  application. 
The  Work  was  sculpted  and  created  by  Mr.  Cochrane  at  Building  180  on  Treasure  Island,  thus 
giving  the  installation  proposal  an  additional  connection  to  Treasure  Island. 


ORIGINAL  USE  PERMIT  AND  FIRST  AMENDMENT 

At  its  April  13,  201 1 the  Authority  Board  approved  a Use  Permit  for  Installation  and  Display  of 
Public  Art  (the  ‘Use  Permif ’)  between  the  Authority,  Marco  Cochrane  Sculpture  Inc.  (“MCS”), 
and  the  Black  Rock  Arts  Foundation  (“BRAF”),  the  project  sponsor,  allowing  for  temporary 
installation,  exhibition,  deinstallation  and  maintenance  throughout  the  installation  period,  of 
“Bliss  Dance”  on  a portion  of  the  Treasure  Island  Great  Lawn.  The  original  term  of  the  Use 
Permit  expired  on  October  9,  201 1.  The  sculpture  was  installed  over  a five-day  period  in  early 
May,  2011. 

At  its  October  12,  201 1 meeting,  the  Authority  Board  approved  a First  Amendment  to  the  Use 
Permit  to  extend  the  expiration  date  through  November  30,  2012.  Throughout  the  term  of  the 
original  Use  Permit  and  the  First  Amendment,  the  artist  and  his  staff  have  been  accommodating 
to  Project  Office  staff,  the  Island  community  and  adjacent  Special  Event  production  and  Event 
Venue  concerns  and  requests  during  installation  and  display,  and  are  current  with  all  Permit  fees 


and  insurance  requirements  to-date.  The  Work  continues  to  receive  a positive  public  reaction 
and  continues  to  attract  visitors  to  Treasure  Island. 


SECOND  AMENDMENT  TO  USE  PERMIT 

MCS  and  BRAF  have  proposed,  and  Project  Staff  is  in  agreement  with,  extending  the  Use  Permit 
beyond  the  existing  November  30,  2012  expiration  date.  The  proposed  Second  Amendment  to 
Use  Permit  would  extend  the  term  on  a month-to-month  basis  through  November  30,  2013  and 
increase  the  Permit  Fee. 

This  Second  Amendment  also  proposes  modifying  the  Permitted  Use  to  allow  for  MCS  to 
perform  necessary  weatherproofing  to  the  Work  in  its  installed  location  on  the  Great  Lawn, 
consistent  with  the  terms  of  MCS  proposed  Treatment  Plan,  attached  to  the  amendment  as 
Exhibit  1.  MCS  proposes  hand-application  of  a rust  treatment  product  to  the  Work  in  order  to 
neutralize  existing  rust  and  prevent  aceumulation  of  new  rust  on  the  Work.  The  product  is 
water-based,  non-toxic  and  emits  no  harmful  fumes.  The  Navy  has  previously  reviewed  and 
initially  approved  both  the  rust  treatment  product  and  the  proposed  work  plan  submitted  by 
MCS.  MCS  shall  be  responsible  for  all  on-site  protective  measures  in  order  to  assure  application 
of  the  treatment  product  does  not  negatively  impact  the  Great  Lawn  or  surrounding  areas.  The 
proposed  Second  Amendment  to  Use  Permit  for  Installation  and  Display  of  Publie  Art,  including 
the  proposed  Exhibit  I,  is  attached  as  Exhibit  A. 

RECOMENDATION: 

Project  Staff  recommends  retroactive  approval  of  the  Second  Amendment  to  Use  Permit  for 
Installation  and  Display  of  Public  Art  for  the  temporary  installation  and  display  of  the  sculpture 
titled  “Bliss  Dance”.

Corporation  (“Permittee") 

RECITALS 

A.  Authority  and  Permittee  entered  into  that  certain  Use  Permit  for  Installation  and  Display 
of  Public  Art  dated  for  reference  purposes  as  of  April  2,  2011  (the  "Original  Use  Permit  for 
Installation  and  Display  of  Public  Art  ")  for  use  of  that  certain  portion  of  the  Master  Lease 
Property  commonly  known  as  a portion  of  the  Treasure  Island  Great  Lawn,  Treasure  Island,  San 
Francisco,  CA.  for  the  purpose  of  temporary  installation  and  public  display  of  the  Artwork  titled 
“Bliss  Dance”  in  accordance  with  the  Authority's  Policy  and  Procedure  for  Temporary  Public 
Display  of  Original  Works  of  Art,  as  more  particularly  described  in  the  Original  Use  Permit  for 
Installation  and  Display  of  Public  Art. 

The  Original  Use  Permit  was  first  amended  pursuant  to  a First  Amendment  to  Use  Permit  for 
Installation  and  Display  of  Public  Art  dated  as  of  October  9,  2011  (the  "First  Amendment"),  to 
extend  the  Term.  The  Original  Use  Permit  as  amended  by  the  First  Amendment  and  this  Second 
Amendment  are  collectively  referred  to  as  the  “Use  Permit.” 

B.  Authority  and  Permittee  desire  to  amend  the  Use  Permit  to  extend  the  Term,  increase  the 
Permit  Fee  and  modify  the  Permitted  Use  only. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  in  consideration  of  the  mutual  covenants  herein  contained  and  for 
other  good  and  valuable  consideration,  the  Authority  and  Permittee  hereby  amend  the  Use  Permit 
as  follows; 

AGREEMENT 

1.  Recitals.  The  foregoing  recitals  are  true  and  correct  and  are  incorporated  herein  by  this 
reference  as  if  fully  set  forth  herein.

Permittee  shall  be  permitted  to  perform  application  of  rust- 
proofing  and  weatherproofing  treatment  to  the  Work  in 
accordance  with  the  Weatherproofing  Work  Plan  submitted 
by  Permittee  and  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  I.  Permittee 
shall  protect  the  ground  surface  in  and  around  Bliss  Dance 
so  as  to  prevent  any  rust-proofing  or  weather-proofing 
material  from  entering  the  soil  during  all  application  of 
rust-proofing  and  weatherproofing  treatment  materials  at 
the  Premesis.

Treatment  Material: 

Water-based  product  “Rust  Converter  (1  Step  Rust  Killer)”. 

Treatment  Process: 

• Treatment  Material  will  be  applied  to  the  Work  in  place  at  the  Great  Lawn  except  for  the 
arms  which  will  be  removed  and  treated  at  the  studio. 

• Treatment  Material  will  be  applied  with  a brush. 

• Tarps  will  be  placed  on  the  grass  under  and  around  the  Work  at  a radius  sufficient  to 
catch  any  drips. 

• Every  effort  will  be  made  to  ensure  that  the  Great  Lawn  is  protected  and  preserved  during 
the  Treatment  Process. 

The  process  for  treatment  of  the  arms  will  require  access  to  the  sculpture  with  a man  lift  and  a 
variable  reach  forklift  on  two  to  three  days  during  the  Treatment  Process.

Resolution  Authorizing  the  Director  of  Island  Operations  to  Execute  a Second

Rock  Arts  Foundation,  a Mevada  Non-Profit  Corporation,  and  IVlarco  Cochrane 
Sculpture  Inc.,  a California  Corporation,  to  extend  the  Term,  increase  the  Permit  Fee 
and  Modify  the  Permitted  Use. 

WHEREAS,  Former  Naval  Station  Treasure  Island  is  a military  base  located  on 
Treasure  Island  and  Yerba  Buena  Island  (together,  the  "Base"),  which  is  currently  owned  by 
the  United  States  of  America,  acting  by  and  through  the  Department  of  the  Navy;  and, 
WHEREAS,  The  Base  was  selected  for  closure  and  disposition  by  the  Base 
Realignment  and  Closure  Commission  in  1993,  acting  under  Public  Law  101-510,  and  its 
subsequent  amendments:  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  May  2,  1997,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  passed  Resolution  No.  380-97, 
authorizing  the  Mayor’s  Treasure  Island  Project  Office  to  establish  a nonprofit  public  benefit 
corporation  known  as  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  (the  “Authority”)  to  act  as  a 
single  entity  focused  on  the  planning,  redevelopment,  reconstruction,  rehabilitation,  reuse  and 
conversion  of  the  Base  for  the  public  interest,  convenience,  welfare  and  common  benefit  of 
the  inhabitants  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Under  the  Treasure  Island  Conversion  Act  of  1997,  which  amended 
Section  33492.5  of  the  California  Health  and  Safety  Code  and  added  Section  2.1  to  Chapter 
1333  of  the  Statutes  of  1968  (the  “Act”),  the  California  Legislature  (i)  designated  the  Authority 
as  a redevelopment  agency  under  California  redevelopment  law  with  authority  over  the  Base 
upon  approval  of  the  City’s  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  (ii)  with  respect  to  those  portions  of  the 
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Base  which  are  subject  to  Tidelands  Trust,  vested  in  the  Authority  the  authority  to  administer 
the  public  trust  for  commerce,  navigation  and  fisheries  as  to  such  property;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  approved  the  designation  of  the  Authority  as  a 
redevelopment  agency  for  Treasure  Island  in  1997;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  January  24,  2012,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  rescinded  designation  of 
the  Authority  as  the  redevelopment  agency  for  Treasure  Island  under  California  Community 
Redevelopment  Law  in  Resolution  No.  11-12;  and  that  such  rescission  does  not  affect 
Authority's  status  as  the  Local  Reuse  Authority  for  Treasure  Island  or  the  Tidelands  Trust 
trustee  for  the  portions  of  T reasure  Island  subject  to  the  Tidelands  T rust,  or  any  of  the  other 
powers  or  authority;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  November  12,  2008,  the  Authority  Board  approved  Resolution  08-69- 
11/12  approving  the  Treasure  Island  and  Yerba  Buena  Island  Temporary  Public  Art  Policy 
(the  “Policy”);  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  January  of  201 1 artist  Marco  Cochrane  of  Marco  Cochrane  Sculpture 
Inc.  and  the  Black  Rock  Arts  Foundation  submitted  to  Project  Office  staff  a proposal  for  the 
temporary  installation  of  the  sculpture  titled  “Bliss  Dance”  on  Treasure  Island;  and, 

WHEREAS,  At  its  April  13,  201 1 the  Authority  Board  approved  a Use  Permit  for 
Installation  and  Display  of  Public  Art  (the  “Use  Permit”)  for  the  temporary  installation  of  the 
sculpture  “Bliss  Dance”  at  the  Treasure  Island  Great  Lawn  for  the  period  starting  April  18, 

201 1 and  ending  October  9,  201 1 ; and, 

WHEREAS,  At  its  October  12,  2011  meeting  the  Authority  Board  retroactively 
approved  a First  Amendment  to  the  Use  Permit  to  extend  the  term  through  November  30, 
2012;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  sculpture  has  received  positive  public  feedback  and  community 
enjoyment  during  the  original  Term  of  the  Use  Permit  and  the  First  Amendment;  and. 
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WHEREAS,  The  Authority,  Marco  Cochrane  Sculpture  Inc.  and  the  Black  Rock  Arts 
Foundation  collectively  wish  to  execute  a Second  Amendment  to  Use  Permit  (the  “Second 
Amendment”)  to  extend  the  term  of  the  Use  Permit  for  public  display  of  “Bliss  Dance”  on 
Treasure  Island  until  November  30,  2013  and  amend  the  Permit  Fee;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Authority,  Marco  Cochrane  Sculpture  Inc.  and  the  Black  Rock  Arts 
Foundation  collectively  wish  to  amend  the  Permitted  Use  section  of  the  Use  Permit  to  allow 
MCS  to  perform  on-site  weatherproofing  of  “Bliss  Dance”  utilizing  materials  and  methods 
approved  by  the  United  States  Navy  and  Project  Office  staff;  and, 

WHEREAS,  All  other  terms  and  conditions  set  forth  in  the  original  Use  Permit  will 
remain  in  effect  under  the  Second  Amendment;  now  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Directors  hereby  approves  the  Second  Amendment  to 
Use  Permit  for  Installation  and  Display  of  Public  Art  between  the  Black  Rock  Arts  Foundation  ^ 
and  Marco  Cochrane  Sculpture  Inc.,  and  the  Authority  to  extend  the  Term  of  the  Use  Permit 
and  modify  the  Permitted  Use,  and  authorizes  the  Director  of  Island  Operations  or  her 
designee  to  execute  the  Second  Amendment  to  Use  Permit  in  substantially  the  form  attached 
hereto  as  Exhibit  A:  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Directors  hereby  finds  that  (i)  entering  into 
the  Second  Amendment  will  serve  the  goals  of  the  Authority  and  the  public  interests  of  the 
City,  and  (ii)  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  Use  Permit  are  economically  reasonable;  and,  be

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Directors  hereby  authorizes  the  Director  of 
Island  Operations  or  her  designee  to  enter  into  any  additions,  amendments  or  other 
modifications  to  the  Use  Permit  that  the  Director  of  Island  Operations  determines  in 
consultation  with  the  City  Attorney  are  in  the  best  interests  of  the  Authority,  that  do  not 
materially  increase  the  obligations  or  liabilities  of  the  Authority,  that  do  not  materially  reduce

BACKGROUND 

Treasure  Island’s  Clipper  Cove,  located  between  the  southern  shore  of  Treasure  Island  and  the 
northern  shore  of  Yerba  Buena  Island,  houses  the  Treasure  Island  Marina  and  Treasure  Island 
Sailing  Center.  Clipper  Cove  is  also  a popular  still  water  anchorage  location  for  Bay  Area 
boaters  due  to  its  sheltered  location, 

On  August  11,  2009,  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  approved  Ordinance  193-09  adding 
Section  1 . 1 to  the  San  Francisco  Police  Code  (heretofore  referred  to  as  “the  Ordinance”) 
designating  Clipper  Cove  as  a Special  Use  Area  for  the  purpose  of  TIDA  issuance  of  Anchorage 
Permits  and  San  Francisco  Police  Department  (“SFPD”)  enforcement  of  vessels  anchored  in 
Clipper  Cove  without  appropriate  Anchorage  Permit. 

On  December  9,  2009,  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  Board  of  Directors  (the 
"Authority  Board")  approved  the  Clipper  Cove  Anchorage  Permit  Policies  and  Procedures  (the 
“Anchorage  Policy”)  establishing  a process  for  application,  issuance,  and  revocation  of  Short- 
Term  and  Long-Term  Anchorage  Permits,  and  the  Clipper  Cove  Rules  and  Regulations  (“Cove 
Rules  and  Regulations”),  which  address  vessel  owner,  operator  and  passenger  conduct  in  the 
Cove  and  basic  levels  of  vessel  sanitation  systems  and  seaworthiness  expected  of  vessels. 

The  Anchorage  Policy  and  Cove  Rules  and  Regulations  and  associated  enforcement  went  into 
effect  in  January  2010,  and  were  amended  in  June  of  2010.  Since  then.  Project  Office  staff  has 
issued  145  short-term  Anchorage  Permits,  30  long-term  Anchorage  Permits,  14  Notices  of 
Violations  and  has  removed  and  disposed  of  three  vessels.  Feedback  to-date  from  the 
recreational  boating  community  has  been  overwhelmingly  positive.  The  Anchorage  Policy  and 
Cove  Rules  and  Regulations  served  as  an  effective  tool  in  initially  ridding  Clipper  Cove  of  the 
collection  of  derelict  and  abandoned  vessels  and  subsequently  as  an  ongoing  deterrent  against 
irresponsible  vessel  owners  and  operators. 

Project  Office  Staff,  the  Office  of  the  City  Attorney  and  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department 
have  been  engaged  in  proposed  revisions  to  the  Ordinance  that  will  strengthen  the  enforceability 
of  the  Ordinance,  including  infractions  and  further  specify  penalties  for  violations  of  the 
Ordinance,  as  well  as  provide  for  issuance  of  administrative  citations  by  Project  Office  staff  At 
its  October  10,  2012  meeting,  the  Authority  Board  approved  Resolution  12-44-10/10  endorsing 
the  proposed  amendments  to  the  Ordinance  and  urging  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  consider  and 


approve  the  proposed  amendments.  The  proposed  Ordinance  amendments  were  introduced  at 
the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  on  October  23,  2012. 

With  the  current  Anchorage  Policy  and  Rules  and  Regulations  now  in  place  for  over  two  years, 
staff  has  identified  proposed  revisions  to  the  Anchorage  Policy  and  the  Cove  Rules  and 
Regulations  which  will  serve  to  clarify  and  strengthen  the  documents,  in  concert  with  the 
proposed  revisions  to  the  Ordinance,  without  creating  additional  burdens  or  hardships  on 
responsible  recreational  boaters  currently  utilizing  Clipper  Cove. 

Project  Office  staff  has  worked  with  the  Office  of  the  City  Attorney  to  craft  a combination  Rules 
and  Regulations  and  Anchorage  Policy  document,  “Clipper  Cove  Special  Use  Area  Rules  and 
Regulations”  (a  clean  version  of  which  is  attached  as  Exhibit  A)  which  will  serve  to  replace  the 
two  existing  documents,  allowing  for  improved  accessibility  and  understanding  by  the  public  of 
the  interconnection  between  the  Cove  Rules  and  Regulations  and  Anchorage  Policy.  A redline 
version  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  and  Anchorage  Policy  and  Procedures  documents  as 
incorporated  into  the  Clipper  Cove  Special  Use  Area  Rules  and  Regulations  document  is 
attached  as  Exhibit  B. 


CLIPPER  COVE  ANCHORAGE  POLICY  AND  PROCEDURES  REVISIONS 

The  Anchorage  Policy  spells  out  the  process  for,  and  limitations  on,  Long-Term  and  Short-Term 
Anchorage  Permit  application,  issuance,  and  revocation,  and  the  process  for  requesting  an 
extension  of  an  Anchorage  Permit  due  to  mitigating  circumstances.  The  proposed  Anchorage 
Policy  revisions  seek  to  achieve  the  following. 

- Clarify  that  “ins-and-outs”  by  vessels  during  a vessel’s  anchorage  in  Clipper  Cove  still 
apply  toward  the  overall  length-of-stay. 

Clarify  the  required  waiting  periods  between  one  Anchorage  Permit  and  a subsequent 
Anchorage  Permit,  whether,  Short-Term  or  Long-Term. 

- Clarify  the  process  for  requesting  extension  of  Short-Term  Anchorage  Permits  due  to 
mitigating  circumstances. 

- Reference  the  penalties  associated  with  continued  anchorage  after  expiration  of  Short- 
Term  and  Long-Term  Anchorage  Permits  consistent  with  the  proposed  amendments  to 
San  Francisco  Police  Code  Section  1.1. 

These  proposed  revisions  are  expected  to  strengthen  areas  of  the  existing  Anchorage  Policy 
identified  by  Project  Office  staff  as  subject  to  abuse  by  a small  number  of  vessels  and  vessel 
owners  anchoring  in  Clipper  Cove  on  a continuous  basis  without  adhering  to  the  requirements  of 
the  current  Anchorage  Policy  and  Anchorage  Permit  procedure.  There  will  be  no  change  to  the 
applieation  process  itself  or  to  the  no-cost  nature  of  the  Anchorage  Permits.  There  will  be  no 
change  to  the  process  undertaken  by  Project  Office  staff  for  issuing  Notice  of  Violations, 
removing  vessels  from  Clipper  Cove,  notifying  registered  owners  of  removed  vessels,  or 
disposing  of  removed  vessels.  Project  Office  staff  will  now  be  able  to  issue  administrative 
citations  and  impose  administrative  fines. 

CLIPPER  COVE  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  REVISIONS 

The  Cove  Rules  and  Regulations  govern  on-the-water  activities  in  Clipper  Cove,  establishing 
guidelines  that  vessels,  vessel  owners,  vessel  operators  and  vessel  passengers  must  comply  with 


in  order  to  moor  or  anchor  in  Clipper  Cove  regardless  of  the  length  of  stay.  The  Cove  Rules  and 
Regulations  protect  public  health  and  safety,  preserve  recreational  use  of  the  Cove,  and  require 
universally  acceptable  levels  of  vessel  seaworthiness  and  on-board  safety  and  sanitary 
conditions.  The  proposed  Cove  Rules  and  Regulations  revisions  seek  to  achieve  the  following: 

- Prohibit  vessels  from  being  left  unattended  for  more  than  12  hours. 

Prohibit  commercial  operations,  salvage  operations  and  possession  of  salvaged 
materials  within  Clipper  Cove  without  prior  TIDA  permission. 

- Prohibit  activity  within  the  portion  of  Clipper  Cove  off  the  northern  shore  of  Yerba 
Buena  Island  adjacent  to  submerged  lands  containing  protected  eel  grass  bed  without 
prior  approval  from  the  California  Department  of  Transportation,  the  agency  charged 
with  monitoring  this  environmentally  sensitive  area. 

Going  forward,  due  to  the  fact  that  the  proposed  amendments  to  the  Ordinance  will  allow  TIDA 
to  impose  administrative  fines  for  violations,  and  allow  SFPD  to  enforce  the  Cove  Rules  and 
Regulations,  TIDA  must  conduct  a properly  noticed  public  hearing  before  adoption,  amendment 
or  repeal  of  any  section  of  the  Cove  Rules  and  Regulations.  ’ 


RECOMMENDATION 

Treasure  Island  Project  Office  staff  recommends  that  the  Authority  Board  approve  the  revised 
Clipper  Cove  Rules  and  Regulations  and  Anchorage  Policy  and  Procedures.  Such  revisions  shall 
not  be  effective  until  the  pending  amendments  to  San  Francisco  Police  Code  Section  1.1  are 
approved  by  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  and  go  into  effect.

I.  INTRODUCTION. 

These  Clipper  Cove  Rules  and  Regulations  govern  the  use,  mooring,  anchoring  and 
occupancy  of  vessels  in  Clipper  Cove  at  former  Naval  Station  Treasure  Island,  in 
conjunction  with  San  Francisco  Police  Code  Section  1.1  (Attachment  A). 

Pursuant  to  San  Francisco  Police  Code  Section  1.1,  Clipper  Cove  is  a Special-Use  Area,  as 
that  term  is  defined  and  used  in  the  California  Harbors  and  Navigation  Code  (see  §§651, 
660).  Police  Code  Section  1.1  was  adopted  in  order  to  address  the  threat  to  public  safety 
posed  by  unattended  vessels  anchored  in  Clipper  Cove  for  extended  periods  of  time,  and  to 
preserve  the  Clipper  Cove  ecosystem  from  potential  harmful  release  of  waste  and  toxics. 

A valid  Anchorage  Permit  issued  by  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  (TIDA)  is 
required  for  stays  in  excess  of  24  hours. 


II.  GENERAL  PROVISIONS. 

A.  Observation  of  Rules  and  Regulations.  These  Rules  and  Regulations  must  be 
observed  at  all  times.  Failure  to  comply  with  the  Rules  and  Regulations  is  grounds  for 
TIDA  to  deny  issuance  of  an  Anchorage  Permit  or  to  revoke  an  issued  Anchorage 
Permit. 

B.  Use  of  Terms.  In  these  Rules  and  Regulations,  the  terms  “anchor,”  “anchored,” 
“anchorage,”  “anchoring,”  “moored,”  and  “mooring,”  are  used  interchangeably;  if  one 
such  term  is  used,  the  others  are  included. 

C.  Director’s  Policies  and  Procedures.  The  Director  of  Island  Operations  may 
promulgate  Policies  and  Procedures  to  implement  the  overall  objectives  of  these 
Clipper  Cove  Rules  and  Regulations  as  deemed  necessary  to  comply  with  the  intent  of 
Police  Code  Section  1.1,  upon  45  days  public  notice  to  the  TIDA  Board  of  Directors, 
and  subject  to  modification  by  that  Board. 


III.  STANDARDS  AND  REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ALL  VESSELS. 

A.  Standards  and  Requirements  for  All  Vessels  in  Clipper  Cove.  All  vessels  in 
Clipper  Cove  must  comply  with  the  following  provisions. 

1 . All  vessels  in  Clipper  Cove  must  have  current  registration  and  furnish  proof  of 
such  upon  request. 

2.  Proof  of  Vessel  ownership  must  be  provided  upon  request. 

3.  All  vessels  must  be  in  a seaworthy  condition  at  all  times  during  anchorage  in 
Clipper  Cove. 
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4.  All  vessels  must  posses  a functioning,  fully  contained  on-board  waste  collection 
and  sanitary  system.  On-board  waste  collection  and  sanitary  systems  must  be 
permanently  installed  and  of  a standard  on-vessel  nature  and  design. 

5.  No  person  may  live  aboard  any  vessel  anchored  in  Clipper  Cove.  This  prohibition 
against  living  aboard  vessels  shall  not  prevent  the  use  of  vessels  in  Clipper  Cove 
for  eating  and  sleeping  purposes  during  any  period  that  the  vessel  is  moored  or 
anchored  in  Clipper  Cove  in  compliance  with  these  Rules  and  Regulations  and 
Police  Code  Section  1.1. 

6.  All  vessels  must  have  a propulsion  engine  capable  of  carrying  the  vessel  out  of 
Clipper  Cove. 

7.  All  vessels  must  permit  sanitary,  safety  and  seaworthiness  inspections  when 
requested  by  TIDA  or  the  SFPD  Marine  Unit. 

8.  Pumping  of  vessel  sanitary  systems  into  Clipper  Cove  or  placing  waste  or  refuse 
of  any  kind  in  Clipper  Cove  is  prohibited  at  all  times. 

9.  Vessel  owners  shall  be  responsible  for  all  equipment  and  appurtenances  associated 
with  the  vessel. 

10.  Clipper  Cove  is  a designated  No  Wake  Zone,  and  no  speeds  above  5 MPH  are 
allowed. 

1 1 . Vessels  shall  not  anchor  in  a way  that  poses  a navigational  hazard  to  other  vessels 
attempting  to  enter,  exit  or  navigate  in  Clipper  Cove. 

12.  Mooring  lines  must  be  sufficient  to  keep  vessels  safely  and  securely  anchored  at 
all  times  while  in  Clipper  Cove. 

13.  Vessel  owners,  vessel  operators  and  vessel  occupants  shall  not  create  any 
annoyance,  nuisance  or  hazard  to  Clipper  Cove  or  to  any  other  persons  or  vessels 
located  therein. 

14.  Vessels  may  not  be  left  unattended  for  a period  of  more  than  12  hours. 

15.  Mooring  and  anchorage  of  vessels  in  Clipper  Cove  is  at  the  sole  risk  of  the  vessel 
operator  and  vessel  owner. 

16.  Commercial  operations  within  Clipper  Cove,  including  salvage  of  materials,  are 
prohibited  without  an  Authority  Use  Permit  authorizing  such  operations. 

17.  Vessel  owners,  vessel  operators  and  vessel  occupants  shall  comply  with  the 
following  provision  governing  public  access  to  Clipper  Cove  Beach: 
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• Clipper  Cove  Beach  public  access  hours  are  from  sunrise  to  sunset. 

• Overnight  camping  is  prohibited. 

• Fires  are  prohibited. 

• Littering  is  prohibited. 

18.  No  vessel  shall  enter  the  restricted  water  and  shoreline  area  of  Clipper  Cove  that  is 
under  active  environmental  monitoring,  as  delineated  by  the  field  of  white  buoys 
along  the  northern  shoreline  of  Yerba  Buena  Island;  nor  shall  any  vessel  owner  or 
operator  disembark  from  a vessel,  or  allow  any  occupants  of  a vessel  to  disembark 
from  a vessel,  onto  the  Yerba  Buena  Island  shoreline  within  this  restricted  area 
without  prior  written  authorization  from  the  California  Department  of 
Transportation. 

19.  Vessel  owners,  vessel  operators  and  vessel  occupants  shall  at  all  times  comply 
with  all  applicable  municipal,  county,  state  and  U.S.  Coast  Guard  laws  and 
regulations. 


IV.  PROCEDURES  FOR  ISSUANCE  AND  MANAGEMENT  OF 
CLIPPER  COVE  ANCHORAGE  PERMITS. 

A.  24-Hour  Anchorage.  For  Vessels  anchoring  in  Clipper  Cove  for  a period  not  to 
exceed  24  hours: 

1 . No  Anchorage  Permit  is  required. 

2.  Anchoring  or  otherwise  remaining  in  Clipper  Cove  after  24  hours  may  result  in  an 
infraction  or  misdemeanor  citation  by  the  SFPD  Marine  Unit  or  other  action,  including 
but  not  limited  to,  towing  and  removal  of  the  vessel  by  TIDA. 

B.  Short-Term  Anchorage  Permit,  for  24-96  Hours.  For  Vessels  anchoring  in  Clipper 
Cove  for  a period  of  more  than  24  hours  and  up  to  96  hours: 

1 . All  vessel  owners  or  vessel  operators  wishing  to  anchor  a vessel  in  Clipper  Cove  for 
a period  of  more  than  24  hours  up  to  96  hours  must  notify  TIDA  and  provide  the 
vessel  name,  vessel  CF  number,  contact  information,  the  date  and  time  of  initial 
entry  to  Clipper  Cove  and  anticipated  date  and  time  of  exit  from  Clipper  Cove. 

This  notification  requirement  applies  even  if  the  anchorage  or  presence  of  the  vessel 
in  Clipper  Cove  will  be  intermittent  during  that  time  period.  The  required 
notification  may  be  provided  in  one  of  the  following  ways: 

• Voicemail  message  left  at  415-274-0382 

• Register  on  the  TIDA  website  at  vyww.sftreasureisland.org 
on  the  “Contact”  page 
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2.  This  notification  may  be  provided  to  TIDA  in  advance  of  anchorage  in  Clipper 
Cove.  At  the  latest,  this  information  must  be  provided  immediately  upon  entry  of 
the  vessel  into  the  Cove.  No  further  action  is  required  for  stays  in  Clipper  Cove  of 
96  hours  or  less. 

3.  A Short-Term  Anchorage  Permit  will  be  deemed  to  be  issued  for  all  vessels 
complying  with  this  notification  requirement,  unless  TIDA  informs  the  vessel 
owner  or  vessel  operator  that  a Short-Term  Anchorage  Permit  will  not  be  issued  due 
to  non-compliance  with  the  Short-Term  Anchorage  notification  requirement  or 
other  violation  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations. 

4.  When  a Short-Term  Anchorage  Permit  issued  to  a vessel,  vessel  owner  or  vessel 
operator  expires,  that  vessel,  vessel  owner  or  vessel  operator  shall  not  be  eligible: 

® For  issuance  of  a consecutive  Short-Term  Anchorage  Permit,  but  may  be  issued 
up  to  two  Short-Term  Anchorage  Permits  within  a 21 -day  period. 

® For  issuance  of  a Long-Term  Anchorage  Permit  until  a period  of  at  least  21 
days  has  elapsed. 

5.  A Permittee  shall  not  be  allowed  to  anchor  or  otherwise  remain  in  Clipper  Cove 
after  expiration  of  the  Short-Term  Anchorage  Permit,  including  any  valid  extension, 
and  doing  so  may  result  in  an  infraction  or  misdemeanor  citation  by  the  SFPD 
Marine  Unit  or  other  action,  including  but  not  limited  to,  towing  and  removal  of  the 
vessel  by  TIDA. 

C.  Long-Term  Anchorage  Permit,  for  96  Hours  to  21  Days.  For  Vessels  anchoring  in 

Clipper  Cove  for  a period  of  more  than  96  hours  and  up  to  21  days: 

1 . All  vessel  owners  or  vessel  operators  wishing  to  anchor  a vessel  in  Clipper  Cove  for 
a period  of  more  than  96  hours  up  to  21  days  must  complete  a Clipper  Cove  Long- 
Term  Anchorage  Application  (“Anchorage  Application”)  available  at  the  TIDA 
office.  One  Avenue  of  Palms,  Second  Floor,  Treasure  Island.  This  application 
requirement  applies  even  if  the  anchorage  or  presence  of  the  vessel  in  Clipper  Cove 
will  be  intermittent  during  that  time  period. 

2.  Upon  receipt  of  the  completed  Long-Term  Anchorage  Application,  TIDA  will 
review  the  information.  So  long  as  the  Application  is  properly  completed  and  the 
vessel  is  in  compliance  with  the  Rules  and  Regulations,  TIDA  will  issue  the  Clipper 
Cove  Long-Term  Anchorage  Permit. 

3.  The  Long-Term  Anchorage  Permit  will  be  issued  at  NO  CHARGE  to  the  vessel 
owner.  A vessel  will  be  allowed  to  anchor  in  Clipper  Cove  for  the  term  of  that 
Permit,  subject  to  compliance  with  all  Rules  and  Regulations. 
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4.  When  a Long-Term  Anchorage  Permit  issued  to  a vessel,  vessel  owner  or  vessel 
operator  expires,  that  vessel,  vessel  owner  or  vessel  operator  shall  not  be  eligible  for 
issuance  of  a subsequent  Short-Term  or  Long-Term  Anchorage  Permit  until  a 
period  of  at  least  21  days  has  elapsed. 

5.  A vessel,  vessel  owner  or  vessel  operator  may  be  issued  up  to  four 
non-consecutive  Long-Term  Anchorage  Permits  in  any  calendar  year. 

6.  The  Long-Term  Anchorage  Permit  must  be  kept  on-board  the  vessel  at  all  times 
during  the  anchorage  period.  The  vessel  is  required  to  vacate  Clipper  Cove  on  or 
before  the  expiration  date  stated  on  the  Long-Term  Anchorage  Permit. 

7.  A Permittee  shall  not  be  allowed  to  anchor  or  otherwise  remain  in  Clipper  Cove 
after  expiration  of  the  Long-Term  Anchorage  Permit,  including  any  valid  extension, 
and  doing  so  may  result  in  an  infraction  or  misdemeanor  citation  by  the  SFPD 
Marine  Unit  or  other  action,  including  but  not  limited  to,  towing  and  removal  of  the 
vessel  by  TIDA. 

D.  Extension  of  Short-Term  Anchorage  Permit  Term.  A Short-Term  Anchorage 
Permit  extension  may  be  granted  for  up  to  an  additional  24  hours  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Director  of  Island  Operations  due  to: 

® An  immediate,  verifiable  threat  to  life  safety  or  property  posed  by  movement  of 
the  vessel; 

® Weather  conditions  rendering  travel  unsafe;  or, 

® Other  safety  issues. 

Requests  for  extension  shall  be  made  in  writing  and  submitted  via  e-mail  or  in  person  at 
the  TIDA  office  before  the  expiration  date  of  the  Short-Term  Anchorage  Permit.  If  an 
extension  is  not  granted,  the  vessel  must  vacate  Clipper  Cove  within  96  hours  of  entry 
of  the  vessel  into  Clipper  Cove. 

E.  Extension  of  Long-Term  Anchorage  Permit  Term.  A Long-Term  Anchorage 
Permit  extension  may  be  granted  for  up  to  an  additional  seven  (7)  days  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Director  of  Island  Operations  due  to: 

® An  immediate,  verifiable  threat  to  life  safety  or  property  posed  by  movement  of 
the  vessel; 

® Weather  conditions  rendering  travel  unsafe;  or, 

® Other  safety  issues. 

Requests  for  extension  shall  be  made  in  writing  and  submitted  via  e-mail  or  in  person 
at  the  TIDA  office  before  the  expiration  date  of  the  Long-Term  Anchorage  Permit.  If 
an  extension  is  not  granted,  the  vessel  must  vacate  Clipper  Cove  on  or  before  the 
original  expiration  date  stated  on  the  Long-Term  Anchorage  Permit. 
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F.  Anchorage  Permit  Limitations,  Suspension,  Revocation.  Anchorage  Permit 

limitations,  and  suspension  and  revocation  provisions,  are  as  follows: 

1 . TIDA  may  refuse  issuance  of  an  Anchorage  Permit  to  any  vessel  in  violation  of  the 
Rules  and  Regulations,  and  to  any  vessel  in  receipt  of  a Notice  of  Violation. 

2.  TIDA  may  revoke  an  Anchorage  Permit  on  any  of  the  following  grounds: 

® Violation  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations. 

® The  vessel  poses  a danger  to  life  safety  or  property. 

o The  San  Francisco  Police  Department  or  other  applicable  law  enforcement 
agency  has  cited  the  vessel  owner,  vessel  operator  or  vessel  occupants  for 
violation  of  any  ordinance,  statute,  or  regulation. 

® The  provision  of  false  information  to  obtain  a Short-Term  Anchorage  Permit, 
or  the  provision  of  false  information  on  the  Clipper  Cove  Long-Term 
Anchorage  Permit  Application. 

• The  presence  of  the  vessel  is  impeding  critical  operations  in  Clipper  Cove, 
including  but  not  limited  to.  Navy  remediation  activities.  Special  Events 
taking  place  in  Clipper  Cove,  Bay  Bridge  construction  activities,  and 
emergency  response  and  recovery  activities. 

3.  TIDA  may  suspend  issuance  of  Anchorage  Permits  for  any  length  of  time  it  deems 
necessary  to  further  on-Island  operations  including  but  not  limited  to.  Navy 
remediation  activities.  Special  Events  taking  place  in  Clipper  Cove,  Bay  Bridge 
construction  activities,  and  emergency  response  and  recovery  activities. 

4.  No  person  will  be  issued  a Short-Term  or  Long-Term  Anchorage  Permit  for  more 
than  one  vessel  at  any  given  time. 


V.  NOTICE  OF  VIOLATION,  NOTICE  OF  REMOVAL, 

AND  DISPOSAL  OF  UNCLAIMED  VESSELS. 

The  following  provisions  shall  be  implemented  consistent  with  California  Harbors  and 
Navigation  Code  Section  526  and  related  provisions  (Attachment  C). 

A.  Notice  of  Violation. 

1.  Vessels  will  be  in  violation  of  Police  Code  Section  1.1  and  will  be  affixed  with  a 
distinctive,  visible  Notice  of  Violation  if  they  are  moored  or  anchored  in  Clipper 
Cove  for  more  than  24  hours  without  a valid  Anchorage  Permit,  or  moored  or 
anchored  in  Clipper  Cove  after  expiration  or  revocation  of  an  Anchorage  Permit, 
including  any  valid  extension.

2.  Vessels  affixed  with  a Notice  of  Violation  shall  have  72  hours  to  vacate  Clipper 
Cove.  A vessel  that  has  not  vacated  Clipper  Cove  within  72  hours  of  the  Notice  of 
Violation  will  be  removed  by  TIDA  or  its  designee,  and  the  registered  owner  of  the 
vessel  will  be  responsible  for  the  cost  of  such  removal  and  storage.  In  addition,  the 
SFPD  Marine  Unit  may  issue  an  infraction  or  misdemeanor  citation. 

B.  Notice  of  Removal. 

1.  Within  48  hours  after  TIDA  or  its  designee  removes  a vessel  that  is  in  violation 
Police  Code  Section  1.1,  excluding  weekends  and  holidays,  TIDA  shall  mail  a 
Notice  of  Removal  to  the  registered  vessel  owner. 

2.  TIDA  shall  send  this  Notice  of  Removal  of  the  vessel  via  certified  or  first  class  mail, 
and  shall  also  send  the  Notice  or  Removal  to  any  other  person  that  TIDA  knows  has 
an  interest  in  the  vessel.  This  Notice  of  Removal  shall  include  the  following 
information: 

a.  TIDA’s  name,  address  and  telephone  number,  and  the  name,  address  and 
telephone  number  of  any  applicable  designee  of  TIDA; 

b.  A description  of  the  vessel. 

c.  The  location  from  which  the  vessel  was  removed. 

d.  The  location  of  the  intended  or  actual  place  of  storage. 

e.  The  authority  and  purpose  for  removal  of  the  vessel. 

f.  A statement  that  the  vessel  may  be  claimed  and  recovered  within  1 5 days  of 
the  date  the  Notice  of  Removal  is  issued  upon  payment  of  any  costs  incurred 
by  TIDA,  or  its  designee,  related  to  salvage  and  storage  of  the  vessel. 

g.  A statement  that  the  registered  or  legal  owners  or  any  other  person  known  to 
have  an  interest  in  the  vessel  shall  have  the  opportunity  for  a Post-Removal 
Hearing  (“Hearing”)  before  TIDA,  or  its  designee,  to  determine  the  validity 
of  the  removal  and  storage  if  a request  for  a Hearing  is  made  to  TIDA  in 
person,  by  telephone,  by  email,  or  by  regular  mail,  within  10  days  after  the 
date  of  Notice  of  Removal;  and  that  if  the  registered  or  legal  owner  or  any 
other  person  known  to  have  an  interest  in  the  vessel  disagrees  with  the 
decision  of  TIDA,  or  its  designee  after  the  Hearing,  he  or  she  may  seek 
review  of  the  decision  of  TIDA  pursuant  to  Section  1 1523  of  the  California 
Government  Code  (Attachment  D). 

3.  The  registered  or  legal  owner  of  any  vessel  removed  or  stored  under  this  process 
shall  be  responsible  for  reimbursing  TIDA  for  the  cost  of  such  removal  or  storage. 
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TIDA  shall  schedule  any  requested  Hearing  to  determine  the  validity  of  the  removal 
and  storage  within  48  hours  of  the  time  it  receives  such  request,  excluding 
weekends  and  holidays.  TIDA  may  authorize  its  own  officers  or  employees  to 
conduct  the  Hearing,  but  the  Hearing  Officer  shall  not  be  the  same  person  who 
directed  removal  and  storage  of  the  vessel.  The  failure  of  either  the  registered  or 
legal  owner  or  any  other  person  known  to  have  an  interest  in  the  property  to  request 
or  attend  a scheduled  Hearing  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  Hearing. 

C.  Disposal  of  Unclaimed  Vessels. 

1 . Once  the  Notice  of  Removal  has  been  appropriately  transmitted  and  the  time 
period  to  request  a Post-Removal  Hearing  has  expired  without  TIDA  receiving  a 
request  for  Hearing,  or  if  a request  for  Hearing  was  received,  the  Hearing  was  held 
and  a determination  was  made  in  TIDA's  favor,  TIDA  shall  contract  with  a marine 
lien  sales  company,  and  this  company  shall  facilitate  the  lien  sale  of  the  unclaimed 
vessel  from  its  current  storage  location. 

2.  Following  the  lien  sale  of  the  vessel,  the  marine  lien  sale  agent  shall  provide  a 
final  1 0 day  notice  to  the  registered  or  legal  owner  of  the  vessel,  and  any  additional 
known  interested  parties,  of  the  execution  of  a lien  sale.  After  this  1 0 day  period, 
if  the  vessel  was  not  bought  at  lien  sale  or  claimed,  TIDA  shall  dispose  of  the 
vessel  via  contract  with  a marine  salvage  and  disposal  company. 


VI.  ADMINISTRATIVE  CITATIONS  AND  FINES. 

In  addition  to  other  available  enforcement  provisions,  the  TIDA  Director  or  designee  may 
issue  an  administrative  citation  that  imposes  an  administrative  fine  for  violation  of  any 
provision  of  Police  Code  §1.1  or  these  Clipper  Cove  Special-Use  Area  Rules  and 
Regulation,  as  provided  by  San  Francisco  Police  Code  §1.1(1)  and  San  Francisco 
Administrative  Code  Chapter  100  (Attachments  A and  B).

1 was  adopted  in 
order  to  address  the  threat  to  public  safety  posed  by  unattended  vessels  anchored  in  Clipper 
Cove  for  extended  periods  of  time^  and  to  preserve  the  Clipper  Cove  ecosystem  from 
potential  harmful  release  of  waste  and  toxics. 

■TIDA  has  adopted  the  Clipper  Cove  Anchorage  Permit  Policies  and  Procedures-(the

V.  NOTICE  OF  VIOLATION.  NOTICE  OF  REMOVAL, 

AND  DISPOSAL  OF  UNCLAIMED  VESSELS. 

The  following  provisions  shall  be  implemented  consistent  with  California  Harbors  and 
Navigation  Code  Section  526  and  related  provisions  (Attachment  CT 

A.  Notice  of  Violationv. 

1.  Vessels  will  be  in  violation  of  Police  Code  Section  1.1  and  will  be  affixed  with  a 
distinctive,  visible  Notice  of  Violation  if  they  are  moored  or  anchored  in  Clipper 
Cove  for  more  than  24  hours  without  a valid  Anchorage  Permit,  or  moored  or 
anchored  in  Clipper  Cove  -for-more  than  24  hours  after  expiration  or  revocation  of 
an  Anchorage  Permit,  including  any  valid  extension. 

2.  Vessels  affixed  with  a Notice  of  Violation  shall  have  72  hours  to  vacate  Clipper 
Cove.  A vessel  that  has  not  vacated  Clipper  Cove  within  72  hours  of  the  Notice  of 
Violation  will  be  removed  by  TIDA  or  its  designee,  and  the  registered  owner  of  the 
vessel  will  be  responsible  for  the  cost  of  such  removal  and  storage.  In  addition,  the 
SFPD  Marine  Unit  may  issue  aan  infraction  or  misdemeanor  citation. 


B.  Notice  of  Removalji 

1.  Within  48  hours  after  TIDA  or  its  designee  removes  a vessel  that  is  in  violation 
Police  Code  Section  1.1,  excluding  weekends  and  holidays,  TIDA  shall  mail  a 
Notice  of  Removal  to  the  registered  vessel  owner. 

I 2.  TIDA  shall  send  this  Notice  of  Removal  of  the  vessel^  via  certified  or  first  class 

mail,  and  shall  also  send  the  Notice  or  Removal  to  any  other  person  that  TIDA 
knows  has  an  interest  in  the  vessel.  This  Notice  of  Removal  shall  include  the 
following  information: 

a.  TIDA’s  name,  address  and  telephone  number,  and  the  name,  address  and 
I telephone  number  of  any  applicable  designee  of  TIDA^ 

I b.  A description  of  the  vessel 

I c.  The  location  from  which  the  vessel  was  removed^ 

I d.  The  location  of  the  intended  or  actual  place  of  storage^ 
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e.  The  authority  and  purpose  for  removal  of  the  vessel 

f A statement  that  the  vessel  may  be  claimed  and  recovered  within  15  days  of 
the  date  the  Notice  of  Removal  is  issued  upon  payment  of  any  costs  incurred 
by  TIDA,  or  its  designee,  related  to  salvage  and  storage  of  the  vessel. 

g.  A statement  that  the  registered  or  legal  owners  or  any  other  person  known  to 
have  an  interest  in  the  vessel  shall  have  the  opportunity  for  a Post-Removal 
Hearing  (“Hearing”)  before  TIDA,  or  its  designee,  to  determine  the  validity 
of  the  removal  and  storage  if  a request  for  a Hearing  is  made  to  TIDA  in 
person,  by  telephone,  by  email,  or  by  regular  mail^  within  1 0 days  #emafter 
the  date  of  Notice  of  Removal;  and  that  if  the  registered  or  legal  owner  or 
any  other  person  known  to  have  an  interest  in  the  vessel  disagrees  with  the 
decision  of  TIDA,  or  its  designee  after  the  Hearing,  he  or  she  may  seek 
review  of  the  decision  of  TIDA  pursuant  to  Section  1 1523  of  the  California 
Government  Code  tA-T-TAGHMENT  GAttachment  Dl 

3.  The  registered  or  legal  owner  of  any  vessel  removed  or  stored  under  this  process 
shall  be  responsible  for  reimbursing  TIDA  for  the  cost  of  such  removal  or  storage. 
TIDA  shall  schedule  any  requested  Hearing  to  determine  the  validity  of  the  removal 
and  storage  within  48  hours  of  the  time  it  receives  such  request,  excluding 
weekends  and  holidays.  TIDA  may  authorize  its  own  officers  or  employees  to 
conduct  the  Hearing,  but  the  Hearing  Officer  shall  not  be  the  same  person  who 
directed  removal  and  storage  of  the  vessel.  The  failure  of  either  the  registered  or 
legal  owner  or  any  other  person  known  to  have  an  interest  in  the  property  to  request 
or  attend  a scheduled  Hearing  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  Hearing. 


4A-G.  Disposal  of  Unclaimed  Vessel^ 

1.  Once  the  Notice  of  Removal  has  been  appropriately  transmitted  and-  eit-her  the  time 
period  to  request  a Post-Removal  Hearing  has  expired  without  TIDA  receiving  a 
request  for  Hearing,  or  if  a request  for  Hearing  was  received,  the  Hearing  was  held 
and  a determination  was  made  in  TIDA's  favor,  TIDA  shall  contract  with  a marine 
lien  sales  company,  and  this  company  shall  facilitate  the  lien  sale  of  the  unclaimed 
vessel  from  its  current  storage  location. 

1 2.  Following  the  lien  sale  of  the  vessel,  the  marine  lien  sale  agent  shall  provide  a 

final  10  day  notice  to  the  registered  or  legal  owner  of  the  vessel,  and  any  additional 
known  interested  parties,  of  the  execution  of  a lien  sale.  After  this  10  day  period, 
if  the  vessel  was  not  bought  at  lien  sale  or  claimed,  TIDA  shall  dispose  of  the 
vessel  via  contract  with  a marine  salvage  and  disposal  company. 

I VI.  ADMINISTRATIVE  GITATIONS  AND  FINES. 
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In  addition  to  other  available  enforcement  provisions,  the  TIDA  Director  or  designee  may 
issue  an  administrative  citation  that  imposes  an  administrative  fine  for  violation  of  any 
provision  of  Police  Code  §1.1  or  these  Clipper  Cove  Special-Use  Area  Rules  and 
Regulation,  as  provided  by  San  Francisco  Police  Code  $l.Uf)  and  San  Francisco 
Administrative  Code  Chapter  100  (Attachments  A and  B).

[Revision  to  Clipper  Cove  Permit  Procedures  and  Rules  and  Regulations.] 

Resolution  Approving  and  Adopting  the  Revised  Clipper  Cove  Rules  and  Regulations 
and  Anchorage  Permit  Policies  and  Procedures 

WHEREAS,  Naval  Station  Treasure  Island  is  a military  base  located  on  Treasure 
Island  and  Yerba  Buena  Island  (together,  the  "Base"),  which  is  currently  owned  by  the  United 
States  of  America  (“the  Federal  Government”);  and, 

WHEREAS,  Treasure  Island  was  selected  for  closure  and  disposition  by  the  Base 
Realignment  and  Closure  Commission  in  1993,  acting  under  Public  Law  101-510,  and  its 
subsequent  amendments:  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  May  2,  1997,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  passed  Resolution  No.  380-97, 
authorizing  the  Mayor’s  Treasure  Island  Project  Office  to  establish  a nonprofit  public  benefit  ^ 
corporation  known  as  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  (the  “Authority”)  to  act  as  a 
single  entity  focused  on  the  planning,  redevelopment,  reconstruction,  rehabilitation,  reuse  and 
conversion  of  the  Base  for  the  public  interest,  convenience,  welfare  and  common  benefit  of 
the  inhabitants  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Under  the  T reasure  Island  Conversion  Act  of  1 997,  which  amended 
Section  33492.5  of  the  California  Health  and  Safety  Code  and  added  Section  2.1  to  Chapter 
1333  of  the  Statutes  of  1968  (the  “Act”),  the  California  Legislature  (i)  designated  the  Authority 
as  a redevelopment  agency  under  California  redevelopment  law  with  authority  over  the  Base 
upon  approval  of  the  City’s  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  (ii)  with  respect  to  those  portions  of  the 
Base  which  are  subject  to  Tidelands  Trust,  vested  in  the  Authority  the  authority  to  administer 
the  public  trust  for  commerce,  navigation  and  fisheries  as  to  such  property;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  approved  the  designation  of  the  Authority  as  a 
redevelopment  agency  for  Treasure  Island  in  1997;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  January  24,  2012,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  rescinded  designation  of 
the  Authority  as  the  redevelopment  agency  for  Treasure  Island  under  California  Community 
Redevelopment  Law  in  Resolution  No.  11-12;  and  that  such  rescission  does  not  affect 
Authority's  status  as  the  Local  Reuse  Authority  for  Treasure  Island  or  the  Tidelands  Trust 
trustee  for  the  portions  of  Treasure  Island  subject  to  the  Tidelands  Trust,  or  any  of  the  other 
powers  or  authority;  and 

WHEREAS,  Due  to  both  safety  concerns  over  unattended  vessels  anchored  in  Clipper 
Cove  for  extended  periods  of  time  and  environmental  concerns  over  potential  release  of 
waste  into  Clipper  Cove  waters,  on  August  1 1 , 2009  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors 
approved  an  ordinance  amending  the  San  Francisco  Police  Code  by  adding  a new  Section 
1 .1  (the  "Ordinance")  that  designated  the  Cove  as  a Special-Use  Area  and  contemplated  that 
the  Authority  would  adopt  Anchorage  Permit  Policies  and  Procedures  for  the  issuance  of 
temporary  Anchorage  Permits  and  Rules  and  Regulations  governing  anchorages  in  Clipper 
Cove;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  December  9,  2009  the  Authority  Board  of  Directors  approved  the 
Clipper  Cove  Anchorage  Permit  Policies  and  Procedures  (the  "Permit  Procedures")  and 
Clipper  Cove  Rules  and  Regulations  (the  "Rules  and  Regulations");  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Anchorage  Policy  and  Rules  and  Regulations  were  amended  in  June, 
2010;  and 

WHEREAS,  With  the  current  Anchorage  Policy  and  Rules  and  Regulations  now  in 
place  for  over  two  years  and  proposed  revisions  to  the  Ordinance  introduced  at  the  San 
Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  on  October  23,  2012,  Project  Office  staff  has  identified 
proposed  revisions  to  the  Permit  Procedures  and  the  Cove  Rules  and  Regulations  which  will 
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serve  to  clarify  and  strengthen  the  documents,  in  concert  with  the  proposed  Ordinance 
revisions,  without  creating  additional  burdens  or  hardships  on  responsible  recreational  boaters 
currently  utilizing  Clipper  Cove;  and, 

WHEREAS,  drafts  of  the  revised  Permit  Procedures  and  revised  Rules  and 
Regulations  have  been  circulated  for  review  and  comment  to  the  San  Francisco  Police 
Department,  Treasure  Isle  Marina,  Treasure  Island  Yacht  Club,  and  Latitude  38  Magazine; 
Now,  Therefore,  Be  It

Director  Richardson  welcomed  and  thanked  the  attendees. 

Angie  Ansanelli,  TI  Flea,  spoke  in  support  of  TIDA,  Job  Corps  and  Good  Neighbors. 

Woman,  YBI  Resident,  addressed  the  TI  relocation  package  sent  from  JSCo.  Requested 
additional  community  meetings  relating  to  YBI  relocation. 

Becky  Hogue,  Island  resident,  stated  that  the  street  lights  on  causeway  are  not  lit,  hoping 
for  a remedy. 

Christoff  Oppman,  YBI  resident,  expressed  concern  over  the  JSCo  proposed  relocation 
package.  Asked  for  more  time  to  review  package. 


4a.  Directors  Report 

Mirian  Saez,  Director  of  Island  Operations,  thanked  the  Island  community,  TIDA 
directors  and  Supervisor  Kim  for  attending  and  participating  in  today’s  meeting. 
Highlighted  upcoming  informational  presentations  from  SFPUC,  311  and  SFPD  on. 
today’s  agenda.  Ms.  Saez  reported  on  public  safety  and  October  crime  stats  noting  that 
Captain  Balma  from  Southern  Station  will  provide  a specific  update  later  on  today’s 


50  agenda.  Ms.  Saez  stated  that  JSCo  has  hired  a security  company  to  patrol  in  and  around 

5 1 the  housing  units.  They  will  begin  bus  service  monitoring  and  perform  inspections  of 

52  vacant  units.  This  service  is  scheduled  to  continue  through  the  holiday  season.  Power 

53  outages  discussed:  In  the  month  of  October,  there  were  three  outages.  Discussed  SFPUC 

54  Power  Enterprise’s  proactive  measures  and  PUC  staff  participation  in  on-Island 

55  community  meetings.  The  November  Water  Main  Break  briefly  discussed.  Ms.  Saez 

56  commended  project  office  staff  member  Peter  Summerville  who  was  on  hand  during  the 

57  initial  break  that  Friday  and  represented  TIDA  at  the  Emergency  Operations  Center. 

58  Discussed  NERT,  Good  Neighbors  and  Housing  provider  participation  with  emergency

60  preparedness  plan  are  needed  to  better  respond  to  future  emergencies.  Discussed  TI 

61  Health  Network  informational  and  educational  efforts.  The  311  integration  briefly 

62  discussed  noting  that  3 1 1 should  be  used  for  city  related  service  calls.  Leasing  activities: 

63  Two  new  subleases  signed  adding  $37,200  to  annual  revenue.  Special  events  reviewed: 

64  TI  Music  Festival,  Space  Cowboy’s  Halloween  Extravaganza,  TI  Flea  Market  and 

65  Annual  TI  Halloween  Party  hosted  by  TI  YMCA.  Discussed  success  of  Island  Cove 

66  Market  Grocery  store.  Director  Richardson  presented  Abdo  Nasser,  proprietor  of  the 

67  market,  a Certificate  of  Honor. 

68  Next  TIDA  Board  Meeting  will  be  December  12,  2012  at  City  Hall  at  1 :30pm. 

69  Ms.  Saez  invited  today’s  meeting  attendees  to  join  the  reception  at  close  of  the  meeting 

70  and  thanked  Bryan  Kane  of  Winery  SF  for  providing  wine. 

71  Director  Dunlop  expressed  gratitude  for  Abdo  Nassir  work  on  the  Island  and  for  the 

72  Island  Cove  Market.  Director  Dunlop  also  requested  regular  reports,  if  available,  from  the 

73  TI  Health  Network  on  their  progress  and  health  findings. 

74 

75  4b.  Report  by  Treasure  Island  Development  Project  Director 

76  ■ Michael  Tymoff,  TI  Development  Project  Director,  briefed  the  directors  on  radiological 

77  findings  of  the  Navy,  the  work  with  Supervisor  Kim’s  office  and  SF  Dept,  of  Public 

78  Health.  Radiological  findings:  in  coordination  with  SF  Health  Dept.,  TIDA  has  held  a 

79  number  of  community  meetings,  including  informational  presentations  to  the  Board  of 

80  Supervisors  (BOS)  on  9/1 1/12  and  a community  meeting  on  9/18/12.  Purpose  was  to 

81  present  updates  and  questions  on  most  recent  findings.  Both  meetings  were  well  attended. 

82  On  10/15/12,  Amy  Brownell  with  SF  Public  Health  presented  to  the  BOS  Rules 

83  Committee,  on  actions  taken  to  protect  health  and  safety  of  island  residents.  Extensive 

84  oversight  is  being  conducted  by  many  agencies  to  ensure  that  Treasure  Island  will 

85  continue  to  be  safe  and  will  remain  safe  after  transfer  of  property.  On  10/5  the  SF  Health 

86  Dept,  sent  a letter  to  all  residents  informing  them  that  no  health  and  safety  concerns  were 

87  identified  as  a result  of  surface  surveys  conducted  by  California  Dept,  of  Public  Health. 

88  CA  Dept,  of  Toxic  Substance  Control  (DTSC)  and  CA  Dept,  of  Public  Health  have  both 

89  stated  that  TI  is  a safe  place  to  live  and  work.  TIDA  and  the  SF  Dept,  of  Public  Health 

90  will  continue  to  work  with  DTSC  and  DPH  reps  to  verify  that  Navy  work  is  being  done 

91  in  accordance  with  base  closure  requirements  and  to  the  highest  human  health  standards. 

92  Mr.  Tymoff  mentioned  the  hotline  set  up  for  TI  residents  and  members  of  the  public  who 

93  may  have  radiological  concerns:  415-487-4841.  TIDA  staff  will  respond  in  one  business 

94  day.  Healthy  SF  hotline  415-615-4555.  Discussed  TI  Health  Network  meeting  with  Sup 

95  Kim’s  office  in  hopes  of  hosting  a public  hea|th  fair  in  the  future. 

96  Director  Dunlop  asked  for  staff  to  address  the  issue  of  continuing  an  open  line  of 

97  communication  with  respect  to  YBI  Interim  moves.  Mr.  Tymoff  stated  that  a community 
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meeting  is  scheduled  for  1 1/28/12  to  discuss  YBI  interim  moves.  YBI  households 
received  a package  with  informational  brochure,  agenda,  chart  that  identifies  available 
units  and  ranking  based  on  seniority  of  tenancy.  Intent  of  meeting  on  1 1/28/12  is  to  go 
over  selection  process  with  residents  and  hear  their  concerns.  Holding  open  house  of  TI 
units  in  December.  Staff  will  report  on  results  of  the  1 1/28  community  meeting  at  the 
December  TIDA  Board  meeting. 

Mr.  Tymoff  briefed  the  directors  on  the  utility  system.  Working  with  SFPUC  and  City 
Administrators  office  on  long  term  funding  solution  that  will  take  the  form  of  an 
agreement  to  address  costs  of  keeping  operational  the  existing  utility  systems  before  they 
are  replaced  by  master  developer.  Plan  on  bringing  before  the  TIDA  Board  early  next 
year.  In  closing,  Mr.  Tymoff  noted  that  in  addition  to  3 1 1 and  SF  Environment,  the  Navy 
has  representatives  available  in  the  back  of  today’s  meeting  to  sign  residents  up  for 
mailing  lists. 

4c.  Report  by  the  Treasure  Island/Yerba  Buena  Island  Citizen’s  Advisory  Board 
(CAB) 

There  was  no  report  from  the  Citizen’s  Advisory  Board. 

Public  comment: 

Christopher  Montano,  YBI  resident,  expressed  concerned  about  radium  226  radioactive 
disks.  Requested  information  relating  to  how  many  there  were  on  Treasure  Island  and 
how  many  have  been  found  during  remediation. 

Pena  Corer,  YBI  resident,  asked  for  clarification  relating  to  color  coding  assigned  to  TI 
units  available  for  YBI  resident  interim  moves. 

Director  Dunlop  asked  for  staff  to  respond  to  Ms.  Corer’s  question. 

Mr.  Tymoff  stated  that  four  plans  of  unit  types  have  been  identified.  There  are  a pool  of 
units  on  TI  that  have  been  matched  with  respect  to  comparability  in  terms  of  sq.  footage 
and  bedroom  size.  Ex:  red  on  YBI  would  map  to  a red  unit  on  TI  based  on  comparability. 
With  respect  to  radiological  issues,  a study  is  still  under  review.  Staff  can  ask  the  Navy  to 
address  at  next  Restoration  Advisory  Board  meeting  and  to  continue  to  update  TIDA 
Board  with  information  as  Navy  staff  receives. 

Christoff  Oppeman,  YBI  resident,  spoke  about  YBI  resident  interim  moves,  noting  that 
120  units  were  originally  promised  and  now  only  80  are  available.  Stated  that  most  units 
are  not  comparable  in  sq.  footage  or  bedroom  configurations  and  don’t  allow  for 
reestablishment  of  the  YBI  community. 

5.  Communications 

There  was  no  discussion  on  Communications  by  Directors. 

There  was  no  public  comment. 

6.  Ongoing  Business  by  Board  of  Directors 

Director  Richardson  congratulated  and  acknowledged  TIHDI  Executive  Director  Sherry 
Williams  for  her  dedication  to  TIHDI  and  to  the  Island. 

There  was  no  public  comment. 

7.  Consent  Agenda 

a.  Approving  the  Minutes  of  the  October  10,  2012  Meeting 
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b.  Resolution  Authorizing  a Second  Amendment  to  the  Use  Permit  for  Black  Rock  Arts 
Foundation 

c.  Resolution  Authorizing  and  Approving  Revisions  to  the  Clipper  Cove  Rules  and 
Regulations  and  Clipper  Cove  Anchorage  Permit  Policies  and  Procedures 

There  was  no  public  comment. 

Director  Dunlop  motioned  for  approval. 

Director  Mazzola  seconded. 

These  items  passed  unanimously. 

Taken  out  of  order:  10.  Informational  Presentation  from  SFPD  Relating  to  On- 
Island  Crime  Statistics 

Steve  Balma,  Acting  Captain  of  SFPD  Southern  Station,  stated  that  when  he  took  over  in 
July  2012,  one  of  his  primary  goals  was  to  build  a relationship  with  the  community  by 
ensuring  that  SFPD  is  accessible  and  available  to  the  community.  Captain  Balma  stated 
that  he  has  attended  Community  Watch  meetings.  Captain  Balma  discussed  his  meetings 
with  Director  Saez  regarding  police  issues  as  well  as  security  officers  on  the  island  to 
work  with  them  to  bolster  security  on  island.  Discussed  his  prior  assignment  as 
Lieutenant  of  Southern  Station  investigations  team.  Discussed  last  year’s  on-Island 
burglaries  and  the  investigations  teams’  effort  in  the  identifications  and  the  subsequent 
arrests  which  decreased  burglaries.  Recently  there  have  been  more  burglaries  and  SFPD 
is  working  on  identifying  suspects.  Captain  Balma  stated  that  crime  year-to-date  is  100% 
less  than  last  year.  Crime  analysts  recognized  there  is  a glitch  in  the  crime  stats  report 
that  were  sent  to  Director  Saez.  No  additional  strong  arm  robberies  since  suspect 
identified. 

In  response  to  an  inquiry  from  Director  Elberling,  Captain  Balma  stated  that  the 
burglaries  a year  ago  had  a pattern.  They  were  juveniles  watching  residents  leave  for 
work  and  were  breaking  into  units  while  they  were  away  during  the  day.  Captain  Balma 
also  noted  that  petty  theft  and  strong  arm  robbery  tends  to  happen  after  work  hours. 
Captain  Balma  cautioned  Island  residents  traveling  by  public  transportation,  asking  that 
they  stop  all  non-essential  communication  on  cell  phones  until  they  get  home. 

In  response  to  an  inquiry  from  Director  Dunlop,  Captain  Balma  stated  that  SF  SAFE  can 
give  safety  tips  and  help  organize  neighborhood  watch.  Also  advised  residents  to  always 
lock  windows  and  sliding  glass  doors. 

Public  comment: 

Mike  Daly,  Glen  Park  district  resident,  noted  that  disaster  management  is  not  the 
responsibility  of  the  SFPD.  Have  to  be  aware  of  our  own  cooperation  and  contribution 
Mark  Connors,  Island  resident,  spoke  in  favor  of  Captain  Balma  becoming  permanent 
Captain  of  Southern  Station  and  thanked  him  for  his  work  with  the  community. 

Director  Richardson  spoke  in  support  of  Captain  Balma  and  thanked  SFPD  for  their 
efforts.  Suggested  that  SF  SAFE  present  at  a future  meeting. 

Supervisor  Jane  Kim  spoke  about  upcoming  presentation  from  PUC  relating  to  electricity 
outages  and  the  challenges  surrounding  the  utility  infrastructure.  Also  noted  that 
Recology  and  Dept,  of  Environment  have  provided  canvas  bags  for  attendees. 
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8.  Informational  Presentation  from  SFPUC  Relating  to  On-Island  Utilities. 

Barbara  Hale,  Assistant  General  Manager  SFPUC  Power  Enterprise,  stated  that  the 
SFPUC  serves  in  a caretaker  role  of  the  utility  infrastructure  on  the  Island.  Navy  owns  all 
onsite  and  offsite  utility  systems.  Ms.  Hale  reviewed  power  point  presentation  noting  that 
the  utility  system  is  60-80  years  old  which  is  past  useful  life  by  30  years.  Reviewed 
electrical  distribution  system,  emergency  response,  electric  outages  in  2012  and  short 
term,  as  well  as  long  term  operation  and  maintenance  plans  for  the  utility  infrastructure. 
Encouraged  residents  to  notify  SFPUC  if  there  is  an  outage.  Discussed  resident  concerns 
and  noted  that  a line-worker  has  been  added  to  the  crew  to  help  survey  the  Island  and 
decrease  response  time.  Some  of  the  longer  term  fixes  may  require  additional  funding. 
SFPUC  and  TIDA  will  have  to  determine  appropriate  next  steps  to  address  any  funding 
gaps  that  may  be  identified.  Ms.  Hale  briefly  reviewed  project  schedule  to  address  short- 
term challenges. 

In  response  to  a comment  from  Director  Dunlop,  Ms.  Hale  stated  that  residents  should 
call  911  for  power  safety  emergency  like  a downed  line.  Call  3 1 1 or  SFPUC  for  general 
outages. 

In  response  to  an  inquiry  from  Supervisor  Kim,  Ms.  Hale  stated  that  an  engineering 
assessment  report,  available  in  January  2013,  will  address  the  time  frame  of  new  utility 
infrastructure  installation. 

In  response  to  an  inquiry  from  Director  Samaha,  Ms.  Hale  stated  that  the  existing  system 
will  be  removed  when  new  streets  are  laid  out  for  redeveloped  area.  Undergrounded 
system  will  be  installed  for  electric  infrastructure  and  overhead  lines  will  remain. 

Steve  Ritchie,  Assistant  General  Manager  SFPUC  Water  Enterprise,  reviewed  the  TI 
pipeline  break  that  took  place  on  Friday  October  26th.  Reviewed  map  of  water  supply 
lines  on  the  Island.  Discussed  pipeline  break  timeline  from  re-pressurization  of  water, 
potable  water  provisions,  w^ter  quality  testing,  boil  water  notices  and  repairs  to  pipeline. 
SFPUC  determined  that  broken  causeway  pipeline  valves  will  have  to  be  replaced  to 
mitigate  future  pipeline  distress.  Discussed  routine  and  special  water  system  monitoring 
and  water  quality  testing.  Provided  contact  information  for  residents  to  use  if  they  have 
concerns  relating  to  water  quality.  Also  provided  emergency  notification  information. 
Supervisor  Kim  thanked  PUC  for  quick  response  to  pipeline  break.  In  response  to  her 
inquiry,  Mr.  Ritchie  stated  that  water  quality  issues  can  develop  due  to  aged  plumbing 
whose  responsibility  belongs  to  the  customer  or  building  owner.  SFPUC  can  conduct 
testing  if  residents  are  concerned  but  the  ultimate  fix  is  in  the  plumbing  itself  Residents 
can  call  Ken  Payne,  Chief  Water  Quality  Inspector,  or  call  main  water  quality  number 
650-652-3100. 

In  response  to  an  inquiry  from  Director  Mazzola,  Mr.  Ritchie  stated  that  the  date  to 
replace  causeway  valves  has  not  been  set,  but  will  be  done  with  minimum  disruption  to 
residents. 

Public  comment: 

Kathryn  Lundgren,  Island  resident,  thanked  the  entire  community  for  stepping  up  during 
pipeline  break.  Spoke  in  favor  of  emergency  planning  education  for  residents  in  case  of 
emergency  that  renders  Island  inaccessible. 

Snell  Patel,  Island  resident,  thanked  SFPUC.  Spoke  in  favor  of  having  a 24  hour  supply 
cache  on-Island.  Suggested  that  various  departments  send  marketing  materials  to  advise 
residents  what  they  need  for  emergency  supplies.  Asked  about  reliability  of  underwater 
cable  from  Oakland  and  about  emergency  generators. 
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Chris  Montano,  Island  resident,  asked  who  provides  gas  infrastructure  to  Island, 

Jeff  Kline,  Island  resident,  thanked  Supervisor  Kim  for  her  attention  to  the  utility 
challenges.  Discussed  2004  Utility  Vulnerability  and  Risk  Assessment  report  and  new 
engineering  assessment  report. 

Mark  Connors,  Island  resident,  asked  about  feasibility  of  battery  or  solar  power 
alternatives  for  residents  to  use  during  the  power  outages. 

Director  Elberling  and  Dunlop  requested  staff  to  respond  to  inquiries  from  members  of 
the  public.  Ms.  Hale  stated  that  the  Power  Enterprise  is  responsible  for  gas  line  operations 
and  maintenance.  Ms.  Hale  stated  that  underwater  cable  that  serves  the  Island  has  a 
redundant  line  and  meets  service  level  expectations  for  future  development  as  well  as 
today.  Emergency  generators  are  available  but  only  if  the  power  supply  from  Oakland  is 
disrupted  and  it  can  take  up  to  four  hours  for  SFPUC  crew  to  disconnect  feed  from 
Oakland,  isolate  TI  system  and  start  the  generators.  Relating  to  the  2004  Utility 
Vulnerability  and  Risk  Assessment,  Ms.  Hale  stated  that  it  will  be  shared  with  the  third 
party  contractor  issuing  the  new  engineering  assessment  in  January  2013.  2004  report  is  a 
public  document  and  will  provide  to  anyone  interested.  In  terms  of  alternative  power 
sources,  Ms.  Hale  noted  that  battery  or  solar  power  is  an  expensive  solution.  Battery 
technologies  are  improving  but  are  expensive  on  a utility  scale. 

Supervisor  Kim  asked  for  SFPUC  staff  to  look  into  an  alternative  plan  for  extended 
outage  for  the  residents. 

9.  Informational  Presentation  from  SF  311 

Andy  Miamoni,  Deputy  Director  SF  31 1,  defined  311  as  a storehouse  of  services  and 
information.  Discussed  SF  31 1 services  which  provide  information  relating  to  utilities, 
garbage,  graffiti,  animal  information,  transportation  and  street  and  sidewalk  maintenance 
among  others.  Mr.  Miamoni  discussed  the  typical  call  flow  and  ways  to  contact  3 1 1 by 
calling  or  going  through  website,  Twitter  or  handheld  apps.  Customers  that  do  not  speak 
English  have  access  to  multilingual  staff  members  or  can  use  a multilingual  line.  311  may 
take  a service  request,  answer  the  question  or  transfer  the  call  to  the  correct  agency. 
Discussed  focused  effort  on  servicing  Island  residents,  noting  improved  alert  process  with 
City  agencies,  understanding  of  the  upcoming  development  and  teowledge  of  Island 
street  locations.  Mr.  Miamoni  discussed  the  Alert  SF  Notification  System  and  encouraged 
residents  to  sign  up  after  the  meeting. 

Dunlop  spoke  of  his  experience,  calling  311. 

In  response  to  an  inquiry  from  Director  Elberling,  Mr.  Miamoni  stated  that  current 
handheld  app  is  a third  part  app  but  31  Is  own  app  will  be  released  soon. 

11.  Discussion  of  Future  Agenda  Items  by  Directors 

Director  Elberling  suggested  adding  a discussion  item  relating  to  JS Co’s  plan  to  increase 
security  measures  for  residential  housing.

6589  - MAINTENANCE  - COMMON  SERVICES  CHARGES:  The  figure  of  an 
average  $28,300  per  month/  $339,600  per  year  is  included.  Common  Service 
charges  are  referenced  in  Section  3.1.2  and  3.1.3  of  Exhibit  1 as  part  of  the 
Exhibits  to  the  Sublease  Agreement.  Common  Service  Charges  are  composed 
of  two  parts:  a charge  for  the  land  ($6,886.96  per  month)  and  a charge  for  the 
structures  ($23,317.54).  The  Common  Area  charge  for  the  structures  is  a 
function  of  each  apartment’s  square  footage.  While  Common  Service  Charges 
per  annum  have  been  historically  fixed  at  $30,204.50  per  month/  $362,454  per 
year  based  upon  a portfolio  of  632  units,  this  expense  was  reduced  by  $1,903.78 
per  month  to  $28,300.72  per  month/  $339,608.64  per  year  with  the  return  of  the 
54  “borrowed”  units  to  Treasure  Island  Homeless  Development  Initiative  in  2007.

Enclosed  is  our  payment  of  Percentage  Rent  in  the  amount  of  $290,175  for  the  September  period,  calculated  per  the 
sublease  agreement.  This  figure  is  based  on  the  accompanying  attachments.  You  should  note  that  these  expenses 
reflect  a suspension  of  reserve  funding  as  outlined  in  the  sublease  requirements  but  continue  to  include  accrued  funds 
to  pay  Possessory  Interest  charges  of  the  property.  In  addition,  the  amount  disbursed  has  been  reduced  by  $9,378, 
recouping  of  prior  year  audit  adjustments  outlined  in  the  2010  Audit  (with  an  additional  $13.32  deduction  in  final 
repayment  month). 

Calculation  of  Funds  Available  for  Distribution 

TIDA  receives  95%  revenues  remaining  after  adjusting  gross  revenues  by  operating  expenses,  current  accretion  due 
and  the  repayment  of  ledger  balances  based  on  sublease  specifications.  Funds  expended  for  replacement  reserve 
eligible  items  are  expensed  in  the  period  expenses  are  recognized.  To  the  degree  that  these  costs  are  reimbursed  from 
the  replacement  reserve  account,  percentage  rent  will  be  adjusted  in  the  period  that  the  reserve  draw  is  approved. 

For  the  month  of  September  2012,  Actual  Total  Revenues  were  slightly  above  (9%)  budgeted  Total  Revenues.  Overall 
expenses  were  about  19.2%  above  budgeted,  most  significantly  impacted  by  marketing  and  replacement  expenditures. 
The  result  was  that  Funds  Available  for  Distribution  were  $315,319,  about  6.1%  below  budgeted  amounts.

Minutes  Approved 

TIDA  Staff  Updates  (15  min)  (Information  Item): 

Two  new  hires:  Kate  Austin  as  the  new  Project  Assistant  and  Emily  Lesk  as  new  Project  Manager,  who 
will  be  working  on  25%  on  TI.  Kelly  Pretzer  as  Project  Manager  and  Michael  Tymoff  as  Project  Director. 

Development  Schedule:  (See  Chart  Handout-  gives  high  level  of  overview  of  what  TIDA  has  been 
working  on  and  will  continue  to  over  calendar  year) 


Navy  transfer  - Navy  approved  EDC  application  which  allows  them  to  transfer  the  property.  TIDA  has 
been  working  last  few  months  on  final  language  of  transfer  agreement.  Will  allow  Navy  to  transfer  27 
acres  of  YBI  to  support  the  ramps  project,  anticipate  starting  early  construction  of  ramp  projects  later  this 
summer.  Transfer  delayed  due  to  outstanding  issues  of  utilities  and  Coast  Guard  issues  addressed  late  in 
the  game. 


® Question:  Is  there  a piece  not  transferred? 

Answer  (Tymoff);  It  all  eventually  transfers,  transfer  of  utilities  in  phases.  Originally  was  going 
to  transfer  all  at  once,  but  complications  mean  cleanest  way  is  in  phases. 

® Question:  27  acres  transfer?  Is  there  a map  of  footprint? 

Answer  (Tymoff):  Yes,  we  can  send.  It  doesn’t  touch  any  housing  areas  on  YBI. 

• Question:  When  do  roads  get  affected? 

Answer  (Tymoff):  There  will  be  some  very  minor  impacts  with  the  relocation  of  Quarters  10,  that 
will  most  likely  just  over  the  weekend.  Coast  guard  has  a requirement  that  Macalla  Rd.  cannot  be

closed  for  over  15  minutes  time,  and  must  be  maintained  throughout  all  construction  and  road 
work.  The  1^  phase  of  development  includes  improvements  to  YBI. 

CEQA  Litigation  - Had  a settlement  conference  with  petitioners,  which  was  not  successful.  Proceeding 
towards  May  3”^  meeting.  Court  will  be  hearing  whether  or  not  the  lawsuit  should  be  thrown  out,  on  either 
a technicality  or  on  merit  of  the  case  and  Tymoff  thinks  we  have  a good  shot  at  both. 

• Question:  What  did  they  want  in  settlement? 

Answer  (Tymoff):  They  asked  in  their  petition  to  take  2000  units  off  of  project,  any  future 
development  project  would  have  to  undergo  further  environmental  review,  project  increase  of 
25%  to  30%  of  affordability  (which  is  less  affordable  housing  actually). 

• Question:  Will  you  send  an  email  May  4*^ 

Answer  (Tymoff):  Yes.  You  can  also  search:  Citizens  for  Sustainable  Treasure  Island  and  the 
case  will  pop  up. 

Transition  Plan  - Late  last  year  TIDA  hired  a consultant  to  do  an  RFP  about  the  unit  selection  process  and 
a potential  early  voluntary  move  program,  which  would  allow  TIDA  to  then  lease  out  some  of  the  units 
that  are  currently  sitting  off-line.  TIDA  will  have  meetings  to  see  if  there  is  an  interest  m this. 

John  Stewart  Company  Lease  - Completing  process  to  update  residential  leases  with  the  John  Stewart 
Company,  which  took  much  longer  than  anticipated,  and  has  caused  a lot  of  discomfort  among  residents 
about  what  was  being  proposed.  After  the  initial  30  day  notice  JSCo  took  a couple  steps  back,  had  a few 
meetings  and  public  hearings  and  then  really  scaled  back  what  had  been  changed.  Tymoff  believes  the 
issues  have  been  resolved  and  that  the  lease  language  is  now  acceptable.  John  Stewart  Company 
anticipates  sending  new  lease  soon. 

Now  only  three  changes  to  lease  - 

1)  Month  to  month  tenancy  (ability  to  issue  90  day  notices) 

2)  Just  cause  provisions  for  eviction 

3)  Requiring  households  who  have  minor  age,  when  children  when  turn  1 8 they  go  on  lease 

Language  had  said  TIDA  cannot  evict  except  under  CA  law,  so  concern  rose  that  this  was  a loophole. 
TIDA  will  clarify  this  in  the  plan,  which  limits  ability  to  evict  tenants.  Second  concern  rose  of  what  if 
John  Stewart  Company  proposes  further  changes  in  future,  and  if  resident  refuses  to  sign  lease?  John 
Stewart  Company  has  expressed  they  will  not  make  any  future  changes,  and  grievance  process  will  be 
made  available  to  that  resident. 

A request  has  made  to  TIDA  to  reopen  the  transition  plan,  and  to  provide  benefits  under  the  transition 
plan  in  event  of  constructive  eviction.  Example  of  this  is  act  of  God  (fire,  flood)  beyond  TIDA’s  control 
that  takes  units  out  of  production,  or  no  longer  safe  to  be  habitable.  TIDA’s  recommendation  is  that  in  no 
way  can  TIDA  take  on  an  unknown  liability  that  is  beyond  its  control. 

The  TIDA  Board  meeting  has  been  rescheduled  to  April  19*  because  the  meeting  will  not  be  held  in  City 
Hall  so  therefor  has  a 1 5 day  notice  requirement. 

IFD/Redevelopment  -Had  two  year  bill  that  bas  has  not  been  reintroduced  because  of  conversations  with 
Governor’s  Office  as  to  what  is  happening  state  wide  with  Redevelopment  and  IFD.  The  Governor’s 
Office  does  not  want  to  do  anything  on  one-off  basis,  and  see  what  tools  are  available  comprehensively. 
TIDA  pulling  back  and  will  see  what  conversations  happen  and  what  type  of  bills  materialize.  In  IFD 
right  now  under  existing  financing  plan,  may  go  back  to  Redevelopment,  and  think  we  will  be  ultimately 
successful  with  both. 

Navy  Remediation  - all  property  transfer  dates  are  tied  to  when  Navy  completes  different  IR  sites.  Navy 
is  working  through  tech  memo  with  California  Department  of  Public  HealA.  There  may  be  additional 


investigations,  and  potentially  additional  radiological  contamination,  and  we  anticipate  knowing  more  this 
summer.  Jim  Sullivan  of  the  Navy  will  be  presenting  next  month  and  will  update  site  by  site  where  they 
are. 

PUC  - In  Summer  TIDA  will  be  negotiating  with  the  PUC  on  utilities,  working  through  issues  of  who 
pays  for  it,  how  phase  transfer  works,  and  when  they  can  accept  infrastructure.  They  will  also  be 
negotiating  terms  and  timing  of  waste  water  treatment  plant  agreement.  TIDA  is  also  looking  at  off-site 
treatment  options  in  the  East  Bay  and  is  in  conversation  with  East  Bay  Mud.  Preference  is  on-site  because 
of  green  / emission  factors. 

Trust  agreement  with  state  lands  commission  approved  back  in  February 
Question  : Any  improvement  to  Job  Corp? 

Answer  (Tymoff):  We  have  to  work  around  it,  any  improvements  are  up  to  them  because  it’s 
federally  run.  We  will  be  improving  the  landscape  perimeter  around  it. 

TIDA  did  negotiate  with  State  Lands  Commission  on  some  early  improvements  to  open  up  views  from 
key  points.  Will  see  early  work  of  cutting  down  eucalyptus  trees  to  enhance  views. 

Ramps-  Good  progress  on  ramps,  about  to  submit  95%  construction  drawing,  working  on  maintenance 
agreements  with  Cal  Trans. 

Marina  DDA  - amended  exclusive  negotiating  agreement  and  termsheets.  Hasn’t  been  much  activity  on 
marina  developments  side. 

TICD  has  been  having  conversations  with  investors  that  are  progressing  very  well  - if  continues  we  v/ill 
be  able  to  start  construction  early  next  year. 

Karen  Knowles-Pearce  welcomes  Larry  Del  Carlo,  member  of  the  TIDA  Board.  It  is  nice  to  have  face  of 
other  board  around  here. 

Karen  read  letter  from  Nathan  who  was  unable  to  attend: 

“The  reports  in  the  Treasure  Island  News  by  the  Navy's  Jim  Sullivan  are  the  best  way  to  keep  informed. 

The  next  Restoration  Advisory  Board  Meeting  will  be  Tuesday,  April  17,  at?  pm  in  the  Casa  de  la  Vista. 

In  alignment  with  the  property  transfer,  the  Navy  is  processing  POST  3,  Finding  Of  Suitability  to 
Transfer  for  the  property  on  YBI  needed for  the  new  Bridge  Off/On  ramps  and  to  move  Quarters  10, 
which  are  in  the  way  of  the  designed  ramps.  Currently  it  looks  like  this  will  be  completed  in  April  and  the 
property  would  be  transferred  to  the  City.  This  would  be  the  first  property  transfer  (for  this  project). 

Broken  asbestos  roof  tile  pieces  were  cleaned  up  from  inside  the  old  Torpedo  Building  (on  YBI  under  the 
bridge. 

The  annual  LUC  (land  me  controls)  compliance  inspection  for  IR  site  30,  the  childcare  facility,  was 
completed  in  January.  LUC's  are  put  in  place  when  the  environmental  clean-up  is  completed  for  site's 
existing  configuration.  Inspections  are  mandated  in  the  property  deed  and  ensure  no  changes  occurred, 
such  as  a removed  or  cracked  foundation,  could  expose  tenants  to  a hazard.  The  site  passed  its 
inspection. 

Final  removal  plan  for  materials  from  the  demolition  of  Building  233,  the  old  radioactive  training 
building,  have  been  approved  by  the  State.  Contamination  stems  from  a spill  of  some  radium  salts  in  the 
1950's.  The  work  is  ongoing  and  will  include  footprint  scan  and  clean  up  if  necessary. 


The  bio-remediation  of  chlorinated  hydrocarbons  in  the  soil  and  ground  water  continued.  This  is  under 
the  old  dry  cleaning  facility  and  in  a plume  towards  the  bay.  These  projects  have  continued  working  quite 
well.  This  has  been  important  because  the  contamination  is  miscible  (mixes  with  water)  and  is  as  deep  as 
20',  making  a dig  and  removal  probably  impossible,  since  the  ground  water  table  is  ~7.5",  and  it  is 
difficult  to  dig  into  the  water  saturated  layers.

Answer  (Tymoff):  What  we  envisioned  is  a design  review  role  at  master  plan  level.  We  will  bring 
some  of  these  agreements  to  you  for  comments.  As  we  get  into  transition:  housing  issues.  As 
project  gains  life:  soft  infrastructure  components,  affordable  housing,  TIHDI. 

® Question:  Who  are  the  designers? 

Answer  (Tymoff):  We  don’t  know.  Not  there  yet.  Developers  will  hire  their  own  architects  and 
engineers.

Build  allies  in 
the  community  where  you  live  and  work  you  never  know  when  you  might  need  to  call  on 
them. 

0 Digital  music  players  are  a common  target  of  thieves  and  robbers.  Be  wise  about  where  you 
choose  to  use  it  when  in  public.  Wearing  headphones  and  ear  buds  greatly  reduces  your 
ability  to  hear  and  distracts  you  from  potential  danger. 

0 If  taking  public  transportation,  have  your  money  or  Fast  Pass  ready.  Do  not  fumble  with 
your  wallet;  you  might  draw  attention  to  a pickpocket. 

0 Never  discuss  personal  information  (money,  account  numbers,  etc.)  near  strangers.  There  is 
a good  chance  that  someone  might  overhear  your  conversation  and  act  on  the  information. 

0 ATM  transactions  should  be  made  inside  a store  or  at  one  that  is  well  lit  and  visible.  Shield 
the  keypad  while  you  input  your  code.  Have  your  card  ready  and  do  not  count  or  display 
your  money.  Put  your  money  in  pocket  or  purse  immediately.-Take  your  receipt  with  you. 

0 Trust  your  instincts.  If  you  feel  uncomfortable  or  threatened  by  another  person  (s),  seek 
help  immediately.  A whistle  is  a great  device  to  have  when  you  need  to  call  attention  to 
yourself. 

0 Protect  your  vehicle  from  theft.  Always  lock  your  doors  and  glove  compartment.  Never  hide 
a spare  key  in  your  vehicle. 

0 Never  leave  valuables  (GPS  system,  laptop  computer,  school  equipment,  cell  phone,  digital 
music  player,  coins,  CD’s,  clothing,  jewelry,  wallet;  etc.)  unattended  in  the  car,  or 
unattended  in  a cafe  or  coffee  shop. 

0 Whenever  possible,  park  your  vehicle  in  a well  lit  area  with  plenty  of  walking  traffic. 

0 Activate  your  anti-theft  device(s)  prior  to  leaving  your  vehicle.

Routine  Groundwater  Monitoring  to  be  conducted  in  the  Treasure  Island  housing  area:  The  Navy  and 
their  contractor  Trevet  Environmental  Consultants  will  be  sampling  various  groundwater  monitoring 
wells  in  open  areas  on  Tuesday,  Wednesday  and  Thursday  December  during  the  day  and 

^arly  evening  hours  until  8:00  pm.  This  is  part  of  the  ongoing  groundwater  monitoring  program  to 
sample  the  chemistry  of  the  groundwater  at  Treasure  Island.  Groundwater  is  not  used  for  drinking  at 
Treasure  Island.  Aii  potable  water  is  pumped  from  San  Francisco.  The  samples  are  being  collected 
during  the  evening  hours  to  coincide  with  low  San  Francisco  Bay  tides  so  that  the  data  collected  is 
consistent  with  tidal  conditions  during  past  data  collections.

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Home  Burglary  Prevention 

• Keep  all  doors  and  windows  locked. 

• Gifts  and  valuables  should  be  kept  out  of  sight  and 
away  from  windows. 

• If  you  are  traveling,  ask  a neighbor  to  watch  your  house. 

• If  you  have  an  alarm  system,  use  it! 

• Put  timers  on  different  lights  throughout  the  interior  and 
exterior  of  the  house.

• Start  a SAFE  Neighborhood  Watch  group  so  you  and 
your  neighbors  can  identify  and  report  suspicious  activi- 
ties. 

Prevent  Auto-Boosting  (breaking  into  your  car) 

• Leave  nothing  visible  in  the  car.  Keep  vehicle  locked, 
including  doors  and  trunk. 

• Keep  packages  locked  in  your  car  trunk  while  shopping. 

• Move  your  car  to  a different  location  each  time  you  do 
this. 

• Never  leave  your  vehicle  with  the  engine  running. 

• Consider  parking  in  an  attended  lot  if  possible 


Prevent  Pick  pocketing  and  Identity  Theft! 

• Bring  only  the  cash  and  credit  cards  you  will  need. 

• Keep  cash  separate  from  ID  & credit  cards.  Do  not  carry  your 
sodal  security  card  or  passport. 


• Be  Alert!  Your  purse  or  wallet  may  be  a target  for  crime  in  crowded  shopping 
areas,  bus  stops,  and  on  buses.  Be  wary  of  those  creating  distractions. 

• Limit  the  use  of  your  iPod  or  cell  phone  when  in  public  areas;  your  awareness 
level  is  compromised  and  you  could  be  the  target  of  pick  pocketing,  robbery 
and  iPod  theft. 

• Record  credit  card  numbers  so  you  can  immediately  report  any  loss  to  the 
police  and  issuing  company, 

• Strong,  confident  body  language  and  eye  contact  with  others  is  likely  to 
discourage  pick  pocketing. 

• Men  should  keep  wallets  in  hard  to  reach  spots. 

• Women  should  keep  wallets  deep  inside  their  purse. 

• If  taking  public  transit,  keep  your  fast  pass  separate  from  your  purse  or 
wallet.

BAY  AREA  NOW  HOME  TO  THE  WORLD’S  LARGEST  SELF-ANCHORED  SUSPENSION  SPAN- 

Workers  on  the  Self-Anchored  Suspension  Span  successfully  completed  the  highly  complex  process  called  load  transfer,  which  shifted  the 
bridge’s  weight  from  temporary  steel  support  structures  to  the  main  cable. 

Over  the  course  of  three  months,  crews  worked  to  transfer  the  weight  of  the  35,200-ton  decks  onto  the  tower,  200  suspender  ropes,  and 
the  nearly  1-mile  long  main  cable.  The  main  cable  now  acts  like  a giant  sling,  supporting  the  entire  weight  of  the  decks. 

Crews  will  spend  the  next  few  weeks  slathering  the  cable  with  zinc  paste  and  encasing  it  with  interlocking  galvanized  steel  wires,  or  S-wire. 
The  cable  and  suspender  ropes  will  then  be  painted  with  a highly  elastic  noxide  paint  to  protect  the  bridge  from  corrosion.  To  learn  more

The  SF  Public  Utilities  Commission  "Greasecycle"  residential 
cooking  oil  recycling  program  has  come  to  TI/YBI. 

There  is  now  a Greasecycle  bin  located  inside  the  door  of  Island 
Cove  Market  which  residents  can  utilize  to  property  dispose  of 
their  accumulated  used  grease  and  cooking  oil.  Disposing  of 
cooking  oil  this  way  will  prevent  residents  from  inadvertently 
damaging  in-unit  pipes  and  plumbing  by  dumping  it  down  the 
drain,  along  with  helping  produce  sustainable  bio-fuel  for  the 
City. 

Below  are  links  to  the  Greasecycle  vi/ebsite,  as  well  as  handy  tips 
on  how  to  properly  capture  and  bottle  oil  and  grease  for  deposit 
at  the  Greasecycle  bin.  The  important  things  to  remember  are 
that  the  oil  should  be  drained  of  all  food  particles  and  poured 
into  non-breakable  containers  with  tight  fitting  lids,  such  as  plas- 
tic milk,  juice,  or  soda  containers  before  being  deposited  in  the 
bin.

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Crime  Report

In  this  month’s  “Calls  for  Service”  report  I have  added  two  new  column.  One  indicates  the  average  number  of  calls  for  service  per  type  of 
incident  (Ave./Month)  and  the  second  column  shows  the  relationship  of  this  month’s  calls  verses  the  monthly  moving  average  (Below, 
Above,  Average).  Keep  in  mind  that  these  are  calls  for  service  made  to  SFPD. 

In  all  there  were  29  recorded  calls  for  service  in  November.  This  is  less  than  the  average  of  38  per  month. 

Of  the  18  types  of  incidents  listed,  8 (42%)  were  below  the  moving  average  in  November,  5 (26%)  were  above  the  average,  and  6 (32%) 
were  average.  While  Burglaries  were  below  average,  we  did  have  a 9 calls  for  sen/ice,  one  less  than  the  average  of  10. 

Overall,  from  the  calls  for  services  made,  November  was  one  of  the  milder  months  on  the  Island  this  year.  Please  keep  in  mind  that  we 
often  see  an  uptick  in  crimes,  particularly  burglaries,  in  November  and  December  so  residents  are  urged  to  maintain  vigilance  in  locking 
doors  and  windows,  reporting  any  suspicious  incidents  immediately  to  the  police,  and  to  follow  the  holiday  safety  tips  found  elsewhere  in 
this  newsletter.

The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  recently  amended  Chapter  17 
of  the  Environment  Code,  extending  the  plastic  checkout  bag  ban 
to  include  all  retail  establishments  (stores)  and  adding  a charge  on 
allowed  checkout  bags  (compostable  bags,  recycled  paper  bags,  or 
reusable  bags).  Shoppers  can  avoid  the  charge  by  bringing  their 
own  bag.

The  purpose  of  this  legislation  is  to  encourage  customers  to 
bring  their  own  checkout  bags,  in  order  to  reduce  the  impact  of  disposable  bags  to  the  City  and  the 
environment. 

This  legislation  helps  reduce  unnecessary  waste,  contamination  in  recycling  and  composting 
programs,  and  litter,  all  of  which  is  costly  to  the  taxpayers  of  San  Francisco,  as  weW  as  harmful  to 
marine  life.  The  bag  reduction  ordinance  also  saves  stores  in  checkout  bag  purchasing  costs.

At  least  45  other  cities  and  counties  in  California  have  similar  laws.  Checkout  bag  charges  have  been 
shown  to  reduce  the  number  of  disposable  bags  used  by  70-90  percent. 

Are  businesses  required  to  charge?  Businesses  are  required  to  charge  a minimum  of  10  cents  per 
checkout  bag,  but  can  charge  more  per  bag  if  they  prefer. 

The  10  cent  charge  must  be  listed  as  a single  line  item  on  the  customer's  receipt  and  is  not  taxable  to 
the  consumer  according  to  the  State  Board  of  Equalization  Special  Notice:  Sales  Tax  Does  Not  Apply  to 
City  and  County  Bag  Surcharges.

Learning  how  to  be  a chef  requires  doing  time  on  the  farm  if  you're  a culinary  student  at  the  Treasure  Island  Job  Corps  Center. 

The  federally  funded  program  has  been  on  the  island  for  15  years  and  provides  live-in  training  to  low-income  teenagers  and  young 
adults  in  a number  of  vocations,  ranging  from  carpentry  to  the  culinary  industry.  Job  Corps  is  a nationwide  program  (there  are  125 
centers)  that  has  been  around  since  1976  and  serves  50,000  students  - 600  of  them  attend  on  Treasure  Island. 

About  a third  of  the  Bay  Area  participants  are  enrolled  in  either  the  basic  or  advanced  cooking  programs  at  the  center,  where  they  learn 
nearly  every  aspect  of  running  a kitchen  - from  cooking  to  stocking  the  pantry.  Three  years  ago  the  school  received  a $180,000  grant  to 
put  in  a i-acre  farm  - it's  called  the  Michelle  Obama  Green  Acre  - so  students  could  get  experience  growing  their  own  food  and  tapping 
into  the  growing  farm-to-table  restaurant  movement. 

"They're  learning  the  relationship  between  chefs  and  farmers,"  said  Corey  Block,  the  urban  farm  coordinator. 

And  it's  not  only  the  culinary  students  who  take  part  in  running  the  urban  farm.  Block  said.  Students  from  the  center's  construction 
training  programs  also  have  participated  by  providing  infrastructure  on  the  1 acre. 

Block  said  she  has  no  doubt  that  the  farm  is  one  of  the  draws  for  culinary  students  to  choose  Treasure  Island  over  other  Job  Corps 
centers  in  the  country.  Of  all  the  programs  nationwide.  Treasure  Island  has  the  highest  overall  job  placement  - 85  percent  either  go  to 
work,  into  the  military  or  enroll  in  college,  according  to  the  center. 

Q:  It  couldn't  have  been  easy  planting  a farm  on  an  artificial  island  made  from  fill  dredged  from  the  bay,  which 
served  as  a former  military  base.  Since  the  U.S.  Environmental  Protection  Agency  found  some  parts  of  the  island  to 
be  toxically  contaminated,  how  did  you  handle  that? 

A:  It  was  a vacant  lot  when  we  got  it  - just  sand.  We  did  thousands  of  dollars  worth  of  testing  before  we  did  anything.  Then  we  built  the 
whole  thing  using  green  construction  - reclaimed  materials,  rain  water  catchment  and  an  aquaponic  system. 

Q:  What  are  you  growing? 

A:  Everything.  We  have  80  fruit  trees:  apples,  pears,  stone  and  citrus  and  all  kinds  of  vegetables  and  herbs.  We  have  bee  hives,  20  laying 
hens  and  a rooster.  We  get  about  20  eggs  a day.  The  students  are  harvesting,  depending  on  the  season,  anywhere  from  200  to  600 
pounds  of  produce  a month.  A hundred  percent  of  it  is  used  either  in  the  culinary  program  or  the  cafeteria. 

Q:  What  has  been  the  students'  reaction  to  the  farm?  It  seems  that  some  might  think  they  came  to  learn  how  to  cook, 
not  grub  around  in  dirt  with  the  worms. 

A:  For  some  it's  a very  new  experience.  And  there  are  those  who  don't  like  the  dirt  and  bug  part  of  it.  But  the  advanced  culinary  students 
know  that  learning  about  the  farm  is  an  integral  part  of  their  education.  They're  getting  exposed  to  things  - French  market  carrots  - that 
they  otherwise  wouldn't  know. 

Q:  Anyone  decide  to  become  a farmer  because  of  the  garden? 

A:  Not  necessarily  a farmer,  but  the  first  season  when  we  launched  it  I started  a farm  club.  The  first  student  who  showed  up  became  the 
president  because  he  took  to  it  so  much.  We  used  to  find  him  out  there  singing  to  the  chickens.  He  was  just  a really  great  ambassador. 
When  he  graduated  he  went  to  work  in  the  kitchen  of  a rural  lodge,  where  he's  helping  them  plant  a garden.

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Treasure  Island  Standoff  Suspect  Dies 
From  Self-Inflicted  Wound

armed  suspect  on  Treasure  Island  is  over  Tuesday  morning  after  the  suspect  died  from  a self- 
inflicted  gunshot  wound,  according  to  a San  Francisco  police  sergeant.  Shortly  before  5 a.m., 
officers  heard  a single  gunshot  from  where  the  suspect  was  located  on  Treasure  Island's  shoreline. 
Officers  escorted  paramedics  to  the  area,  where  they  pronounced  the  suspect  dead,  police  Sgt. 
Michael  Andraychak  said.  Officers  initially  received  a 91 1 report  of  a suspect  in  a stolen  vehicle 
armed  with  a gun.  Police  located  the  suspect  around  1 1 p.m.  Monday  in  downtown  San  Francisco, 
near  the  intersection  of  Mason  and  Bush  streets,  police  said.  Police  attempted  to  stop  the  suspect 
vehicle,  but  the  driver  failed  to  pull  over  and  began  driving  through  red  lights  to  avoid  police.  The 
suspect  fired  a round  at  the  police  vehicle,  but  no  officers  were  injured.  Police  pursued  the  vehicle 
to  the  Treasure  Island  off-ramp  from  eastbound  Interstate  Highway  80,  where  the  suspect  bailed 
from  the  vehicle,  ran  to  the  shore  and  threatened  to  shoot  himself.  A standoff  ensued  as  attempts 
were  made  to  reason  and  negotiate  with  the  suspect,  police  said.  The  suspect  may  have  been 
wanted  in  connection  with  a robbery  and  cagaddng  that  took  place  on  Thursday  in  the  city  of 
Benicia,  according  to  police.  Traffic  on  and  off  of  the  island  was  shut  down  shortly  before  midnight, 
according  to  the  California  Highway  Patrol.  Motorists  were  unable  to  enter  or  exit  Treasure  Island 
during  the  standoff.  Motorists  are  expected  to  be  able  to  get  on  and  off  the  island  this  morning.

Treasure  Island  Development  Plans  Inch  Forward

After  a decade  of  delays,  San  Francisco  is  taking  concrete  steps  toward  turning  the 
former  sandbar  known  as  Treasure  Island  into  a $1.5  billion  condominium 
community. 

However,  obstacles  remain  for  the  project,  a top  priority  for  three  of  the  city’s 
mayors.  Barriers  include  political  uncertainty  about  a bid  for  loans  from  the  Chinese 
government,  a pending  environmental  lawsuit,  and  residents’  worries  about  the  U.S.  Navy's  cleanup  of  toxic  and  radioactive 
waste  at  the  former  military  base. 

“We  can’t  say  with  certainty  they  will  not  find  additional  stuff,” 
project  director  Michael  Tymoff  told  a Nov.  28  meeting  of  island 
residents.  But  “our  experts  and  the  California  Department  of  Public 
Health  will  be  watching  to  be  sure  the  Navy  is  properly  conducting 
their  surveys  and  working  to  the  highest  human  health  standards.” 

The  meeting  marked  the  beginning  of  a possible  end  to  a holding 
pattern  that  began  in  1997,  when  the  militaiy  closed  Treasure  Island 
Naval  Station.  Challenges  -including  the  cleanup,  financing  and 
City  Hall  debate  over  the  scope  of  the  development  - extended  the 
interim  rental  of  base  housing  to  civilians  from  a few  years  to  more 
than  12. 

The  arrangement  has  dragged  on  so  long  that  the  electrical  infrastructure  is  wearing  out,  subjecting  residents  of  adjacent  Treasure 
and  Yerba  Buena  islands  to  nearly  40  outages  this  year. 

Now,  Yerba  Buena  Island  tenants  face  a Dec.  3 1 deadline  to  choose  apartments  elsewhere  on  the  island  to  make  way  for  a 
proposed  2014  groundbreaking  of  the  first  phase  of  the  8,000-unit  mixed-use  development. 

The  city  is  a partner  in  the  site’s  redevelopment,  and  local  officials  hope  to  use  Mayor  Ed  Lee’s  star  power  as  San  Francisco’s  first 
Asian  American  mayor  to  help  woo  Chinese  officials  into  approving  a $1.7  billion  loan. 

But  Lee  canceled  a November  trip  to  China,  blaming  the  delay  on  the  recent  ascension  of  former  Chinese  Vice  President  Xi 
Jinping,  who  became  general  secretary  of  the  Communist  Party. 

“Making  big  decisions  on  the  financing  at  a time  when  there  was  a change  in  leadership  in  China  could  have  introduced 
uncertainty,”  Lee  told  The  Bay  Citizen.  “We  just  want  to  be  sure  we’re  in  good  standing  and  hope  that  the  funding  remains  a 
priority.” 

The  mayor’s  office  referred  questions  about  loan  details  to  Lennar  Corp.,  which  is  leading  the  development  consortium.  But  when 
asked  about  terms,  status  and  backup  financing,  a Lennar  spokesman  offered  no  comment.  Previously,  reports  have  linked  the  deal 
to  a development  contract  with  the  China  Railway  Construction  Corp.

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Some  expressed  concern  that  they  would  be  moving  into  a radioactive  waste  cleanup  site. 

Longtime  renters  at  Y erba  B uena  Island,  where  former  Navy  family  housing  rents  for  upward  of  $ 1 ,8 1 3 per  unit,  have  been 
offered  the  option  of  apartments  of  similar  size  and  value  at  Treasure  Island.  There,  they’ve  been  promised  a version  of  rent 
control,  where  rates  will  rise  at  a fraction  of  inflation.  Rental  benefits  also  will  apply  to  housing  in  the  new  development. 

Those  who  opt  not  to  move  to  Treasure  Island  are  eligible  for  a $5,000  opt-out  premium. 

Twelve-year  Yerba  Buena  Island  resident  Ken  Masters  said  he  doesn’t  trust  Navy  officials’  reassurances  that  radioactive  waste  on 
Treasure  Island  poses  no  public  health  threat. 

“They’re  saying,  ‘Just  take  our  word  for  it;  it’s  safe,’  ” Masters  said.  “Never  mind  the  radioactive  signs.  Never  mind  the  guys  in 
the  decontamination  suits  doing  soil  tests.  Never  mind  that  you  can’t  eat  a vegetable  out  of  your  garden.  You’re  safe.” 

Masters  is  a plaintiff  in  a lawsuit  alleging  that  the  development’s  environmental  review  was  inadequate.  A judge  is  expected  to 
rule  this  month  on  whether  the  Navy  accurately  documented  toxic  and  radioactive  waste  on  the  island. 

“We  are  confident  that  our  case  is  solid  and  that  the  court  system  will  recognize  the  environmental  flaws  in  the  project,”  said 
former  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  President  Aaron  Peskin,  a co-plaintiff. 

At  last  week’s  meeting,  Tymoff  expressed  equal  certainty,  saying  the  environmental  review  was  complete  and  predicting  San 
Francisco  would  overcome  the  legal  challenge.

BACKGROUND 

On  April  15, 1997  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  (TIDA)  and  the  United  States 
Navy  (Navy)  executed  Requisition  and  Invoice  Form  1 149  allowing  for  TIDA  re-use  of  five 
former  U.S.  Navy  marine  Yard  Craft  (YC)  barges,  (collectively  “the  Barges”).  The  Barges  are 
of  an  open-lighter  design,  with  a deck  space  of  approximately  124  feet  long  by  34  feet  wide. 
During  the  construction  of  AT&T  Park,  YC-823  was  utilized  by  the  Port  of  San  Francisco  in 
support  of  construction  of  an  adjacent  ferry  landing  facility  in  McCovey  Cove,  and  remains 
berthed  at  the  Port  of  San  Francisco.  Between  1999  and  2007  the  Authority  was  party  to  a Bare 
Boat  Charter  Use  Permit  (Use  Permit)  with  Westar  Marine  Services  (Westar)  allowing  for 
Westar  use  of  the  remaining  four  barges  for  marine  construction  and  transportation  operations  on 
San  Francisco  Bay.  Subsequently  the  Authority  entered  into  a Bare  Boat  Charter  Use  Permit 
with  Salt  River  Construction,  Inc.  (Salt  River)  fi-om  2006  to  2007  for  use  of  the  remaining  four 
barges  in  support  of  Salt  Rivers’  marine  construction  and  transportation  operations  in  the 
Sacramento  Delta.  Upon  expiration  of  the  Use  Permit  with  Salt  River,  the  four  barges  were 
returned  and  berthed  at  Treasure  Island  Pier  1 (“Pier  1”).  Industry  outreach  conducted  by  TIDA 
staff  at  that  time  indicated  little  interest  in  new  short-term  charter  opportunities  for  the  Barges. 

On  November  18, 2009  the  Authority  Board  approved  a Sublease  with  Bay  Ship  and  Yacht  Co. 
for  sublease  of  Pier  1 for  berthing  vessels,  yachts,  and  barges  and  accompanying  Ught  repair 
work.  Upon  assumption  of  Pier  1 by  Bay  Ship  and  Yacht  and  after  its  own  inspection  of  the 
Barges,  it  was  determined  that  the  Barges  as  a whole  were  nearing  the  end  of  their  useful  life  and 
held  little  remaining  economic  value.  Barges  YC-713  and  YC-825  were  judged  to  be 
structurally  unfit  to  remain  in  service  and  were  disposed  of  The  Authority  entered  into  a Bare 
Boat  Charter  Use  Permit  with  Bay  Ship  and  Yacht  for  use  of  YC  barges  YC-699  and  YC-756 
Utilization  of  the  remaining  two  barges  at  Pier  1 allows  Bay  Ship  and  Yacht  improved  ability  to 
securely  berth  vessels  at  Pier  1 in  support  of  its  operations.  Bay  Ship  and  Yacht  also  allows  the 
Barges  to  be  used  for  as-needed  berthing  of  San  Francisco  Fire  Department  and  San  Francisco 
Police  Department  vessels  at  Pier  1. 


TERMS  OF  USE  PERMIT 

Expiration  of  the  Term  of  the  existing  Bare  Boat  Charter  Permit  for  these  YC  barges  requires  the 
Authority  and  Bay  Ship  to  renew  the  Use  Permit  document  to  assure  appropriate  documentation 
of  current  use  of  two  of  the  YC  barges  by  Bay  Ship  and  Yacht  in  support  of  its  operations  at  Pier 


Term: 

The  privilege  conferred  to  Permittee  pursuant  to  this  Permit  shall 
commence  on  December  12,  2012  and  shall  continue  on  a month- 
to-month  basis  not  to  exceed  November  30,  2013,  when  this  Permit 
shall  automatically  terminate  if  it  has  not  previously  been 
terminated.  If  custody  of  the  vessels  reverts  back  to  the  United 
States  Government,  or  Form  1149  terminates  for  any  reason 
whatsoever,  this  Permit  shall  automatically  terminate. 

Permit  Fee: 

In  consideration  of  the  revenue  provided  to  the  Authority  by 
Permittee's  Sublease  of  Treasure  Island  Pier  1,  the  continued  as- 
needed  use  of  the  barges  at  Pier  1 in  support  of  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  emergency  planning  and  response  operations,  and  in 
consideration  of  the  use  of  the  Barges  by  Permittee  at  Treasure 
Island  Pier  1 for  the  purpose  of  furthering  Permittee's  operations  at 
Treasure  Island  Pier  1,  there  shall  be  no  Permit  Fee  paid  by 
Permittee  for  the  term  of  the  Permit 

Use: 

Use  of  YC-699  and  YC-756  shall  be  for  the  sole  purpose  of 
standard  marine-based  activities  supporting  Bay  Ship  and  Yacht 
operations  at  Treasure  Island  Pier  1 under  the  terms  and  conditions 
of  the  Sublease  between  Bay  Ship  and  Yacht  Co.  and  the 
Authority,  and  more  particularly  as  follows: 

- Support  of  berthmg  of  vessels  at  Treasure  Island  Pier  1 . 

- Support  of  transport  of  materials  between  Tre^ure  Island  Pier 
1 and  Bay  Ship  and  Yacht  Co.  facilities  in  Alameda,  CA, 
excluding  materials  prohibited  under  Section  5(a)  of  the 
Permit. 

- Support  of  loading  and  unloading  of  materials  at  Treasure 
Island  Pier  1,  excluding  materials  prohibited  under  Section  5(a) 
of  Permit. 

Insurance: 

Insurance  requirements  shall  be  consistent  with  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  the  Sublease  between  Bay  Ship  and  Yacht  Co.  and 
the  Authority  for  Pier  1 . 

Security  Deposit: 


Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($5,000)

Additional  Terms: 


Various  provisions  within  the  Use  Permit  have  been  amended  to 
bring  the  document  up  to  date  with  recent  revisions  to  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  codes,  requirements  and  prohibitions. 


FINANCIAL  IMPACT 

This  Permit  has  no  financial  impact  on  the  yearly  budget  of  the  Treasure  Island  Development 
Authority. 

RECOMMENDATION 

Staff  recommends  authorization  for  the  Director  of  Island  Operations  or  her  designee  to  execute 
a Bare  Boat  Charter  Use  Permit,  including  waiver  of  Use  Permit  fees,  with  Bay  Ship  and  Yacht 
Co.  for  Barges  YC-699  and  YC-756.

USE  PERMIT 

(Bare  Boat  Charter) 


THIS  USE  PERMIT  (tliis  "Permit")  dated  for  reference  purposes  only  as  of 
December  12,  2012,  is  made  by  and  between  BAY  SHIP  AND  YACHT  CO.  a California 
corporation,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  “Permittee,”  and  the  TREASURE  ISLAND 
DEVELOPMENT  AUTHORITY,  a public  body,  corporate  and  politic,  hereinafter  referred  to  as 
“Authority,”  acting  by  and  through  its  Director  of  Island  Operations  or  the  Director's  designated 
agent,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  "Director." 

RECITALS 


WHEREAS,  The  U.S.  Navy  owns,  but  the  Authority  has  custody  of,  those  certain  Vessels 
described  in  Requisition  and  Invoice  document  dated  April  15,  1997  (Form  1149)  hereto 
attached  as  Exhibit  A : and 

WHEREAS,  Permittee  has  had  the  right  to  use  the  Vessels  since  2009  under  separate  use 
permit,  and  Permittee  seeks  to  continue  the  use  the  Vessels;  and 

WHEREAS,  Permittee  seeks  to  charter  the  Vessels  for  the  purposes  stated  herein,  subject 
to  the  terms  and  conditions  of  this  Permit. 

NOW  THEREFORE,  for  good  and  valuable  consideration,  the  receipt  of  which  is  hereby 
acknowledged.  Authority  and  Permittee  agree  as  follows: 

1.  Right  to  Use  Vessels.  Authority  hereby  confers  a right  to  use  and  charter  to  Permittee, 
and  Permittee  hereby  agrees  to  use  and  take  on  hire,  three  (3)  Vessels,  Number  YC  - 699  and 
YC  - 756,  beginning  on  December  12,  2012  for  the  rimited  purpose  and  subject  to  the  terms, 
condilion.s  and  resiricLions  set  forlh  In  this  PermiL. 


2.  Inspection  of  Vessels.  Perm.ittee  represents  and  warrants  that  Permittee  has  conducted  a 
thorough  and  diligent  inspection  and  investigation,  either  independently  or  through  its  officers, 
directors,  employees,  agents,  affiliates,  subsidiaries,  licensees  and  contractors,  and  their 
respective  heirs,  legal  representatives,  successors  and  assigns,  and  each  of  them,  (‘E'emiittee's 
Agents”)  of  the  Vessels,  their  seaworthiness  and  the  suitablHt>'  of  the  Vessels  for  Permittee' s 
intended  use.  Any  existing  damage  to  the  Vessels  identified  during  such  inspection  and 
investigation  is  set  forth  in  Exhibit  B attached  hereto].  Permittee  is  fully  aware  of  the  needs  of 
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its  operations  and  has  determined,  based  solely  on  its  own  inspection  and  investigation,  that  the 
Vessels  are  suitable  for  its  operations  and  intended  uses. 


3.  As  Is;  Disclaimer  of  All  Representations  and  Warranties.  Permittee  acknowledges 
and  agrees  that  the  Vessels  are  being  chartered  and  accepted  in  their  "AS  IS,  WITH  ALL 
FAULTS"  condition,  without  representation  or  warranty  of  any  kind,  and  subject  to  all 
applicable  laws,  statutes,  ordinances,  resolutions,  regulations,  proclamations,  orders  or  decrees  of 
any  municipal,  county,  state  or  federal  government  or  other  governmental  or  regulatory 
Authority  with  jurisdiction  over  the  Vessels,  or  any  portion  thereof,  whether  currently  in  effect  or 
adopted  in  the  future  and  whether  or  not  in  the  contemplation  of  the  Parties  (“Laws”)  governing 
the  use,  occupancy,  management,  operation  and  possession  of  the  Vessels.  Without  limiting  the 
foregoing,  this  Permit  is  made  subject  to  any  and  all  covenants,  conditions,  restrictions, 
easements  and  other  title  matters  affecting  the  Vessels,  or  any  portion  thereof,  whether  or  not  of 
record.  Permittee  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  neither  Authority  nor  any  of  its  officers, 
directors,  employees,  agents,  affiliates,  subsidiaries,  licensees  and  contractors,  and  their 
respective  heirs,  legal  representatives,  successors  and  assigns  (“Authority’s  Agents”)  have 
made,  and  Authority  hereby  disclaims,  any  representations  or  warranties,  express  or  implied, 
concerning  (i)  title  or  survey  matters  affecting  the  Vessels,  (ii)  the  physical,  mschanical, 
operational  or  environmental  condition  of  the  Vessels,  (iii)  the  seaworthiness  of  the  Vessels,  (iv) 
the  feasibility,  cost  or  legality  of  Permittee’s  use  of  the  Vessels,  (v)  the  safety  of  the  Vessels, 
whether  for  the  use  by  Permittee  or  any  other  person,  including  Permittee’s  Agents  or

4.  Use  of  Vessels.  Permittee  shall  use  the  Vessels  for  the  sole  purpose  set  forth  in  Exhibit  C 
attached  hereto. 


5.  Restrictions  on  Use.  Permittee  agrees  that,  by  way  of  example  only  and  without 
limitation,  the  following  uses  of  the  Vessels  by  Permittee,  or  any  other  person  claiming  by  or 
through  Permittee,  are  inconsistent  with  the  limited  purpose  of  this  Permit  and  are  strictly 
prohibited  as  provided  below: 

(a)  Hazardous  Material.  Permittee  shall  not  cause,  nor  shall  Permittee  allow  any  of 
its  Agents  or  Invitees  (as  such  terms  are  defined  below)  to  cause,  any  Hazardous  Material 
(as  defined  below)  to  be  brought  upon,  kept,  used,  stored,  generated  or  disposed  of  in,  on 
or  about  the  Vessels,  or  transported  to  or  fi:om  the  Vessels  without  the  prior  written 
consent  of  Authority  or  except  as  may  be  expressly  set  forth  in  Exhibit  C hereto. 
Permittee  shall  immediately  notify  Authority  when  Permittee  learns  of,  or  has  reason  to 
believe  that,  a release  of  Hazardous  Material  has  occurred  in,  on  or  about  the  Vessels. 
Permittee  shall  further  comply  with  all  laws  requiring  notice  of  such  releases  or 
threatened  releases  to  governmental  agencies,  and  shall  take  all  action  necessary^  to 
iriiugate  the  release  or  mmiinize  the  spread  of  contamination.  In  the  event  that  Permittee 
or  its  Agents  or  Invitees  eanse  a release  of  Hazardous  Material,  Permittee  shall,  without 
cost  to  Authority  and  in  accordance  -with  all  laws  and  regulations,  return  the  Vessels  to 


the  condition  immediately  prior  to  the  release.  In  connection  therewith,  Permittee  shall 
afford  Authority  a full  opportunity  to  participate  in  any  discussion  with  governmental 
agencies  regarding  any  settlement  agreement,  cleanup  or  abatement  agreement,  consent 
decree  or  other  compromise  proceeding  involving  Hazardous  Material.  For  purposes 
hereof,  "Hazardous  Material"  means  material  that,  because  of  its  quantity,  concentration 
or  physical  or  chemical  characteristics,  is  at  any  time  now  or  hereafter  deemed  by  any 
federal,  state  or  local  governmental  Authority  to  pose  a present  or  potential  hazard  to 
public  health,  welfare  or  the  environment.  Hazardous  Material  includes,  without 
limitation,  any  material  or  substance  defined  as  a "hazardous  substance,  pollutant  or 
contaminant"  pursuant  to  the  Comprehensive  Environmental  Response,  Compensation 
and  Liability  Act  of  1980,  as  amended,  42  U.S.C.  Sections  9601  et  sea.,  or  pursuant  to 
Section  25316  of  the  California  Health  & Safety  Code;  a "hazardous  waste"  listed 
pursuant  to  Section  25140  of  the  California  Health  & Safety  Code;  any  asbestos  and 
asbestos  containing  materials  whether  or  not  such  materials  are  part  of  the  Vessels  or  are 
naturally  occurring  substances  in  the  Vessels,  and  any  petroleum,  including,  without 
limitation,  crude  oil  or  any  fraction  thereof,  natural  gas  or  natural  gas  liquids.  The  term 
"release"  or  "threatened  release"  when  used  with  respect  to  Hazardous  Material  shall 
include  any  actual  or  imminent  spilling,  leaking,  pumping,  pouring,  emitting,  emptying, 
discharging,  injecting,  escaping,  leaching,  dumping,  or  disposing  in,  on,  under  or  about 
the  Vessels. 

(b)  Waste  or  Nuisances.  Permittee  shall  not  conduct  any  activities  on  or  about  the 
Vessels  that  constitute  waste  or  nuisance. 

(c)  Damage.  Permittee  shall  not  do  anything  about  any  Vessel  that  could  cause 
damage  to  any  Vessel  or  any  other  Authority  property. 

(d)  Advertising  or  Promotional  Activities.  Permittee  shall  not  conduct  or  allow  to 
be  conducted  any  advertising,  marketing  or  promotional  activities  on  any  portion  of  the 
Vessels,  unless  expressly  described  in  Exhibit  C hereto  or  unless  Permittee  first  obtains 
Authority’s  prior  written  consent,  which  Authority  may  give  or  withhold  in  its  sole  and 
absolute  discretion. 

(e)  Navy  Requirements.  Permittee’s  use  is  subject  and  subordinate  to  the  rules  and 
requirements  of  the  Navy,  as  owner  of  the  Vessels,  as  set  forth  in  Requisition  and  Invoice 
Form  1149  or  elsewhere.  Permittee  agrees  to  strictly  comply  with  all  Navy  rules  and 
requirements. 

6.  Alterations.  Permittee  shall  not  make  any  modifications,  alterations  or  additions  to  all  or 
any  portion  of  the  Vessels,  unless  Permittee  first  obtains  Authority’s  prior  written  consent,  which 
Authority  may  give  or  withhold  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion. 

7.  Permit  Fees;  Liquidated  Damages  for  Failure  to  Surrender  as  Required.  In 
consideration  of  the  revenue  provided  to  the  Authority  by  Permittee's  Sublease  of  Treasure 
Island  Pier  1,  and  in  consideration  of  the  use  of  the  Barges  by  Permittee  at  Treasure  Island  Pier  1 
for  the  purpose  of  furthering  Permittee's  operations  at  Treasure  Island  Pier  1,  and  in 
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consideration  of  the  continued  use  of  the  barges  at  Pier  1 in  support  of  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  emergency  planning  and  response  operations  there  shall  be  no  Permit  Fee  paid  by 
Permittee  for  the  term  of  the  Permit  as  set  forth  in  Section  8 below.  Should  Permittee  fail  to 
surrender  any  Vessel  as  required  hereunder  at  the  time  and  date  set  forth  in  Section  8 below,  then 
Authority  will  suffer  actual  damages  that  will  be  impractical  or  extremely  difficult  to  determine. 
In  such  event,  Permittee  shall  pay  to  Authority  upon  demand  an  amount  equal  to  die  sum  of 
Fifteen  Thousand  Dollars  ($15,000.00)  per  Vessel  for  each  30-day  period  after  such  date  and 
time  until  the  Vessel  is  surrendered  as  required  hereunder.  Authority  and  Permittee  acknowledge 
and  agree  that  such  amount  is  not  a penalty,  but  is  a reasonable  estimate  of  the  losses  that 
Authority  will  incur  based  on  such  failure  to  surrender  any  Vessel  as  required  hereunder. 

(a)  Late  Charge.  If  Permittee  fails  to  pay  any  fees  or  other  amounts  due  under  this 
Permit  within  ten  (10)  days  after  the  date  the  same  is  due  and  payable,  such  unpaid  amount  will 
be  subject  to  a late  payment  charge  equal  to  six  percent  (6%)  of  the  unpaid  amoimt  in  each 
instance.  The  late  payment  charge  has  been  agreed  upon  by  the  Authority  and  Permittee,  after 
negotiation,  as  a reasonable  estimate  of  the  additional  administrative  costs  and  detriment  that  the 
Authority  wtiii  incur  as  a result  of  any  such  failure  by  Permittee,  the  actual  costs  thereof  being 
extremely  difficult  if  not  impossible  to  determine.  The  late  payment  charge  constitutes 
liquidated  damages  to  compensate  the  Authority  for  its  damages  resulting  from  such  failure  to 
pay  and  Permittee  shall  promptly  pay  such  charge  to  Authority  together  with  such  unpaid 
amount. 

(b)  Defanlt  Interest.  For  any  fee  or  other  amount  due  under  this  Permit  that  is  not 
paid  wdthin  thirty  (30)  days  following  the  due  date,  such  unpaid  amount  shall  bear  interest  from 
such  date  until  paid  at  the  rate  of  ten  percent  (10%)  per  year.  However,  interest  shall  not  be 
payable  on  late  charges  incurred  by  Peimittee  nor  on  any  am-ounts  cm  which  late  charges  are  paid 
by  Permittee  to  the  extent  this  interest  wmdd  cause  the  total  interest  to  be  in  excess  of  tiiat  which 
an  individual  is  lawfiiUy  permitted  to  charge.  Payment  of  interest  shall  not  excuse  or  cure  any 
default  by  Peimittee, 

8.  Term  of  Permit.  The  prmlege  conferred  to  Permittee  pursuant  to  this  Permit  shall 
commence  on  December  12,  2012  and  shall  continue  on  a month-to-month  basis  not  to  exceed 
November  30,  2013,  when  this  Pemtit  shall  auLomatically  terminate  if  it  has  not  previously  been 
tsinirjated.  The  existing  use  permit  for  the  Vessels  betw^een  the  Authority  and  Permittee  shall 
terminate  upon  the  commencement  of  this  Pemiit,  If  custody  of  the  vessels  reverts  back  to  the 
United  States  Government,  or  Form  1149  terminates  for  any  reason  whatsoever,  this  Permit  shall 
automatically  terminate. 

9.  Compliance  with  Laws.  Permittee  shaU,  at  its  sole  expose,  conduct  and  cause  to  be 
conducted  all  activities  on  the  Vessels  in  a safe  and  reasonable  manner  and  in  compliance  with 
all  applicable  laws,  regulations,  Oidinanc®  and  oMers  of  any  govemmenial  or  other  regulatory 
entity  whether  presently  in  effect  or  subsequently  adopted  and  whether  or  not  in  the 
contemplation  of  the  parties.  Permittee  shall,  at  its  sole  e.xpense,  procure  and  maintain  in  forc-s  at 
all  times  during  its  use  of  the  V^seis  any  and  ail  business  and  other  licenses,  permits  or 
S5provals  necessary  to  conduct  the  activities  allowed  hereunder.  Permittee  understands  and 
agrees  that  Authority  is  entering  into  this  Permit  in  its  capacity  as  a property  owner  with  a 
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proprietary  interest  in  the  Vessels  and  not  as  a regulatory  agency  with  police  powers.  In 
addition,  Permittee  understands  and  agrees  that  Authority  is  not  in  any  way  acting  on  behalf  of 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  “City”)  or  the  Port  of  San  Francisco  (the  ‘Tort”). 
Permittee  further  understands  and  agrees  that  no  approval  by  Authority  for  purposes  of  this 
Permit  shall  be  deemed  to  constitute  approval  of  any  federal,  state,  city  or  other  local  regulatory 
Authority  with  jurisdiction  (including,  without  limitation,  the  City  or  the  Port),  and  nothing 
herein  shall  limit  Permittee's  obligation  to  obtain  all  necessary  regulatory  approvals  at 
Permittee's  sole  cost  or  limit  in  any  way  Authority's,  the  City’s  or  the  Port’s  exercise  of  their 
respective  police  powers.  Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  before  beginning  any  use  of  the 
Vessels,  Permittee  shall  obtain  any  and  all  permits,  licenses  and  approvals  (collectively, 
"approvals")  of  all  regulatory  agencies  and  other  third  parties  that  are  required  to  commence  and 
complete  such  use. 

10.  Surrender.  Upon  the  expiration  of  this  Permit,  Permittee  shall  suirender  the  Vessels  in 
the  same  condition  as  received,  free  from  hazards  and  clear  of  all  debris.  Permittee  shall  not  be 
responsible  for  ordinary  wear  and  tear  resulting  from  Permittee’s  reasonable,  prudent  and  careful 
use  of  any  Vessel  in  employment  for  which  it  is  suited  by  design,  age  and  condition  upon 
delivery.  Prior  to  surrender.  Permittee  shall  remove  all  of  its  property  fi'om  the  Vessels 
permitted  hereunder,  and  shall  repair,  at  its  cost,  any  damage  to  the  Vessels  caused  by  such 
removal.  Should  Authority  determine  that  Permittee  has  failed  to  surrender  any  Vessel  in  the 
condition  required  hereunder,  then  (without  limiting  any  other  rights  or  remedies  available  to 
Authority),  Authority  shall  have  the  right  (but  no  obligation)  to  refuse  redelivery  of  the  Vessel 
unless,  and  until  such  time  as.  Permittee  shall  have  fully  cured,  at  its  sole  cost  and  expense,  such 
failure  to  return  the  Vessel  in  the  condition  required  hereunder,  and,  in  any  event,  whether  or  not 
Authority  has  refused  redelivery  as  permitted  hereunder.  Permittee  shall  be  bound  to  make 
payments  for  the  continued  use  of  the  Vessel  in  the  manner  and  amounts  set  forth  in  Section  7 
until  such  time  as  Permittee  has  fully  cured  such  failure.  Permittee's  obligations  under  this 
Section  shall  survive  any  termination  of  this  Permit. 

11.  Indemnity.  Permittee  shall  indemnify,  defend  and  hold  harmless  Authority,  the  City, 
and  the  United  States  of  America,  acting  by  and  through  the  Department  of  the  Navy,  and  then- 
respective  officers,  agents,  employees  and  contractors,  and  each  of  them,  from  and  against  any 
and  all  demands,  claims,  legal  or  administrative  proceedings,  losses,  costs,  penalties,  fines,  liens, 
judgments,  damages  and  liabilities  of  any  kind  ("Claims"),  arising  directly  or  indirectly,  out  of 
or  in  connection  with  any  Vessel  or  the  use,  control,  operation  or  condition  of  each  Vessel,  for  so 
long  as  such  Vessel  is  chartered  hereunder  or  remains  within  the  actual  or  constructive 
possession  and  control  of  Permittee  or  Permittee’s  Agents.  Permittee's  obligations  under  this 
Section  shall  survive  the  expiration  or  other  termination  of  this  PermJt. 

12.  Waiver  of  Claims.  Neither  Authority  nor  City,  or  any  of  their  respective  commissions, 
departments,  boards,  officers,  agents  or  employees  shall  be  liable  for  any  damage  to  the  property 
of  Permittee,  its  officers,  agents,  employees,  contractors  or  subcontractors,  or  their  employees,  or 
for  any  bodily  injury  or  death  to  such  persons,  resulting  or  arising  from  the  condition  of  the 
Vessels  or  their  use  by  Permittee  or  Permittee’s  Agents. 
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13.  No  Assignment.  This  Permit  is  personal  to  Permittee  and  neither  this  Permit  nor  any 
Vessel  shall  be  assigned,  conveyed,  subchartered  or  otherwise  transferred  by  Permittee  under  any 
circumstances  without  the  prior  written  approval  of  the  Director  of  the  Authority.  Any 
assignment,  conveyance,  subcharter  or  other  transfer  by  Permittee  without  the  prior  written 
approval  of  the  Director  of  the  Authority  shall  be  null  and  void,  and  Permittee  shall  remain 
responsible  for  all  obligations  under  this  permit. 

14.  Liens.  Authority  shall  be  the  sole  entity  empowered  to  pledge  the  credit  of  any  Vessel 
for  any  purpose.  None  of  Permittee,  Permittee’s  Agents,  the  master  of  any  Vessel,  any  person 
having  or  claiming  the  right  to  manage,  control  or  possess  any  Vessel  or  the  master  of  any 
towing  vessel,  shall  have  the  right,  power  or  authority  to  contract  for,  create,  incur  or  suffer  to  be 
imposed  upon  any  Vessel  any  lien  or  charge  of  any  nature  of  kind  whatsoever.  Authority  shall 
have  a maritime  lien  on  all  cargo,  freight,  subfrei^ts  and  upon  all  equipment,  tools,  machinery 
or  other  property  now  or  hereafter  placed  or  carried  upon  any  Vessel,  to  secure  Permittee’s  fuU 
and  strict  performance  of  the  terms  of  this  Permit. 

15.  Insurance. 

Permittee  shall  procure  and  keep  in  effect  at  all  times  during  the  term  of  this  permit,  at 
Permittee’s  sole  expense,  insurance  as  follows: 

(a)  General  Liability  Insurance.  Comprehensive  or  commercial  general  liability 
insurance,  with  limits  not  less  than  One  Million  Dollars  ($1,000,000)  each  occurrence 
combined  single  limit  for  bodily  injury  and  property  damage,  including  coverages  for 
contractual  liability,  independent  contractors,  broad  form  property  damage,  personal 
injury,  products  and  completed  operations,  fire  damage  and  legal  liability  with  limits  not 
less  than  One  Million  Dollars  ($1,000,000),  explosion,  collapse  and  underground  (XCU). 

(b)  Automobile  Liability  Insurance.  Comprehensive  or  business  automobile 
liability  insurance  with  limits  not  less  than  One  Million  Dollars  ($1,000,000)  each 
occurrence  combined  single  limit  for  bodily  injury  and  property  damage,  including 
coverages  for  owned  and  hired  vehicles  and  for  employer’s  non-ownership  liability, 
which  insurance  shall  be  required  if  any  automobiles  or  any  other  motor  vehicles  are 
operated  in  connection  with  Subtenant’s  activity  on  the  Premises  or  the  Permitted  Use. 

(c)  Worker’s  Compensation  and  Employer’s  Liability;  Jones  Act;  U.S. 

Longshore  and  Harborworker’s  Act  Insurance.  Worker’s  Compensation  Insurance, 
U.S.  Longshore  and  Harborworker's  Act  Insurance  and  Jones  Act  Insurance  with 
Employer's  Liability  limit  not  less  than  One  Million  Dollars  ($1,000,000.00)  for  each 
accident,  injury  or  illness,  on  employees  eligible  for  each.  In  the  event  Subtenant  is  self- 
insured  for  the  insurance  required  pursuant  to  this  Section  17.1.  (c),  it  shall  furnish  to 
Sublandlord  a current  Certificate  of  Permission  to  Self-Insure  signed  by  the  Department 
of  Industrial  Relations,  Administration  of  Self-Insurance,  Sacramento,  California. 

(d)  Personal  Property  Insurance.  Subtenant,  at  its  sole  cost  and  expense,  shall 
procure  and  maintain  on  all  of  its  personal  property  and  Alterations,  in,  on,  or  about  the 
Premises,  property  insurance  on  an  all  risk  form,  excluding  earthquake  and  flood,  to  the 
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extent  of  full  replacement  value.  The  proceeds  from  any  such  policy  shall  be  used  by 
Subtenant  for  the  replacement  of  Subtenant's  personal  property. 

(e)  Watercraft  Liability  Insurance.  Subtenant,  at  its  sole  cost  and  expense,  shall 
procure  and  maintain  protection  and  indemnity  insurance  or  other  form  of  watercraft 
liability  insurance  acceptable  to  Sublandlord,  with  limits  not  less  than  Five  Million 
Dollars  ($5,000,000)  per  each  occurrence,  including  coverages  for  owned  and  non-owned 
watercraft;  but  this  insurance  shall  be  required  only  if  the  Subtenant  operates  any 
watercraft  under  the  provisions  of  this  Sublease;  provided,  however,  that,  in  the  event 
Subtenant  receives  any  goods  from  any  watercraft,  then  Subtenant  shall  require  that  the 
operator  of  such  watercraft  maintain  the  insurance  set  forth  in  this  Section  17.1.  (e). 

(f)  Contractor's  Pollution  Legal  Liability  Insurance.  Subtenant,  at  its  sole  cost 
and  expense,  shall  procure  and  maintain  Contractor's  Pollution  Legal  Liability  Insurance 
with  combined  single  limit  of  Two  Million  Dollars  ($2,000,000.00)  each  claim.  Five 
Million  Dollars  ($5,000,000.00)  aggregate,  and  with  coverage  to  include  legal  liability 
arising  from  the  sudden  and  accidental  release  of  pollutants,  and  no  less  than  a one-year 
extended  reporting  period. 

(g)  Vessel  Pollution  Liability  Insurance.  Subtenant,  at  its  sole  cost  and  expense, 
shall  procure  and  maintain  Vessel  Pollution  Liability  Insurance  with  combined  single 
limit  of  Two  Million  Dollars  ($2,000,000.00)  each  claim.  Five  Million  Dollars 
($5,000,000.00)  aggregate,  and  with  coverage  to  include  legal  liability  arising  from  the 
sudden  and  accidental  release  of  pollutants,  and  no  less  than  a one-year  extended 
reporting  period. 

(h)  Hull  and  Machinery  Protection  and  Indemnity  Insurance.  Subtenant,  at  its 
sole  cost  and  expense  shall  procure  and  maintain  Hull  and  Machinery  Protection  and 
Indemnity  Insurance  in  a form  and  with  limited  acceptable  to  the  Authority. 

(i)  Bumpershoot;  Umbrella;  Excess  Insurance.  Subtenant,  at  its  sole  cost  and 
expense,  shall  procure  and  maintain  a bumpershoot,  umbrella  or  excess  insurance  policy 
with  policy  limits  of  no  less  than  Twenty  Million  Dollars  ($20,000,000). 

(j)  Other  Coverage.  Such  other  insurance  or  different  coverage  amounts  as  is 
required  by  law  or  as  is  generally  required  by  commercial  owners  of  property  similar  in 
size,  character,  age  and  location  as  the  Premises,  as  may  change  from  time  to  time,  or  as 
may  be  required  by  the  City's  Risk  Manager. 


All  policies  required  hereunder  shall  provide  for  the  following:  (i)  name  as  additional  named 
insureds  Authority  and  its  officers,  agents  and  employees;  and  (ii)  specify  that  such  policies  are 
primary  insurance  to  any  other  insurance  available  to  the  additional  insureds,  with  respect  to  any 
claims  arising  out  of  this  Permit  and  that  insurance  applies  separately  to  each  insured  against 
whom  claim  is  made  or  suit  is  brought.  Such  policies  shall  also  provide  for  severability  of 
interests  and  that  an  act  or  omission  of  one  of  the  named  insureds  which  would  void  or  otherwise 
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reduce  coverage  shall  not  reduce  or  void  the  coverage  as  to  any  insured,  and  shall  afford 
coverage  for  all  claims  based  on  acts,  omissions,  injury  or  damage  which  occurred  or  arose  (or 
the  onset  of  which  occurred  or  arose)  in  whole  or  in  part  during  the  policy  period. 

All  policies  shall  be  endorsed  to  provide  thirty  (30)  days  prior  written  notice  of  cancellation, 
non-renewal  or  reduction  in  coverage  to  Authority. 

Prior  to  the  commencement  date  of  this  Permit,  Permittee  shall  deliver  to  Authority  certificates 
of  insurance  in  form  and  with  insurers  satisfactory  to  Authority,  evidencing  the  coverages 
required  hereunder.  In  the  event  Permittee  shall  fail  to  procure  such  insurance,  or  to  deliver  such 
policies  or  certificates.  Authority  may  terminate  this  Permit. 

Should  any  of  the  required  insurance  be  provided  under  a form  of  coverage  that  includes  a 
general  annual  aggregate  limit  or  provides  that  claims  investigation  or  legal  defense  costs  be 
included  in  such  general  annual  aggregate  limit,  such  general  aggregate  limit  shall  double  the 
occurrence  or  claims  limits  specified  above. 

Should  any  of  the  required  insurance  be  provided  under  a claims  made  form.  Permittee  shall 
maintain  such  coverage  continuously  throughout  the  term  of  this  Permit  and,  without  lapse,  for  a 
period  of  one  (1)  year  beyond  the  Permit  expiration,  to  the  effect  that,  should  any  occurrences 
during  the  Permit  term  give  rise  to  claims  made  after  expiration  of  the  Permit,  such  claims  shall 
be  covered  by  such  claims-made  policies. 

Permittee's  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Section  shall  in  no  way  relieve  or  decrease 
Permittee's  indemnification  obligations  under  this  Permit  or  any  of  Permittee's  other  obligations 
hereunder.  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  in  this  Permit,  this  Permit  shall  terminate 
immediately,  without  notice  to  Permittee,  upon  the  lapse  of  any  required  insurance  coverage. 
Permittee  shall  be  responsible,  at  its  expense,  for  separately  insuring  Permittee's  personal 
property. 

16.  MacBride  Principles  - Northern  Ireland.  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  urges 
companies  doing  business  in  Northern  Ireland  to  move  toward  resolving  employment  inequities 
and  encourages  them  to  abide  by  the  MacBride  Principles  as  expressed  in  San  Francisco 
Administrative  Code  Section  12F.1.  etseq.  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  also  urges 
San  Francisco  companies  to  do  business  with  corporations  that  abide  by  the  MacBride  Principles. 
Permittee  acknowledges  that  it  has  read  and  understands  the  above  statement  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  concerning  doing  business  in  Northern  Ireland. 
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17.  Non-Discrimination, 


17.1  Covenant  Not  to  Discriminate.  In  the  performance  of  this  Permit,  Permittee 
covenants  and  agrees  not  to  discriminate  on  the  basis  of  any  fact  or  perception  of  a 
person's  race,  color,  creed,  national  origin,  ancestry,  age,  sex,  sexual  orientation,  gender 
identity,  domestic  partner  status,  maiital  status,  disability,  height,  weight  or  acquired 
immune  deficiency  (AIDS)  or  HTV  syndrome  against  any  employee  of,  any  City  or 
Authority  employee  working  with,  or  applicant  for  employment  with.  Permittee,  in  any  of 
Permittee’s  operations  within  the  United  States,  or  against  any  person  seeking 
accommodations,  advantages,  facilities,  privileges,  services,  or  membership  in  all 
business,  social,  or  other  establishments  or  organizations  operated  by  Permittee. 

17.2  Subcontracts.  Permittee  shall  include  in  all  subcontracts  relating  to  the  Premises 
a non-discrimination  clause  applicable  to  such  subcontractor  in  substantially  the  form  of 
Section  28.1  above.  In  addition.  Permittee  shall  incorporate  by  reference  in  all 
subcontracts  the  provisions  of  Sections  12B.2(a),  12B.2(c)-(k),  and  12C.3  of  the  San 
Francisco  Administrative  Code  and  shall  require  all  subcontractors  to  comply  with  such 
provisions.  Permittee’s  failure  to  comply  with  the  obligations  in  this  Section  shall 
constitute  a material  breach  of  this  Permit. 

17.3  Non-Discrimination  in  Benefits.  Permittee  does  not  as  of  the  date  of  this  Permit 
and  will  not  during  the  term  of  this  Permit,  in  any  of  its  operations  in  San  Francisco  or 
where  the  work  is  being  performed  for  the  City  or  elsewhere  within  the  United  States, 
discriminate  in  the  provision  of  bereavement  leave,  family  medical  leave,  health  benefits, 
membership  or  membership  discounts,  moving  expenses,  pension  and  retirement  benefits 
or  travel  benefits,  as  well  as  any  benefits  other  than  the  benefits  specified  above,  between 
employees  with  domestic  partners  and  employees  with  spouses,  and/or  between  the 
domestic  partners  and  spouses  of  such  employees,  where  the  domestic  partnership  has 
been  registered  with  a governmental  entity  pursuant  to  state  or  local  law  authorizing  such 
registration,  subject  to  the  conditions  set  forth  in  Section  12B.2(b)  of  the  San  Francisco 
Administrative  Code. 

17.4  Incorporation  of  Administrative  Code  Provisions  by  Reference.  The 

provisions  of  Chapters  12B  and  12C  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  relating  to 
non-discrimination  by  parties  contracting  for  the  use  of  City  property  are  incorporated  in 
this  Section  by  reference  and  made  a part  of  this  Permit  as  though  fully  set  forth  herein. 
Permittee  shall  comply  fully  with  and  be  bound  by  all  of  the  provisions  that  apply  to  this 
Permit  under  such  Chapters  of  the  Administrative  Code,  including  but  not  limited  to  the 
remedies  provided  in  such  Chapters.  Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  Permittee 
understands  that  pursuant  to  Section  12B.2(h)  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code, 
a penalty  of  Fifty  Dollars  ($50)  for  each  person  for  each  calendar  day  during  which  such 
person  was  discriminated  against  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  Permit  may  be 
assessed  against  Permittee  and/or  deducted  from  any  payments  due  Permittee. 

18.  Tropical  Hardwoods  and  Virgin  Redwood.  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 

urges  companies  not  to  import,  purchase,  obtain  or  use  for  any  purpose,  any  tropical  hardwood. 
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tropical  hardwood  wood  product,  virgin  redwood  or  virgin  redwood  wood  product,  except  as 
expressly  permitted  by  the  application  of  Sections  802(b)  and  803(b)  of  the  San  Francisco 
Environment  Code.  Permittee  agrees  that,  except  as  permitted  by  the  application  of  Sections 
802(b)  and  803(b),  Permittee  shall  not  use  or  incorporate  any  tropical  hardwood,  tropical 
hardwood  wood  product,  virgin  redwood  or  virgin  redwood  wood  product  in  the  performance  of 
this  Permit. 

19.  No  Tobacco  Advertising.  Permittee  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  no  advertising  of 
cigarettes  or  tobacco  products  is  allowed  on  any  real  property  owned  by  or  under  the  control  of 
the  Authority,  including  the  property  which  is  the  subject  of  this  Permit.  This  prohibition 
includes  the  placement  of  the  name  of  a company  producing,  selling  or  distributing  cigarettes  or 
tobacco  products  or  the  name  of  any  cigarette  or  tobacco  product  in  any  promotion  of  any  event 
or  product.  This  prohibition  does  not  apply  to  any  advertisement  sponsored  by  a state,  local  or 
nonprofit  entity  designed  to  communicate  the  health  hazards  of  cigarettes  and  tobacco  products 
or  to  encourage  people  not  to  smoke  or  to  stop  smoking. 

20.  Conflicts  of  Interest.  Through  its  execution  of  this  Permit,  Permittee  acknowledges  that 
it  is  familiar  with  the  provisions  of  Section  15.103  of  the  San  Francisco  Charter,  Article  III, 
Chapter  2 of  City's  Campaign  and  Governmental  Conduct  Code,  and  Sections  87100  et  seq.  and 
Sections  1090  et  seq.  of  the  Government  Code  of  the  State  of  California,  and  certifies  that  it  does 
not  know  of  any  facts  which  would  constitute  a violation  of  said  provision,  and  agrees  that  if 
Permittee  becomes  aware  of  any  such  fact  during  the  term  of  this  Permit,  Permittee  shall 
immediately  notify  Authority. 


21.  Notification  of  Limitations  on  Contributions.  Through  its  execution  of  this  Permit, 
Permittee  acknowledges  that  it  is  familiar  with  Section  1.126  of  the  San  Francisco  Campaign  and 
Governmental  Conduct  Code,  which  prohibits  any  person  who  contracts  with  the  City  or  a state 
agency  on  whose  board  an  appointee  of  a City  elective  officer  serves,  for  the  selling  or  leasing  of 
any  land  or  building  to  or  from  the  City  or  a state  agency  on  whose  board  an  appointee  of  a City 
elective  officer  serves,  from  making  any  campaign  contribution  to  (1)  an  individual  holding  a 
City  elective  office  if  the  contract  must  be  approved  by  the  individual,  a board  on  which  that 
individual  serves,  or  a board  on  which  an  appointee  of  that  individual  serves,  (2)  a candidate  for 
the  office  held  by  such  individual,  or  (3)  a committee  controlled  by  such  individual,  at  any  time 
from  the  commencement  of  negotiations  for  the  contract  until  the  later  of  either  the  termination 
of  negotiations  for  such  contract  or  six  (6)  months  after  the  date  the  contract  is  approved. 
Permittee  acknowledges  that  the  foregoing  restriction  applies  only  if  the  contract  or  a 
combination  or  series  of  contracts  approved  by  the  same  individual  or  board  in  a fiscal  year  have 
a total  anticipated  or  actual  value  of  $50,000  or  more.  Permittee  further  acknowledges  that  the 
prohibition  on  contributions  applies  to  each  prospective  party  to  the  contract;  each  member  of 
Permittee’s  board  of  directors;  Permittee’s  chairperson,  chief  executive  officer,  chief  financial 
officer  and  chief  operating  officer;  any  person  with  an  ownership  interest  of  more  than  20 
percent  in  Permittee;  any  subcontractor  listed  in  the  bid  or  contract;  and  any  committee  that  is 
sponsored  or  controlled  by  Permittee.  Additionally,  Permittee  acknowledges  that  Permittee  must 
inform  each  of  the  persons  described  in  the  preceding  sentence  of  the  prohibitions  contained  in 
Section  1.126.

WHEREAS,  Former  Naval  Station  Treasure  Island  is  a military  base  located  on 
Treasure  Island  and  Yerba  Buena  Island  (together,  the  "Base"),  which  is  currently  owned  by 
the  United  States  of  America,  acting  by  and  through  the  Department  of  the  Navy;  and, 
WHEREAS,  The  Base  was  selected  for  closure  and  disposition  by  the  Base 
Realignment  and  Closure  Commission  in  1993,  acting  under  Public  Law  101-510,  and  its 
subsequent  amendments;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  May  2,  1997,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  passed  Resolution  No.  380-97, 
authorizing  the  Mayor’s  Treasure  Island  Project  Office  to  establish  a nonprofit  public  benefit 
corporation  known  as  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  (the  ’Authority”)  to  act  as  a 
single  entity  focused  on  the  planning,  redevelopment,  reconstruction,  rehabilitation,  reuse  and 
conversion  of  the  Base  for  the  public  interest,  convenience,  welfare  and  common  benefit  of 
the  inhabitants  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Under  the  Treasure  Island  Conversion  Act  of  1997,  which  amended 
Section  33492.5  of  the  California  Health  and  Safety  Code  and  added  Section  2.1  to  Chapter 
1333  of  the  Statutes  of  1968  (the  Act”),  the  California  Legislature  (i)  designated  the  Authority 
as  a redevelopment  agency  under  California  redevelopment  law  with  authority  over  the  Base 
upon  approval  of  the  City’s  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  (ii)  with  respect  to  those  portions  of  the 
Base  which  are  subject  to  Tidelands  Trust,  vested  in  the  Authority  the  authority  to  administer 
the  public  trust  for  commerce,  navigation  and  fisheries  as  to  such  property;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  approved  the  designation  of  the  Authority  as  a 
redevelopment  agency  for  Treasure  island  in  1997;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  January  24,  2012,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  rescinded  designation  of 
the  Authority  as  the  redevelopment  agency  for  Treasure  Island  under  California  Community 
Redevelopment  Law  in  Resolution  No.  11-12;  and  that  such  rescission  does  not  affect 
Authority's  status  as  the  Local  Reuse  Authority  for  Treasure  Island  or  the  Tidelands  Trust 
trustee  for  the  portions  of  Treasure  Island  subject  to  the  Tidelands  Trust,  or  any  of  the  other 
powers  or  authority;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  April  15,  1997  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  the  United 
States  Navy  (Navy)  executed  Requisition  and  Invoice  Form  1149  allowing  for  re-use  of  five 
former  U.S.  Navy  Yard  Craft  Barge  vessels,  vessel  numbers  YC-699,  YC-713,  YC-765,  YC- 
823  and  YC-825;  and, 

WHEREAS  On  November  18,  2009  the  Authority  Board  approved  a Sublease  with  Bay  ^ 
Ship  and  Yacht  Co.  for  sublease  of  Treasure  Island  Pier  1 for  berthing  vessels,  yachts,  and 
barges  and  accompanying  maintenance  work.;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Bay  Ship  and  Yacht  Co.  has  utilized  Barges  YC-699  and  YC-756  in 
support  of  its  ongoing  activities  at  Pier  1 for  the  sole  purpose  of  standard  marine-based 
activities  supporting  Bay  Ship  and  Yacht  Co.  operations  at  Treasure  Island  Pier  1 under  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  the  Sublease  between  Bay  Ship  and  Yacht  Co.  and  the  Authority;  and 
WHEREAS,  Bay  Ship  and  Yacht  Co.  allows  use  of  the  Barges  for  as-needed  berthing

WHEREAS,  Bay  Ship  and  Yacht  desires  to  continue  use  of  Barges  YC-699  and  YC-

Permit  Fee  in  consideration  of  the  revenue  provided  to  the  Authority  by  Bay  Ship  and  Yacht’s 
Sublease  of  Treasure  Island  Pier  1,  and  in  consideration  of  the  allowed  as-needed  use  of  the 
Barges  by  Bay  Ship  and  Yacht  at  Treasure  Island  Pier  1 for  berthing  of  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  marine  assets;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Directors  hereby  finds  that  (i)  entering  into 
the  Bare  Boat  Charter  Use  Permit  will  serve  the  goals  of  the  Authority  and  the  public  interests

in  effect  at  the  time  just  prior  to  the  Lessee  executing  the  Addendum  Re:  Change  of  Terms  of 
Tenancy  (subject  to  the  changes  set  forth  in  this  Addendum)  and  revoke  and  supersede 
Addendum  Re:  Change  of  Terms  of  Tenancy  in  its  entirety. 

5.  If  the  Lessee  executed  an  Addendum  between  July  1 , 201 0 through  October  31 , 201 0 to 
Residential  Lease,  hereafter  referred  to  as  Addendum  A;  then  this  Addendum  C shall  revoke 
and  supersede  Addendum  A in  its  entirety;  and 

6.  If  the  Lessee  executed  an  Addendum  between  November  1 , 201 0 through  June  30,  201 1.  to 
Residential  Lease,  hereafter  referred  to  as  Addendum  B;  then  this  Addendum  C shall  revoke  and

2.  Your  current  monthly  rent  is  $1,666  . If  the  Residential  Lease  is  still  in  effect  on  a month-to  month 
basis,  the  rent  may  be  increased  annually  on  each  subsequent  September. 

Although  the  Lessee’s  tenancy  is  not  subject  to  the  San  Francisco  Residential  Rent  Stabilization  and 
Arbitration  Ordinance,  the  annual  rent  increase  shall  be  equivalent  to  the  allowable  annual  increase 
announced  by  the  San  Francisco  Residential  Rent  Stabilization  and  Arbitration  Board  in  effect  on  the 
date  of  the  rent  increase.  Rent  must  be  paid  at  the  office  of  Lessor  no  later  than  the  first  day  of  each 
month  in  advance  while  the  Residential  Lease  is  in  effect. 

See  Section  IV  of  the  Residential  Lease  for  other  rent  payment  provisions. 

3.  Lessee  acknowledges  that: 

a.  Lessor  is  a sublessee  of  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  (“TIDA”)  which  acquired 
a leasehold  interest  in  Naval  Station  Treasure  Island  (“NSTI”),  including  the  Premises,  from  the 
United  States  of  America,  acting  by  and  through  the  Department  of  the  Navy  (“Navy”),  under  a 
Master  Lease  that  predates  Lessee’s  initial  occupancy  at  The  Villages  at  Treasure  Island. 

b.  Residential  use  of  the  premises  is  an  interim  use,  and  Lessee’s  tenancy  at  NSTI  under  the 
Residential  Lease  (and  any  preceding  residential  leases  between  Lessor  and  Lessee)  is  not 
permanent. 

c.  Notwithstanding  anything  in  the  Residential  Lease  or  this  Addendum  to  the  contrary,  the 
Residential  Lease  and  Lessee’s  right  to  occupy  the  premises  shall  terminate  if  the  Master 
Lease  between  the  Navy  and  TIDA  terminates. 

B.  PARAGRAPH  VII.  USE  AND  OCCUPANCY  IN  THE  RESIDENTIAL  LEASE  DATED 
9/1/2009  SHALL  BE  REPLACED  IN  ITS  ENTIRETY  BY  THE  FOLLOWING  TERMS: 

The  Lessee  shall  occupy  said  demised  premises  and  shall  keep  the  same  in  good  condition  including 
such  improvements  as  be  made  thereon  hereafter,  the  usual  wear  and  tear  excepted,  and  shall  not  make 
any  alterations  thereon  without  the  written  consent  of  the  Lessor  and  shall  not  commit  or  suffer  to  be 
committed  any  waste  upon  such  premises.  Lessee  agrees  to  pay  for  any  damage,  including  appliances 
and  fixtures,  caused,  by  any  act  of  negligence  of  himself  or  any  member  of  his  family  or  guest. 

The  premises  are  leased  to  the  Lessee  for  the  purpose  of  a residential  dwelling.  Lessee  shall  not  use,  or 
permit  said  premises,  or  any  part  thereof,  to  be  used  for  any  purpose  or  purposes  other  than  the  purpose 
for  which  the  said  premises  are  hereby  leased. 

All  governmental  laws  and  ordinances  shall  be  complied  with  Lessee.

Lessor  shall  process  the  application  in  accordance  with  standard  procedures  but  if  the  Adult  Child 
has  resided  on  the  premises  at  any  time  in  the  12  months  preceding  the  application,  criminal  and 
credit  background  checks  will  be  waived; 

3.  Lessee’s  Adult  Child  shall  sign  a Residential  Lease/Rental  Agreement  or  Addendum  as  required

Rent  Stabilization  and  Arbitration  Ordinance  No.  276-79(hereinafter  called  “Ordinance”)  IN  THE 
RESIDENTIAL  LEASE  DATED  9/1/2009SHALL  BE  REPLACED  IN  ITS  ENTIRETY  BY  THE  FOLLOWING 
TERMS: 

Lessee  hereby  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  because  the  rents  for  housing  units  on  Treasure  Island  and 
Yerba  Buena  Island  are  set  by  a governmental  authority  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority, 
housing  units  on  Treasure  Island  and  Yerba  Buena  Island  are  exempt  from  the  provisions  of  the  San 
Francisco  Rent  Stabilization  and  Arbitration  Ordinance.  Notwithstanding  the  foregoing,  (i)  the  Rent  noted 
in  Section  III  above  will  not  be  increased  more  than  once  annually  by  an  amount  or  at  a rate  greater  than 
as  would  be  permitted  under  the  Ordinance,  and  (ii)  Lessor  shall  not  seek  to  evict  or  otherwise  recover 
possession  of  the  Premises  from  the  Lessee  unless  such  action  is  based  on  one  of  the  reasons  set  forth 
below;

2.  The  Lessee  has  violated  the  lawful  obligation  or  covenant  of  tenancy  and  failed  to  cure  such 
violation  after  having  received  written  notice  thereof  from  the  Lessor;  or 

3.  The  Lessee  is  committing  or  permitting  to  exist  a nuisance  in,  or  is  causing  substantial  damage  to, 
the  rental  unit,  or  is  creating  a substantial  interference  with  the  comfort,  safety  or  enjoyment  of  the 
Lessor  or  tenant  in  the  building,  and  the  nature  of  such  nuisance,  damage  or  interference  is 
specifically  stated  by  the  landlord  in  writing;  or 

4.  The  Lessee  is  using  or  permitting  a rental  unit  to  be  used  for  any  illegal  purpose;  or 

5.  The  Lessee  has,  after  written  notice  to  cease,  refused  the  Lessor  access  to  the  rental  unit  as 
required  by  state  or  local  law;  or

6.  A subtenant  or  other  person  not  approved  by  Lessor  is  occupying  the  rental  unit,  excluding  guest 
as  defined  in  the  House  Rules;  or 

7.  Lessee  fails  to  sign  a new  Rental  Agreement  for  the  premises  or  for  a tempo|ary  rental  unit  ora 

Transition  Unit  or  fails  to  sign  any  Addendums  including,  but  not  limited  to,  arf  a; 

temporary  rental  unit;  provided,  that  the  Rental  Agreement  and/or  Addendurri  is^substahtialiy  i 
similar  to  the  Rental  Agreement  or  Addendum  in  effect  at  that  time  and,  conforms,  to  the  exten't 
applicable,  with  Sections  IV.B  and/or  V.F  of  the  Transition  Housing  Rules  and  Regulations; 

if  the  Lessee  declines  to  sign  the  Rental  Agreement  and/or  Addendum  on  the  basis  that  the 
Lessee  contends  that  it  is  not  substantially  similar  to  the  Rental  Agreement  or  Addendum  in  effect 
at  the  time  and/or  conforms  to  the  extent  applicable  with  Sections  IV.B  and/or  V.F  of  the  Transition 
Housing  Rules  and  Regulations;  the  Lessee  shall  grieve  this  issue  to  the  Director  of  Island 
Operations  of  TIDA  by  submitting  a written  request  to  the  Director  of  Island  Operations  of  TIDA 
within  5 business  days  of  being  asked  to  sign  the  Rental  Agreement  or  Addendum.  The  Director 
of  Island  Operations  or  it’s  designee  shall  meet  with  the  Lessee  within  5 business  days  of  the 
Lessee  requesting  to  grieve.  Within  5 business  days  of  the  Lessee  meeting  with  the  Director  of 
Island  Operations  or  it’s  designee,  the  Director  of  Island  Operations  shall  issue  a Grievance 
Decision. 

If  the  Lessee  is  not  satisfied  with  the  Director  of  Island  Operation’s  Grievance  Decision,  the 
Lessee  shall  grieve  to  the  TIDA  Board  no  later  than  30  days  after  the  TIDA  Director  of  Island 
Operations  delivers  his  or  her  written  decision  by  submitting  a written  appeal  to  the  TIDA  Board 
stating  the  basis  for  his  or  her  claim  and  the  relief  sought  by  the  Lessee.  The  TIDA  Board  will 
consider  the  Lessee’s  grievance  at  the  next  publicly  noticed  TIDA  Board  meeting  following  the 
TIDA  Board’s  receipt  of  the  Lessee’s  grievance.  The  TIDA  Board  shall  issue  a Grievance  Decision 
which  shall  be  final  and  binding  on  the  Lessee  and  Lessor.;  or

2.  General  Public  Comment 

There  was  no  general  public  comment.

3a.  Directors  Report 

Mirian  Saez,  Director  of  Island  Operations,  discussed  November  crime  stats  noting  an 
increase  in  vehicular  break-ins.  Provided  information  relating  to  the  security  company 
patrolling  the  Island  beginning  in  September  2012.  Discussed  the  one  unplanned  power 
outage  experienced  in  November.  At  the  November  on  Island  Board  meeting,  SFPUC 
staff  updated  the  Board  and  the  community  on  proactive  measures  taken  since  last  spring 
to  improve  the  reliability  of  the  system  including  inspections  and  testing,  along  with  tree 
trimming  and  hot  washing.  Additionally,  PUC  proposed  very  specific  short-term 
solutions  in  operations  and  maintenance  that  included  the  installation  of  fault  locators  and 
adding  a lineman,  among  others.  To  date,  PUC  has  completed  the  installation  of  36  fault 
locators  at  12  strategic  locations  on  Tl,  ahead  of  schedule.  PUC  has  added  one  additional 
lineman  to  respond  to  outages  on  the  Island.  These  actions  will  help  shorten  SFPUC’ s 
patrol  and  restoration  time. 

Ms.  Saez  reviewed  the  first  quarter  financial  report  with  the  Board,  noting  that  revenue  is 
on  target  and  expenses  are  below  budget.  Quality  of  life:  TIDA  made  improvements  to 
the  Boys  and  Girls  Club  facility;  bike  rack  installation  throughout  the  Island  which  will 
be  completed  by  end  of  January;  TIDA  office  has  been  issued  two  bikes  for  business  use 
by  SF  Office  of  Environment.  Discussed  meeting  with  SFPD  regarding  fire  suppression 
and  need  for  water  supply  during  an  emergency.  Leasing  activity  discussed:  No  new 
subleases  signed  however  there  is  a new  use  permit  in  place  for  Building  Three  that  will 
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add  $500K  of  revenue  this  year.  Special  events  discussed:  Safeway  Gala;  last  outdoor  TI 
Flea  market  in  December.  TI  Flea  is  moving  to  Building  One  for  the  winter.  Donation 
programs  discussed;  SF  Food  Bank  Drive,  SFFD  Toy  Drive,  Good  Neighbor’s  Coat,  Hat 
& Glove  drive.  Thanked  Island  partners,  residents  and  the  board  for  their  contributions  to 
the  2012  Island  accomplishments. 

Director  Richardson  expressed  gratitude  to  all  agencies  that  work  with  TIDA. 

In  response  to  an  inquiry  from  Director  Elberling,  Ms.  Saez  discussed  the  Building  Three 
use  permit. 

3b.  Report  by  Treasure  Island  Development  Project  Director 
Michael  Tymoff,  TI  Development  Project  Director,  reported  that  the  loan  agreement 
between  TICD  and  the  China  Development  Bank  for  financing  both  TI  and  Hunters  Point 
Shipyard  projects  has  been  approved  by  the  China  Development  Bank  committee. 
Treasure  Island  will  be  allocated  approximately  $700  million  which  will  get  through  six 
years  of  horizontal  and  vertical  development,  resulting  in  delivery  of  2000  pads  for  new 
construction  and  approx.  500  homes.  Staff  is  hopeful  that  the  loan  agreement  will  allow 
development  on  Treasure  Island  to  start  by  end  of  2013  or  early  2014. 

Provided  update  on  Disposition  and  Development  Agreement  (DDA)  between  TICD  and 
the  City  and  confirmation  letters  outlining  two  clarifications  regarding  certain  provisions 
that  are  important  terms  in  the  loan  agreement.  Mr.  Tymoff  reviewed  the  clarifications 
with  the  Board  and  noted  that  the  loan  will  ultimately  result  in  realization  of  all  of  the 
development  plans. 

Director  Richardson  spoke  in  favor  of  the  China  Development  Bank  financing 
opportunity  and  expressed  gratitude  to  Mr.  Tymoff  and  Jay  Wallace. 

In  response  to  inquiries  from  Director  Elberling,  Mr.  Tymoff  noted  that  China 
Development  Bank  is  establishing  an  SF  office  and  are  looking  at  a handful  of  other 
infrastructure  projects  in  the  western  United  States.  Mr.  Tymoff  stated  he  will  ask  TICD 
to  provide  additional  information  to  address  other  inquiries  about  China  Development 
Bank. 

In  response  to  an  inquiry  from  Director  Elberling  relating  to  the  loans  risk  exposure,  Mr. 
Tymoff  stated  that  if  the  developer  defaults  on  the  loan,  the  bank  would  have  a right  to 
fulfill  TICDs  obligation  under  the  DDA  or  assign  an  assumption  agreement  with  another 
developer  which  would  be  subject  to  TIDA  Board  approval. 

In  response  to  an  inquiry  from  Director  Samaha,  Mr.  Tymoff  clarified  that  the  loan 
agreement  is  on  a five  year  drawdown  schedule  with  a 10  year  payback. 

Director  Samaha  requested  for  additional  information  on  terms  of  loan. 

Mr.  Tymoff  clarified  that  this  loan  agreement  does  not  diminish  TICD  or  TIDA 
obligations  or  rights  under  the  DDA. 

Mr.  Tymoff  provided  an  update  on  the  EIR  lawsuit  stating  that  a court  decision  is 
expected  by  December  20‘".  Staff  will  also  meet  with  the  SFPUC  to  look  at  interim  scope 
of  work  to  repair  existing  infrastructure  and  to  determine  synergies  between  the  future 
work  of  the  developers  and  work  needed  today.  Staff  plans  to  present  a comprehensive 
solution  in  February 

There  was  no  public  comment. 
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3c.  Report  by  the  Treasure  IsIandA" erba  Buena  Island  Citizen’s  Advisory 
Board  (CAB)

Director  Richardson  removed  item  6a.  Approval  of  the  1 1.14.12  Meeting  Minutes,  from 
consent,  continuing  to  the  next  regularly  scheduled  meeting. 

b.  Bare  Boat  Charter  Use  Permit  with  Bay  Ship  and  Yacht  Co. 

There  was  no  public  comment. 

Director  Samaha  motioned  for  approval. 

Director  Cheng  seconded. 

This  item  passed  unanimously. 

7.  Informational  Presentation  Relating  to  Addendum  C to  the  Residential 

Lease/Rental  Agreement-John  Stewart  Company 

Jeffery  Kohler,  VP  with  the  John  Stewart  Company  (JSCO),  gave  brief  history  of 
Addendum  C.  Earlier  in  2012  a lease  addendum  known  as  Addendum  RE  was  issued  to 
the  residents  of  the  Villages  of  TI  which  created  a fair  amount  of  community  concern. 
First  60  days  with  JSCO,  Mr.  Kohler  met  with  several  residents  individually  to  address 
concerns  relating  to  the  original  addendum.  Many  of  those  concerns  were  removed  from 
the  first  version  of  the  addendum  and  a grievance  procedure  was  added  that  mirrored 
what  was  in  the  Transition  Housing  Rules  & Regulations  (THR&Rs).  Meetings  with  a 
few  specific  resident  community  leaders  allowed  JSCO  to  prepare  a red  line  version  of 
the  redrafted  document  as  well  as  lease  modifications  making  TI  and  YBI  part  of  the 
redevelopment  process.  All  578  households  received  copies  of  redline  versions  and 
explanations.  Two  community  meetings  were  held  to  discuss  the  addendum  in  mid- 
August  with  approximately  10%  of  households  attending.  The  comments  /corrections 
received  from  residents  were  taken  into  account  and  further  adjustments  were  made. 
JSCO  is  ready  to  issue  final  revised  Addendum  which  will  be  going  to  all  households  on 
Monday  12/17/2012.  JSCO  has  heard  from  resident  leadership  as  well  as  many  residents 
that  they  anticipate  it  to  be  received  in  a positive  manner. 

Director  Richardson  thanked  Jeff  Kohler  for  working  closely  with  residents,  staff  and 
board  members.  Mr.  Kohler  stated  that  staff  is  preparing  documents  now  as  each 
addendum  has  to  be  personalized  to  the  lease  that  is  in  place. 

In  response  to  an  inquiry  from  Director  Elberling  regarding  deadline,  Mr.  Kohler  stated 
that  JSCO  is  asking  for  signed  documents  by  mid-January.  JSCO  will  reach  out  to  each 
household  that  does  not  return  forms  to  determine  whether  they  are  refusing  to  sign  or  if 
they  have  a concern  that  needs  to  be  addressed  before  signing.  Households  that  refuse  to 
sign  will  be  issued  a 30  day  Notice  Change  of  Terms  of  Tenancy. 
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In  response  to  an  inquiry  from  Director  Elberling,  Mr.  Kohler  confirmed  that  any  earlier 
versions  of  the  signed  addendums  are  considered  void. 

Director  Dunlop  gave  feedback  on  community  meetings. 

Director  Richardson  confirmed  Mr.  Kohler’s  commitment  to  work  with  residents  to 
inform  them  of  the  implications  of  refusing  to  sign  the  addendum. 

There  was  no  public  comment. 

8.  Informational  Presentation  Relating  to  Yerba  Buena  Island  Interim  Moves 
Michael  Tymoff,  TI  Project  Development  Director,  briefly  recapped  a previous 
discussion  item  relating  to  interim  moves  from  YBI  to  TI,  noting  that  several  residents 
expressed  their  concern  during  the  on-Island  meeting  in  November.  The  third  community 
meeting  on  this  topic  was  held  on  November  28*  and  was  well  attended.  TIDA  and  JSCO 
staff  worked  together  in  going  through  the  materials  with  the  residents.  Mr.  Tymoff 
reviewed  the  JSCO  Open  House  Program  with  the  Board.  Around  200  people 
participated  in  the  open  house  over  the  two  week  schedule.  Mr.  Tymoff  reviewed  the 
selection  process  for  unit  selection  which  was  delayed  to  start  today.  Residents  have  two 
weeks  to  submit  their  selection  forms  to  JSCO.  If  residents  do  not  participate  in  this 
selection  process,  they  will  simply  be  assigned  a unit  based  on  comparability.  Residents 
can  also  select  an  in-lieu-payment  anytime  between  now  and  when  they  receive  their  90 
day  notice  to  move.  Staff  does  not  anticipate  the  90  day  Notice  to  be  issued  any  time 
before  fall  of  2013.  Staff  and  JSCO  are  trying  to  be  flexible  with  the  options  so 
households  can  either  select;  in-lieu-payment  to  move  off  Island  now;  participate  in 
move  selection  process;  move  down  to  TI  anytime  between  now  and  90  day  Notice 
issuance;  or  wait  until  expiration  of  90  day  Notice.  Staff  will  have  more  certainty  next 
year  of  the  population  moving  or  selecting  in  lieu  payments,  which  will  allow  for 
decisions  to  be  made  about  which  units  can  be  put  back  in  production  in  order  to  generate 
revenue. 

Director  Richardson  spoke  in  favor  of  the  flexibility  of  the  program. 

Director  Dunlop  noted  that  staff  and  JSCOs  explanations  were  very  clear  by  the  final 
community  meeting. 

In  response  to  an  inquiry  from  Director  Samaha,  Mr.  Tymoff  stated  that  there  will  be  two 
phases  of  the  YBI  moves.  First  phase  is  the  interim  move  from  YBI  to  TI.  Long-term 
permanent  move  is  the  second  phase.  Residents  will  get  a second  in-lieu-payment  option 
if  they  deeide  not  to  take  the  long-term  permanent  move  option.  This  procedure  has  been 
defined  as  part  of  the  Transition  Plan  approved  last  year. 

There  was  no  public  comment. 

9.  Discussion  of  Future  Agenda  Items  by  Directors 
There  was  no  discussion  of  future  agenda  items. 

There  was  no  public  comment. 

10.  Closed  Session  to  Confer  with  Real  Property  Negotiators 
There  was  no  public  comment. 

Director  Dunlop  motioned  to  hold  closed  session. 

Director  Samaha  seconded. 

The  motion  was  approved  unanimously.
